WE beg leave most humbly to represent to Your Majesty, that 
we have had under our consideration the increasing duties and 
heavy responsibilities devolving upon the Clerical Staff of this 
Office, in consequence of the large naval force which is now main- 
tained in commission, as well as for the measures which it has 
been found necessary to adopt in order to secure the services of a 
reserve of seamen for Your Majesty’s fleet, and being of opinion 
that additional supervision is required in order to secure necessary 
control and efficiency in the conduct of the duties of this office,— 
we most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to authorize the addition of one First Class Clerk to the 
establishment of this office, in order to the attainment of the 
object which we have in view. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with the proposal, which is, neverthe- 
less, most humbly submitted.

WE humbly beg leave to represent to your Majesty that we 


have had under consideration an improved method of performing 
the clerical duties in the Record Branch of this office, by the 
B 
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substitution of a class of persons distinct from the general 
establishment of Clerks, whose sole duty will be to index, copy, and 
digest the correspondence of that office. 

A considerable saving of expense and much efficiency will, it 
is expected, be promoted by engaging a staff of persons peculiarly 
qualified for this duty, and who could be permanently so employed ; 
and we therefore most humbly submit to your Majesty that we 
may be authorized to form an establishment for the service of the 
Record Office, with the following rates of salary, viz. :—

WE beg leave most humbly to represent to Your Majesty, that we 
have had under our consideration the poe and pay of the 
Naval Assistants and Draughtsmen in the Chart Branch of the 
Hydrographical Department of Your Majesty’s Navy. 

These officers, whose salaries have hitherto been provided under

TITLE OF SURVEYOR OF THE NAVY CHANGED TO THAT 
OF COMPTROLLER OF THE NAVY—DUTIES OF THE COMP-

Wuereas His late Majesty, by His Order in Council, of the 
Twelfth October, 1832, was pleased to approve of General 
Instructions, for the Five Principal Officers of the Civil Depart- 
ments of the Navy, at the same time authorizing the Commis- 
sioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, for the 
time being, to frame and establish such further detailed Orders as 
the change of system might render necessary, and whereas the vast 
increase of Your Majesty’s Navy, the general introduction of Steam 
Machinery into Your Majesty’s Ships, the great additions made to’ 
the several Dockyard Establishments, and finally the system of 
Electric Communication now generally adopted in Your Majesty’s 
Service, have rendered necessary a revision of the instructions to 
the Surveyor of the Navy, as well as considerable changes in the 
mode of conducting the duties of this Department, so as to 
diminish the correspondence, to obviate unnecessary delay, and to 
fix more distinctly the responsibility for the work and expenditure 
of the Dockyards; we beg most humbly to submit to Your Ma- 
jesty that the Officer who controls this expenditure, should be in 
future called the Comptroller of the Navy,a name which would be 
more in accordance with his duties; and we beg leave also to 
submit with reference to the regulations established by the said 
Order in Council, and more particularly with reference to the 10th 
and 11th Clauses of the same, that the Comptroller of the Navy 
shall be authorized to correspond direct with the respective 
Officers of the Dockyards, and to issue such orders as he may 
deem necessary for the proper conduct of the works, to the several 
Superintendents.

The progressive increase in the use of steam in Your 
Majesty’s Navy, the general use of machinery in the several 
dockyards, and the recent establishment of two large factories 
at Sheerness and Keyham, have mainly contributed to this 
result.

MODE OF RECKONING SERVICE FOR SUPERANNUATION OF 
OFFICERS OF DOCKYARDS AND OTHER NAVAL ESTABLISH- 
MENTS. 


Havinea had under our consideration the question of the super- 
annuation of old and meritorious officers of Your Majesty’s Dock- 
yards, Victualling Yards, and other Naval Establishments, we are 
humbly of opinion that the Regulations under which their retiring 
allowances are calculated are not only complicated but have proved 
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unjust in thei operation as well as injurious to the Public Service : 
and we consider it to be no more than. just to the officers belong- 
ing to the several Naval Establishments that the same rule should 
be applied to them in awarding their pensions as to other public 
servants. 

We humbly consider that we are borne out in this view of the 
subject by the Report of the Royal Commissioners appointed in 
the year 1856, to inquire into the operation of the Superannuation 
Act, wherein it is stated “ that it has been a subject of much com- 
“ plaint that the officers in the Dock and Victualling Yards who 
“‘receive their Superannuation under a scale of fortieths are 
“thereby placed in a worse condition than the ordinary mem- 
* bers of the Civil Service;”’ and the said Royal Commissioners 
further add, that there seems to be no good reason for making any 
one Department an exception from the General Rule, and would 
therefore recommend the abolition of the scale of fortieths, and 
that, in the calculation of their superannuation allowances, the 
officers who rise to the second and third Classes should have the 
benefit of the entire period of their service on the ordinary scale. 

We therefore submit that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to direct that the scale of for- 
tieths be henceforth abolished, and that any person on salary, who 
may hereafter be recommended for superannuation, shall be allowed 
to reckon the whole period he may have been employed in the 
service of the public (excepting, however, as heretofore, the period 
of apprenticeship), for calculation under the new scale of the Act ; 
that in the cases of persons who shall have been in the receipt of 
salary prior to the 4th August, 1829, the pension shall be calcu- 
lated upon the whole period of service under the old scale of the 
Act. Also that the time served by extra or temporary clerks at a 
daily or weekly rate of pay, prior to being placed upon the estab- 
lishment of any Department, shall be allowed to reckon for super- 
annuation under the Act. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have by 
a letter dated the 13th October, 1858, signified to ds their entire 
concurrence in the same.

PENSIONS AND SUPERANNUATION ALLOWANCES TO DOCKYARD 
RIGGERS AND SEAMEN IN YARD CRAFT. 


Havinc had under our consideration the regulations under which 
pensions are at present granted to the Riggers employed in Your 
Majesty’s Dockyards, and the Seamen belonging to the Yard 
Craft, and being of opinion that it would tend to the benefit of 
Your Majesty’s Service if the regulations in question were revised, 
we humbly submit that superannuation allowances should be 
awarded to these men upon the scale of the Superannuation Act 
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of the year 1859, the sea time served by them being allowed to 
count as civil time for the said purpose. 

We further propose to.reserve to ourselves the power to grant 
pensions upon the Greenwich Scale in any special case in which it 
may be deemed more advantageous for the claimants’ interest that 
he should be so pensioned. | |

themselves, and at the same time enable us to improve the mode of 
conducting the clerical duties of those establishments, we beg leave

Vacancies as they occur among the Senior Clerks, to be filled up 
from the list of Clerks. 

5th. “ Clerks” to consist of the present Second and Third 
Classes amalgamated. Clerks hereafter appointed and _ those 
already in the service (at a lower rate of salary) are to commence 
with 90/. a year, and to rise in pay after the first year’s service by

Wuereas we have had under our consideration the expediency 
of discontinuing the Dockyard Brigades, and being of opinion 
that the services of the several artihcers and men composing 
them will be much more available for the public benefit if they 
were altovether relieved from the drills and other duties neces- 
sary for keeping these Brigades in a state of efficiency, we have 
decided to discontinue these Brigades, with the exception of the 
Brigade at Malta. The services of the Adjutants and of the Drill 
and other Sergeants being therefore no longer required, we have 
had under our consideration the claims of those ofhcers for their 
past service in the Brigades, on the ground of the unexpected 
abolition of their appointments, which were considered to be 

ermanent, and as they relinquished their positions in tlie regiments 
in which they were serving, together with their prospects of pro- 
motion and increase of pay, for the purpose of organizing these 
Brigades, we are humbly of opinion that their claims to considera- 
tion are reasonable, and we therefore humbly submit that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased, by your Order in Council, to 
authorize us to grant to such of these officers as are entitled to 
half-pay, an allowance of 2s. a day in addition to the same; and to

THE PROPERTY KNOWN AS THE PEST-HOUSE FIELDS AT PORTS=- 
MOUTH VESTED IN THE ADMIRALTY. 


Waereas, by virtue of the Defence Act, 1842, all property 
vested under that Act (as affected by the Ordnance Board ‘Transfer 
Act, 1855), in such one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State as Her Majesty thinks fit to intrust with the Seals of the 
War Department is held in trust for Her Majesty, Her Heirs and 
Successors, for the service of the Ordnance or War Department, 
or for such other public service or services as Her Majesty, Her 
Heirs or Successors, shall from time to time by any Order in 
Council be pleased to direct. 

And whereas the property described and intended to be 
comprised in the Schedule hereto is vested in manner aforesaid 
in the said Secretary of State; and whereas hitherto the said 
property has been under the management and control, and been 
used fur the purposes of the War Department, but it is expedient 
that henceforth the same should be under the managemeut and 
control, and be used for the purposes of the Admiralty. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the power in this 
behalf by the Defence Act, 1842. in Her Majesty vested and of 
every other power enabling Her Majesty in this behalf, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order,and it is hereby 
ordered as follows:—From and after the making of the present 
Order, and until Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors, may be 
pleased, by any Order in Council, otherwise to direct, the property 
described in the Schedule hereto shall be held for the public 
service following, that is to say, the same shall be under the 
management and control of the Lord High Admiral of the United 
Kingdom for the time being, or the Commissioners for the time 
being fur executing the office of Lord High Admiral, and shall 
be used for the purposes of the Admiralty in such manner as the 
Lord High Admiral or the said Commissioners may from time to 
time think fit.

SALUTES TO EUROPEAN FUNCTIONARIES IN INDIA. 


Wuereas there was this day read at the Board a representation 
from the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, setting forth that a Committee composed of certain 
Officers had been appointed to consider the expediency of revising 
the Table of Salutes to be given to European Functionaries in 
India, fixed by Her Majesty’s Order in Council of the 20th of 
March, 1857, in order that the Salutes to European Function- 
aries in India and the India Seas should correspond with the 
honours accorded to Functionaries of a similar rank in all other 
parts of Her Majesty’s Dominions, and submitting for Her 
Majesty’s approval two revised Tables of Salutes to European 
Functionaries, and on anniversaries or special occasions agreed on 
by such Committee, with certain modifications subsequently made 
thereon. Now, therefore, Her Majesty having taken the said 
revised Tables of Salutes, so modified as aforesaid, into conside- 
ration, is pleased by and with the advice of Her Privy Council to 
approve thereof, and to order, as it is hereby ordered, that the 
said revised Tables of Salutes (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed) 
be strictly observed and attended to, whereof the Right Honourable 
Sidney Herbert, and the Right Honourable Sir Charles Wood, 
Baronet, two of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, and 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
are to take notice and to give tle necessary directions herein as to 
them may respectively appertain.

THE ISSUE OF COMMISSIONS AND WARRANTS TO OFFICERS ON 
BEING APPOINTED TO SHIPS TO BE DISCONTINUED. 


Havinea had under our consideration the practice which exists of 
issuing Commissions and Warrants to the Commissioned and 
Warrant Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy for each particular ship 
to which they may from time to time be appointed, we would 
humbly represent to Your Majesty, that being of apinion that the 
practice is attended with inconvenience tou Your Majesty’s Service, 
and vexatious expense to the Officer, we would bumbly submit, 
that on and after the Ist of July next, the present practice of 
issuing Commissions and Warrants to Officers on their appuint- 
ment to ships, whether those Officers belong to the Miltiary or to 
the Civil branches of Your Majesty’s Navy, be discontinued and 
abolished. Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to approve 
of this our suggestion, we would humbly submit that Your Majesty 
will be further pleased to ordain that in the cases of the Commis- 
sioned and Warrant Officers in Your Majesty’s Navy, only one 
Commission or Warrant as the case may be shall be necessary for 
each grade or rank, which Commission or Warrant shall be in 
such form) as we may at any time or times direct, and that after a 
Commission or Warrant shall have been granted to an Officer, 
whether Military or Civil in Your Majesty’s Navy, and also as 
regards every Othcer who now holds a Commission or Warrant in 
Your Majesty’s Navy, it shall not be necessary, so long as such 
Officer shall continue of the same rank, to grant him any other 
Commission or Warrant, but he shall do duty and be an Officer, 
according to his rank for the time being on board such of Your 
Majesty’s ships or otherwise according to the Co:nmission or 
Warrant which he holds, or according as he may have been or may 
~ be by our verbal or written order, or by the verbal or written 
order of any other his superior Officer duly authorized to appoint 
him now or at any time, or from time to time appointed, and we 
would humbly submit that any future order be signified to the 
Officer in such manner as we may at any time think proper. 

Lastly, in the several articles in the Regulations for the Govern- 
_ ment of Your Majesty’s Naval Service, in which it is provided that 
an Officer’s full pay shall commence from the date of his Com- 
mission, we would humbly submit that the word appointment be 
substituted, and that in future, in such cases, an Otticer’s full pay 
shall commence from the date of appointment accordingly.

NEW FLAGS FOR SHIPS. 


Unprr the Regulations established by Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council of the 25th day of July, 1861, for the governance of the 
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Royal Naval Service, the Flag Officers of the Fleet, whether Ad- 
mirals, Vice-Ad-nirals, or Rear-Admirals, are classed in Squadrons 
of the Red, White, and Blue, and are (with the exception of the 
Admiral of the Fleet) authorized to fly their flags of the colour of 
the Squadron to which they belong, this regulation necessitating 
the adoption of ensigns and pendants of a corresponding colour in 
every ship and vessel employed under their orders, each vessel is 
therefore supplied with three sets of colours, and the frequent 
alterations that have to be made when the Fleet is distributed as 
at present, under the Orders of many Flag Officers, is attended 
with much inconvenience from the uncertainty and expense which 
the system entails, 

The increased number and size of merchant steam-ships render 
it a matter of importance to distinguish on all occasions men- 
of-war from private ships by a distinctive flag; the latter vessels 
bearing at present the same red ensign as Your Majesty’s ships 
when employed under an Admiral of the Red Squadron. It also 
appears to us to be desirable to grant (under such conditions as we 
may from time to time impose) the use uf a distinguishing flag to 
such ships of the merchant service as may be employed in the 
public service, or whose commanding officer (with a given portion 
of the crew) may belong to the Royal Naval Reserve. We there- 
fore most humbly submit that Your Majesty may be pleased by 
vour Order in Council to prescribe the discontinuance of the divi- 
sion of Flag Officers into the Red, White, and Blue Squadrons, 
and to order and direct that the White Ensign, with its broad and 
narrow pendants, be henceforward established and recognized as the 
colours of the Roval Naval Service, reserving the use of the Red 
and Blue colours for such special occasions as may appear to us or 
to officers in command of Fleets and Squadrons to require their 
adoption: the White flag with a Red St. George’s Cross to be 
borne by Admirals, Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Admirals on their 
rexpective masts: Commodores of the first class to carry a White 
broad pendant with the Red Cross at the maintop-gallant mast- 
head, Cummodores of the second class a similar broad pendant at 
the fore-top-gallant-mast-head, and senior ofhcers when two or 
more vessels are present to bear the broad pennant at the mizen- 
top-gallant-mast-head. ‘The Blue Ensign and Union Jack, with a 
White border, to be carried by all vessels employed in the service 
of any public office; by vessels employed under the Transport 
Department, and the Civil Departments of the Navy (with the Seal 
or Badge of the office to which they belong as at present), and, 
under our permission, by ships commanded by Officers of the Royal 
Naval Reserve Force, and fulfilling in other respects the conditions 
required to entitle them to the privilege. The Red Ensign and 
Union Jack, with a White border, continuing as at present the 
national colours for all British ships, with such exceptions in favour 
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of Yachts and other vessels as we may from time to time authorize 
to bear distinguishing flags.

FLAG OFFICERS—RETIRED REAR ADMIRALS (1847) GRANTED THB 
ADVANTAGE OF RISING TO HIGHER GRADES. 


Wuereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council of the 25th June, 1851, to sanction the removal to a 
Reserved Half-pay List of such Captains as may not, when their 
turn for promotion shall arrive, have served the period for their 
flag as required by the Order in Council of 30th June, 1827, 
while at the same time Your Majesty was graciously pleased to 
secure to such officers the same advantage of rising in rank as if 
they had remained on the Active List. But whereas, when provi- 
sion was made by Parliament in the year 1846 for the retirement 
of 200 Captains, it was provided that such officers as then accepted 
the retirement should be empowered to assume no higher rank than 
that of Retired Rear-Admiral: - 

We would most humbly represent to Your Majesty the hardship 
which these officers may be supposed to feel at being the only 
officers excluded from rising to the higher ranks on the Flag List; 
and, as many of them have distinguished themselves in time of 
war, and have otherwise performed good and meritorious service, 
we are humbly of opinion that it would be a proper and cunsiderate 
act of grace and favour if Your Majesty were also to extend to these 
officers the advantage of rising to the higher grades on the Flag 
List, according to the seniorities which they respectively held on 
the List of Captains; but we beg further humbly to submit that 
should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to adopt our recommen- 
dation, the names of these officers should be retained on a separate 
Retired List as at present, and that no further increase of retired 
pay or emolument should accrue to them than that which was 
guaranteed to them when they accepted the retirement.

RETIREMENT AND RETIRED PAY OF CAPTAINS, COMMANDERS, AND 
LIEUTENANTS — HALF-PAY OF LIEUTENANTS — GREENWICH 
OUT- PENSION. 


WueErREAs having had under our consideration the inadequacy of 
the means at present at our disposal of employing officers who are 
fit and desirous to serve Your Majesty, as well as our inability to 
extend sufficient reward by promotion or otherwise to many officers 
who have served long and faithfully ; and being further of opinion 
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that additional encouragement is required to induce officers to 
serve with willingness and zeal while in health and vigour, we 
would humbly submit to Your Majesty that we be empowered in 
future to award an honourable retirement to officers who shall have 
attained an age which renders it unlikely that they will be long fit 
for further active service; and also, as an additional reward for 
past service, and as an inducement to officers on the Active List to 
seek future service, we would further suggest that the half-pay of 
Lieutenants ‘should hereafter be proportionate to, and made 
dependent upon, their length of service. 

Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to sanction these 
our propositions, we would humbly submit that we be authorized 
to carry the following alterations and suggestions into effect :— 


First, as relates to Captains. 


We would humbly propose that all Captains who have attained, 
or shail hereafter attain, the age of sixty, without having served in 
their present rank, be placed on a Retired List, and receive Retired 
Pay as follows :—

RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS—NUMBER OF CAPTAINS, COMMANDERS, 
AND LIEUTENANTS FOR THE ACTIVE LISTS. 


Whereas Your Majesty, by an Order in Council dated the Ist 
of August, 1860, was graciously pleased to authorize us to carry 
into effect certain changes in the Half-pay and Retirement of 
Officers of your Majesty’s Navy; and whereas we are humbly of 
opinion that it would greatly tend to the advantage of the Naval 
Service if certain further alterations and amendments, as herein- 
after introduced, were to be made in the scheme approved of in 
Your Majesty’s said Order in Council; we would humbly submit 
the following propositions for Your Majesty’s gracious approval.

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First, as relates to Captains. 


1. That the Active List of Captains shall be greduced from 350 
to 300. : 

2. That the existing system of placing on a Retired List all 
Captains who may from time to time attain the age of sixty with- 
out having served in their present rank, shall be extended to 
Captains who may attain the age of sixty and have served a portion 
of but not the full sea time required to qualify them for promotion 


to the Active List of Flag Officers. Such officers to receive

3. That the above system of retirement shall be extended to 
Captains who may have attained the age of fifty-five, provided they 
be willing and desirous to accept the same, subject to the proviso 
contained in paragraph 8. 

When the Active List of Captains shall have been reduced to 
300, no Captain shall be eligible for retirement under this clause 
who has not been five years on that list. 

4. That Captains who shall be found physically unfit for service 
may, at our discretion, be allowed to retire, irrespective of age, at 
the several rates of 18s. or 20s. a-day, according to their standing on 
the List, provided they shall have served at sea in the ranks of Lien- 
tenant, Commander, or Captain, a combined period of fifteen 
years ; and if less than that period of service, at the rate of 16s. 
a-day. Such officers to be allowed to rise in rank and pay with 
other Captains of their standing, subject to the proviso contained 
in paragraph 8. 

5. That we may be empowered, at our discretion, to allow a 
hmited number of Captains who may have attaimed the age of fifty, 
and who are not desirous of further employment, to retire on the 
foregoing conditions, and subject to the same proviso. When the 
Active List of Captains shall have been reduced to 300, no further 
retirement of officers shall take place under this clause. 

6. That Captains who may arrive at their turn for promotion to 
the Flag List, without having served the time required to qualify 
them for their Active Flags, shall be placed on the List of Reserved 
Rear-Admirals. 

These officers, and also such officers as may, under the provi- 
sions of the Order in Council of Ist August, 1860, have been 
already promoted to the Reserved Flag List, to be allowed pay at

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the rate of 25s. a-day ; subject, however, to the proviso contained 
in paragraph 8. 

7. That the increased rate of 25s. per diem Half-pay shall be 
extended to officers who, under the provisions of the Order in 
Council of 1st August, 1860, have already attained or may here- 
after attain the rank of Rear-Admiral on the Retired List, subject 
to the same proviso. All officers who are either now, or who may 
be in future, retired under the provisions of the Order in Council 
of 1st August, 1860, to be allowed to rise to the higher grades on 
the Retired Flag List, according to the seniorities which they 
respectively held on the List of Captains, but without receiving 
any further increase of retired pay or emolument. 

8. That no officer who was not on the Active List of Captains 
previously to the lst August, 1860, shall be allowed more than the 
pay of 20s. a-day on attaining the rank of Rear-Admiral, unless 

e shall have completed one year’s service at sea in the rank of 
Captain. 
Second, as relates to Commanders. 


9. That the Active List of Commanders be reduced from 450 to 
400. | 
10. That the existing system of placing on the Retired List, 
under the conditions specified in the Order in Council of Ist 
August, 1860, all Commanders who have not served within a 
period of fifteen years either afloat or in command of Revenue 
vessels or in the Coast Guard, or as Mail Agent or Transport 
Officer, shall be extended to Commanders who have not been so 
employed during a period of ten years; such officers, and officers 
of Greenwich Hospital of similar rank, to be permitted to assume 
the rank and title of Retired Captain on reaching the age of sixty, 
or on attaining fifteen years’ seniority on the List of Commanders, 
and to receive on their retirement pay on the scale provided for in 
the said Order in Council, with this difference only, that officers 
who shall in future retire shall reckon their service in the Coast 
Guard on shore, or Transport Service on shore, as half the same 
period served at sea, instead of one-third, as at present. 

11. That the same plan of retirement, with its corresponding 
benefits of rank and Retired Pay, shall be extended to Commanders 
who may have attained the age of fifty-five, provided they be 
willing and desirous to accept the same. 

12. We would further propose that we be empowered, at our 
discretion, to allow a limited number of Commanders, who may 
have attained the age of forty-five, and who are not desirous of 
further employment, to retire on the foregoing conditions. When 
the Active List of Commanders shall have been reduced to 400, 
a further retirement of officers shall take place under this 
clause. | 

13. That Commanders who have already been removed from the 
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Active to the Retired List of that rank, under the provisions of 
the Order in Council of 1st August, 1860, shall, as well as those 
who may hereafter so retire, be allowed to assume the rank of 
Retired Captain on attaining fifteen years’ seniority, but without 
any increase of Half-pay or Widow’s Pension, beyond that autho- 
rized by the said Order in Council. 


Third, as relates to Lieutenants. 


{" 14. That the Active List of Lieutenants shall not exceed 1,000, 
instead of 1,200, the number at which it is at present fixed. 

15. That Lieutenants who have completed fifteen years’ sea 
service in that rank, and who have attained the age of forty-five, 
shall be allowed to retire with the rank of Retired Commander. 
Sach officers to receive Retired Pay, and their widows to be 
allowed pensions on the scale provided for in the Order in Council 
of Ist August, 1860, with this difference only, that such officers 
who shall in future retire shall reckon their service in the Coast 
Guard on shore, or Transport Service on shore, as half the same 
period served at sea, instead of one-third, as at present. 

16. That Lieutenants who are either now on the Reserved or 
Retired List, or who may be in future retired under the provisions 
of the Order in Council of lst August, 1860, and Lieutenants of 
Greenwich Hospital, shall be allowed to assume the rank of 
Retired Commander on attaining fifteen years’ seniority, but with- 
out any increewse of Half-pay or Widow's Pension beyond that 
authorized by the Orders in Council under which they were respec- 
tively retired. 

17. Lastly, it was provided by Your Majesty’s Order in Council 
of 1st August, 1860, that Commanders and Lieutenants should in 
future, on being retired from the Active List, be awarded Retired 
Half-pay, graduated according to length of service ; and whereas it 
has been represented to us that, although this system has, gene- 
rally speaking, tended greatly to the advantage of these classes of 
officers, there have been and may be hereafter cases in which 
officers so retired might receive a less amount of pay than that 
which they would have enjoyed had their position not been dis- 
turbed by the provisions of the said Order in Council ; in order, 
‘ therefore, to prevent such officers from becoming sufferers by a 
retrospective regulation, we would humbly submit to Your Majesty 
that on their rising to a position which, had they continued on the 
Active List, would have entitled them to any higher rate of Half- 
pay, they should be exempted from the provisions of the Order in 
Council of Ist August, 1860, and awarded the same amount of 
Retired Pay as if their position had not been disturbed by those 
provisions. 

Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to sanction these 
our suggestions, we would humbly submit that Your Majesty will 
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authorize us to carry into operation the several arrangements and 
changes herein contemplated, from the Ist of July, 1864.

RETIREMENT OF STAFF COMMANDERS, MASTERS, PAYMASTERS, 
INSPECTORS OF MACHINERY AFLOAT, CHIEF ENGINEERS, AND 
CHIEF WARRANT OFFICERS. 


WHeEREAs we have had under our consideration the Regulations 
now in force respecting the retirement of officers of the under- 
mentioned classes in Your Majesty’s Navy, and whereas we are of 
Opinion that it would be for the advantage of Your Majesty’s 
service that the following regulations relative thereto should be 
established, viz. :— 

That all Masters Attendant, Staff Commanders, Masters, Pay- 
masters, Inspectors of Machinery Afloat, Chief Engineers. Chief 
Gunners, Chief Boatswains, Chief Carpenters, and Warrant Officers, 
should be removed from the Active Lists of their respective 
classes on attaining the age of 60, or previously if proved to be 
physically unfit for service; that they have the option of retiring 
at the age of 55 on the Half-Pay, and in the case of Chief 
Gunners, Chief Boatswains, Chief Carpenters, and Warrant 
Officers, on the Superannuation allowance they may have earned 
by service; Paymasters who may have completed twenty ycars’ 
service, including Acting Paymaster’s time, and not more than four 
years’ time as Assistant Paymaster, to have the rank of Paymaster 
in Chief; and that Paymasters employed otherwise than in the 
Naval Service, and who may not be desirous of employment afloat, 
be eligible for retirement at our discretion. We do therefore most 
humbly submit that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased to 
establish the foregoing regulations. |

PROMOTION OF OFFICERS FROM THE COAST GUARD SERVICE. 


Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the Ist 
August, 1860, we are empowered to promote, either to the Active 
or Retired Lists as may be considered advisable, such officers as 
may be annually recommended to us for promotion for good service 
tn the Coast Guard or in Revenue Cruizers ; such officers, if placed 
on the Retired List, to receive an amount of retired pay graduated 
according to their length of service, as defined by the provisions of 
Your Majesty’s said Order in Council. But whereas cases may 
occur in which, though the conduct of an officer may have been 
such as to render him eminently deserving of promotion, the nature 
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of his previous service may, nevertheless, have been such as to 
debar him from receiving any additional pecuniary advantage, thus 
probably rendering his advancement a disadvantage to him rather 
than a boon. In order therefore to prevent the occurrence of such 
possible cases of hardship, and also to serve as an incitement to 
officers employed in the protection of the revenue to discharge the 
important duties entrusted to them with zeal and earnestness, we 
would humbly submit to Your Majesty that in future such officers 
as may be promoted for good service in the Coast Guard to the 
Retired List be allowed to reckon the time they may have served 
in the Coast Guard as Sea Time.

LIEUTENANTS—PROMOTION OF ONE ANNUALLY, FROM ADMIRALTY 
MAIL AGENTS. 


Wuereas having had under our consideration the services of the 
Lieutenants of Your Majesty’s Navy employed as Admiralty Agents 
on board Contract Mail Steam-vessels, we propose annually to 
select for promotion to the rank of Commander one Lieutenant so 
employed; the selection to be made either on account of long and 
good service, of meritorious conduct on some special occasion, or 
on account of injury received by the officer in the execution of his 
duty; but inasmuch as, from the average age of the Lieutenants 
employed on this service, it may be presumed that the officer so 

romoted would not long be available for active employment, we 
would humbly submit to Your Majesty that such promotion be 
made to the Reserved List of Commanders, irrespective of any 
vacancies on that List, but that on the death of any officer so 
promoted his vacancy shall not be filled up.

2. Master’s Attendant.

RELATIVE RANK OF NAVAL OFFICERS, MILITARY AND CIVIL 
BRANCHES — STAFF - CAPTAINS AND STAFF - COMMANDERS 
ESTABLISHED. 


Wuereas, having had under our consideration the relative rank 
of the Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy and Army, we are humbly of 
opinion that it would be for the advantage of your Majesty’s Naval 
Service were certain changes to be effected therein ; and we would 
therefore with all humility submit to Your Majesty that we be 
empowered to establish and carry into effect the annexed scheme 
of relative navy and army rank, as well as the further annexed 
scheme defining the rank and precedence which we would suggest 
shall be hereafter taken by Officers in the Royal Navy; such 
schemes to he severally substituted for those now in force, as {aid 
down in Article 1, chapter 5, and Articles 2 and 3, chapter 4, in 
the regulations for the government of Your Majesty’s Naval Service. 
And further, with reference tu the scheme defining naval rank and 
precedence in the Military branch of Your Majesty’s Navy, we 
would humbly submit that Officers shall command in the order in 
which they stand in the said scheme; and, as regards Masters, 
that they shall rank with Lieutenants according to the dates of 
their respective Commissions ; but when the Commissions ‘are of 
the same date, that Lieutenants shall take precedence.

our opinion, it would greatly conduce to the advantage of Your

Definition of Sea Service. 

1. That sea service be defined and regarded in the case of execu~ 
tive officers as time served in ships actually employed on active 
service at sea, or in vessels actually employed in surveying, or in 
command of Your Majesty’s Yacht. 

2. That the employment of an officer in the following capacities 
shall reckon only as time entitling him to increased pay or retired

As Relates to Captains. 


8. That to qualify a Captain whose seniority brings him in turn 
for advancement to the Active List of Flag Officers, he must have 
been borne on the books of one or more of Your Majesty’s ships 
as Captain four complete years during war, or six complete years 
during peace, or five complete years during war and peace com- 
bined; three years of such complete period to be sea service in 
command, -as defined in paragraph 1; and the remainder, as the 
case may be, in command of a Coast Guard or Harbour ship, or 
as Superintendent of a Dockyard, or in Transport duties afloat, or 
as additional for full pay on the books of a ship in commission for 
service afloat, or for service’in Naval Barracks. | 

’ But we would humbly submit that officers who have completed 
the time required by existing regulations to qualify them for their 
active Flag should not be subjected to this rule. 

4. That to entitle a Captain to count war time, he must have 
commanded a ship actually employed on active service at sea, or a 
vessel actually employed in surveying, during war by Royal 
Proclamation, unless otherwise provided for by Special Order in 
Council. 

5. That no Captain shall be eligible to command a stationary 
ship at home, or a Coast Guard ship, or to superintend a Dock- 
yard, Victualling Yard, Naval Hospital, or Naval Barracks, who 
has not previously commanded a sea-going ship as Captain for 
three years. : . 
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As Relates to Commanders. 


6. That the one year’s service required to qualify a Commander 
for promotion tu the rank of Captain on the Active List must be 
sea service as defined in paragraph 1. 

7. That no Commander shall be eligible to command a stationary 
ship at home who has not one year’s sea service. 


As Relates to Lieutenants. 


8. That the two years’ service required to qualify a Lieutenant 
for promotion to the rank of Commander on the Active List must 
be sea service as defined in paragraph 1. 

Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to sanction these our 
suggestions, we would. humhly submit that Your Majesty. will 
authorize us to carry into operation the several arrangements and 
changes herein contemplated, from the 1st of July, 1864.

NAVAL KNIGHTS OF WINDSOR EXEMPT FROM THE PROVISIONS OF

it is provided that such Lieutenants in Your Majesty’s Fleet, as have 
attained, or may thenceforth attain, the age of Sixty, shall be placed 
on a Retired List with the rank of Commander:

3, article 6, page 24, we are 
empowered in cases of distinguished conduct to confer the rank of 
Lieutenant on Masters of Your Majesty’s Navy; and being of 
opinion that it would tend to the advantage of the Naval Service 
if the same boon were to be extended in particular and deserving 
instances to the second Masters of Your Majesty’s Fleet, : would

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humbly propose that in future we be empowered by Your Majesty 
to promote a second Master to the rank of Lieutenant in cases in 
which he has performed, while in the execution of his duty, such 
special and brilliant service as in our opinion may entitle him to 
the boon. We would further humblv suggest that before a second 
Master be considered eligible to be so promoted, he shall he 
required.to have served at sea for seven years, but that there shall 
be no necessity for his having been rated as Midshipman during 
any of that period, as required in ordinary cases of advancement 
to the rank of Lieutenant.

Wuereas the Warrant Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy are at 
present arranged in threc class, in each of the ranks of Gunner, 
Boatswain, and Carpenter, receiving pay according to the classes 
in which they may at any time be serving; and whereas we are of 
opinion that it would be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s Service 
that Warrant Officers should take rank in their respective denomi- 
nations of Gunner, Boatswain, and Carpenter, in accordance with 
the class in which they shall at any time be, and according to the 
date of their appointment to such class, and not according to the 
dates of their first warrants; and also that advancement from one 
class to another should be considered as a promotion. We do

Your Majesty, by Your Order in Council of the 28th day of 
July, 1856, was graciously pleased to authorize us to reduce the 
period which an officer is required to serve at sea to qualify him for

Your Majesty, by your Order in Council of the 20th March, 
1859, was graciously pleased to authorize us to reduce the period 
which a Naval Cadet was required to serve at sea to qualify him 
for the rating of Midshipman to one year and six months, and 
whereas, having had the subject under our further consideration 
we humbly recommend to Your Majesty that in future cases of

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gentlemen being admitted into Your Majesty’s Service as Naval 
Cadets, the time which they shall be required to serve in that 
capacity be left indefinite, and that there be no obligation for them 
to have completed the age of fourteen years as at present required, 
but that to qualify them for appointments as Midshipmen, it is 
expedient that they shall have completed twelve months’ instruc- 
tion on board a Harbour Training Ship; and not less than three 
months’ service in a sea-going Training Ship; and further, that to 
qualify Midshipmen for a Lieutenant’s Commission they must

ADVANCEMENT OF NAVAL CADETS NO THE RATING OF 
MIDSIIIPMEN. 


Whereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 22nd of 
October, 1859, it is provided that to qualify Naval Cadets for the 
rating of Midshipmen they must have completed twelve months’ 
instruction. on board a Harbour Training Ship, and not less than 
three months’ service in a sea-going Traimng Ship; and whereas, 
having had this subject under our further consideration, we would 
humbly recommend to Your Majesty that such three months 
service in a sea-going Training Ship be dispensed with, and that 
we be empowered to confer on Naval Cadets the rating of Mid- 
shipmen after such service or instruction as we may consider fit 
and proper, provided always that they shall‘thave completed the 
required twelve months’ instruction on board a Harbour Training 
Ship. We would, moreover, recommend to Your Majesty that 
the course of instruction on board the Training Ship be allowed to 
reckon as sea-time in such proportion as we may deem expedient ; 
and further, that to qualify a Midshipman to receive a Lieutenant’s 
Commission, he must have completed five years and six months 
actual service in Your Majesty’s Navy, including the time that may 
be awarded him on leaving the Training Ship, provided always 
that the Candidate shall have passed such examinations as we may 
from time to time direct, and that he shall have attained the full 
age of nineteen years. And we would therefore humbly submit 
that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased te sanction these 
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our suggestions, and authorize us to carry the same into effect 
at such time as we may hereafter decide upon.

NAVAL CADETS OF THE SECOND CLASS ESTABLISHED, 


WueEreEas we have had under our consideration the present system 
of the entry of young gentlemen as Masters’ Assistants in Your 
Majesty’s Navy, and of their subsequent training and examination 
for the higher ranks; and whereas we are of opinion that it would 
be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s Service that the following 
regulations should be established, namely :— 

1. That young gentlemen on first entering this branch of Your 
Majesty’s Service shall be denominated Naval Cadets of the Second 
Class. 

2, That no person shall be nominated to a Cadetship of the 
Second Class who shall be under thirteen or above fifteen years of 
age at the date of his first examination. 

8. That every Candidate who may obtain a nomination shall 
pass such examination as shall from time to time be established. 

4. That every Naval Cadet of the Second Class after passing 
such examination shall be received on board a Training Ship or in 
a College for the purpose of instruction. 

5. That Naval Cadets of the Second Class after undergoing the 
course of instruction in such Training Ship or College, and passing 
the necessary examination, shall be discharged to sea-going ships 
as Masters’ Assistants. | 
_ We do therefore most humbly submit that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased to establish the foregoing regulations.

EXTENSION OF THE AGE FOR THE ENTRY OF MASTERS’ 
ASSISTANTS, 


Waereas by the present Regulations for the entry of Masters’ 
Assistants in the Royal Navy it is required that Candidates for 
this rank shall be not under fourteen nor above sixteen years of age 
at the time of examination, unless taken from the merchant 
service, in which case the age is extended to eighteen years, pro- 
vided they have served two years at sea; and whereas we are of 
opinion that it would be for the advantage of Your Majesty’s 
Service, in consideration of the reduced number of qualified Second: 
Masters now serving in the Royal Navy, that the age for the entry of 
gentlemen who are candidates for the situation of Masters’ Assist- 
ants should be extended. We do therefore most humbly submit 
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that Your Majesty may be pleased to authorize us to allow candi- 
dates to be entered as Masters’ Assistants who have served at 
least two years at sea and whose age does not exceed twenty 
years,

_ SUBORDINATE OFFICERS—PUNISHMENT OF, BY COURTS OF 
INQUIRY. 


WHEREAs we are humbly of opinion that it would tend to the 
advantage of Your Majesty’s Naval Service that adequate punish- 
ment should be awarded in cases of serious or continued mis- 
conduct on the part of certain subordinate officers, viz., Midship- 
men, Naval Cadets, Masters’ Assistants, Clerks, and Clerks’ 
Assistants, without in all cases having recourse to Court-martial ; 
we would humbly propose that Your Majesty would be graciously 

leased to authorize us to extend to Commanders-in-Chief, and 

enior Officers of two or more ehips of Your Majesty’s Fleet, 
under such provisions and restrictions as we may deem it desirable 
to adopt, the power to order and appoint Courts of Inquiry for the 
investigation and punishment of such misconduct. 

Such Courts of Inquiry to consist of not fewer than two Captains 
or Commanders. 

The said Courts to be empowered by us to inflict no other 
punishment than loss of sea servitude; and in no case to award a 
loss of sea servitude exceeding two years. 

The award of such Court to be submitted for the approval of the 
Commander-in-chief, who is to have full power, if he thinks fit, to 
mitigate the award of the Court. 

The decision of the Commander-in-chief is to take effect from 
the date of the original award without further reference to us. |

POSITION, PAY, AND HALF-PAY, OF NAVAL CHAPLAINS, 


Wuereas he have had under our consideration the present con- 
dition of the Chaplains of Your Majesty’s Navy, with a view of 
ameliorating their position and placing them more on an equality 
with the Chaplains of Your Majesty’s Army, in regard to their 
relative ranks and rates of pay, and half-pay pensions te their 
widows, &c. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it would be for the advantage 
of Your Majesty’s Service that the following regulations should be 
adopted for the Chaplains of the Royal Navy. 
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1. That there shall be Four Classes of Chaplains to rank as 
follows :— 

Fourth Class, under 10 years’ service, to rank with Lieutenants. 

Third Class, under 15 years’ service, to rank with Commanders. 

Second Class, under 20 years’ service, to rank with Captaing 
under 3 years’ standing. 

First Ciass, above 20 years’ service, to rank with Captains above 
3 years’ standing, and that the Senior Chaplain of Greenwich 
Hospital shall be recognized as head of the Naval Chaplains, bear 
the title of Chaplain to the Fleet, and rank with a Rear-Admiral.

Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Regulations for the government of 
Your Naval Service it is ordered that to be eligible for a Commis- 
sion as Medical Inspector of Hospitals and Fleets, or as Deputy 
Medical Inspector of Hospitals and Fleets, a Surgeon shall have 
served four years in Your Majesty’s Navy as Surgeon on board a 
commissioned ship; and whereas we are humbly of opinion that 
valuable service on shore, at home or abroad, should also be 
allowed in special cases to count as time for rendering a Surgeon 
eligible for promotion to the before-mentioned ranks, we do there- 
fore most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to grant us the nécessary autho- 
rity for carrying the foregoing proposition into effect.

Wuereas we have had under our consideration the necessity of 
assimilating as far as possible the relative ranks and rates of pay 
and half-pay of the Medical Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy and 
Army: 

And whereas we are of opinion that it would be for the advan- 
tage of Your Majesty’s Service that the following Regulations 
should be adopted for the Medical Officers of the Royal Navy, 
Viz. 3— 

Ist. That there shall be four grades of Medical Officers, vis. :— 

1. Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets. 

2. Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets. 

3. Surgeon, who, after twenty years’ service on full-pay, ten 
of which in the rank of Surgeon, shall be styled Staff 
Surgeon. | 

4. Assistant Surgeon. 


2ndly. That no candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
for a Commission in the Medical Department of the Royal Navy 
who does not possess such a diploma as would qualify a civilian to 
practise medicine and surgery, and no such candidate shall receive a 
Commission as Assistant Surgeon until he shall have satisfactorily 
passed an examination in Naval Surgery and Hygiéne before a 
Board of Examiners appointed by the Lords Cummissioners of 
the Admiralty. 

8rdly. That no Assistant Surgeon shall be eligible for promo- 
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tion to the rank of Surgeon until he shall have passed such exami- 
nation as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may require, 
and shall have served on full pay with the Commission of Assistant 
Surgeon for five years, of which two at least shall have been passed 
on board one of Your Majesty’s sea-going ships. 


4thly. That no Surgeon shall be eligible for promotion to the 
rank of Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets until 
he shall have served ten years in Your Majesty’s Navy on full pay, 
of which three at least must have been passed in one or Your 
Majesty’s ships on some one or more foreign stations with the rank 
of Surgeon. 

5thly. That no Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and 
Fleets shall be eligible for promotion to the rank of Inspector- 
General until he shall have served five years at home or three years 
abroad in the rank of Deputy Inspector-General. 

That in cases of emergency, however, or when the good of Your 
Majesty’s Service may render such alteration desirable, it shall be 
competent for the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to 
shorten the several periods of service above mentioned in such 
manner as they shall deem fit and expedient. 

6thly. That the rates of full pay of the Medical Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Navy shall in future be in accordance with the following 
Schedule :—

8thly. That with a view to maintain the efficiency of the Service, 
all Medical Officers with the ranks of Staff Surgeons, Surgeon, and 
Assistant Surgeon, shall be placed on the Retired List when they 
shall have attained the age of sixty [years; Deputy Inspectors- 
General shall be placed on such Retired List when they shall have 
attained the age of sixty-five years; and Inspectors-General when 
they shall have attained the age of seventy years. Officers thus 
superannuated shall receive the rates of half-pay mentioned in the 
preceding schedule. 

Othly. That the relative rank of the Medical Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Navy shall be similar to that conferred upon the Medical 
Officers of the Army, and shall be as follows :— 


An Assistant Surgeon shall rank as a Lieutenant in the Army 
according to the date of his Commission, and after six years’ service 
on full-pay as a Captain in the Army according to the date of the 
completion of such service. 

A Surgeon shall rank as Major in the Army according to the 
date of his Commission, and a Staff Surgeon as Lieutenant-Colonel 
but junior of that rank. 


A Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets shall rank 
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as Lieutenant-Colonel according to the date of his Commission, and 
after five years’ service on full pay as Deputy Inspector-General 
shall rank as Colonel according to date of completion of such 
service. . 

An Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets shall rank as 
Brigadier-General according to the date of his Commission, and 
after three years’ service on full pay as Inspector-General shall 
rank as Major-General according to the date of completion of such 
service. 

Provided always that no Naval Medical Officer while borne on 
the books of one of Her Majesty’s ships or employed on establish- 
ments on shore shall be deemed superior in rank to the Officer 
appointed to command such ship or establishment, but such Com- 
manding Officer shall under all circumstances be held to be superior 
in rank and precedence to every Officer under his command. 


10thly. That such relative rank shall carry with it all prece- 
dence and advantages attaching to the rank with which it corre- 
sponds, and shall regulate the choice of quarters, rates of lodging 
money, servants, forage, fuel and light, or allowances in their stead, 
when Medical Officers of the Navy may be employed on shore on 
joint service with Your Majesty’s Land Forces, but that Medical 
Officers serving in the Fleet shall, notwithstanding the relative 
rank thus conferred upon them, in all such details, and also in all 
matters relating to the duties of the Fleet and the discipline and 
interior economy of Your Majesty’s ships, be subject as heretofore 
to the authority of any Executive Officer of the military branch 
while on duty, under the General Regulations which may from 
time to time be prescribed by the Lord High Admiral or the Com- 
missioners for executing the office of Lord High Admiral ; and that 
Medical Officers shall have prize money according to the proclama- 
tion or proclamations which may be in force for the time being for 
regulating the distribution of the proceeds of prizes in the Royal 


avy. 

lithly. That Medical Officers shall be entitled to the same 
allowances on account of wounds and injuries received in action as 
combatant Officers holding the same relative ranks. 

12thly. That the families of Medical Officers shall in like 
manner be entitled to the same allowances as granted to the families 
of combatant Officers holding the same relative ranks. | 

13thly. That Medical Officers shall be held entitled to the same 
ee as other Officers of the Royal Navy of equal relative 
rank.* 

14thly. That a Medical Officer retiring after. a full pay service 
of twenty-five years may in cases of distinguished service receive 
a step of honorary rank, but without increase of half-pay. 

* This clause does not extend to the compliments to be paid by Garrison or Regi- 


mental Guards, as laid down in pages 29 and 30 of Your Majesty's Regulations for 
the Army, nor to corresponding honours paid on board Your Majesty's ships. 
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15thly. That good service pensions shall be awarded to the most 
meritorious Medical Officers of the Royal Navy under such regu- 
lations as shall from time to time be determined upon, on the 
recommendation of the Lord High Admiral or the Commissioners 
for executing that office. | 

16thly. That four of the most meritorious Medical Officers of 
the Royal Navy shall be named Honorary Physicians, and four 
Honorary Surgeons to Your Majesty. 

We do therefore most humbly submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to grant us the 
necessary authority for carrying the foregoing Regulations into 
effect, the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury 
having signified their concurrence.

AGE FOR THE ENTRY OF ASSISTANT CLERKS, AND THE 
QUALIFICATIONS REQUIRED OF THEM, 


Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council dated 5th April, 
1852, it was enacted that Assistant Clerks on their entry in Your 
Majesty’s Navy should not be less than fifteen nor more than 
seventeen yeurs of age, and should serve at least two years in the 
capacity of Assistant Clerk before they could become eligible for 
the rating of Clerk; and whereas we are of opinion that it would 
be for the advantage of Your Majesty’s Service in cases of emer- 
gency that the age for the first entry of gentlemen as Assistant 
Clerks in the Royal Navy should be extended so as to secure the 
services of Officers who would be sooner prepared to fulfil the 
duties of Clerk. We do therefore most humbly submit that Your 
Majesty may be pleased to authorize us to establish the following 
Regulations for the entry, examination and promotion of Assistant 
Clerks in Your Majesty’s Navy :— | 

1. That the age for entry of Assistant Clerks shall in future be 
from fifteen to nineteen years of age. 

2. That the examination of Assistant Clerks between fifteen and 
seventeen years of age shall continue to be that established by 
Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 5th April, 1852, but that 
Assistant Clerks nominated between the ages of seventeen and 
nineteen years shall be required in addition to such examination 
to prove a competent knowledge of the practice of book-keeping 
by single and double entry, and such a knowledge of the rules of 
English composition as will enable them to write a letter from 
general instructions. 

3. That such candidates as may be entered between the ages of 
seventeen and nineteen years shall after one year’s service be con- 
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sidered eligible for examination for the rating of Clerk, and after 
three years’ service in the latter capacity be eligible for examina- 
tion for the rank of Paymaster.

ORDER FOLLOWING THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
APPOINTED TO INQUIRE INTO THE BEST MEANS OF MANNING 
THE NAVY—PROVISIONS—-SEAMEN GUNNERS—ALLOTMENTS— 
BADGE PAY—RANK OF WARRANT OFFICERS. 


WE beg leave most humbly to represent to Your Majesty that we 
have had under our consideration the Report of Your Majesty’s 
Commissioners appointed to inquire into the best means of manning 
the Royal Navy, and after mature deliberation we are humbly 
of opinion that it would be very desirable and beneficial to Your 
Majesty’s Service to adopt certain suggestions contained in the 
said Report. We therefore submit the following proposals for 
Your Majesty’s gracious approval :— 


Provisions. 


That the allowance of provisions as regards the undermentioned 
articles shall for the future be as follows :— 

Bread.—One pound and a quarter per man per diem, instead of 
one pound as at present. 

Sugar.—T wo ounces per man per diem, instead of one ounce and 
three-quarters as at present. 

Chocolate and Sugar.—An extra half allowance to be issued at 
the discretion of the Captain or Commanding Officer under certain 
circumstances and with certain restrictions. 


Seamen Gunners. 


_ That the extra pay of Seamen Gunners of the First Class be 
incréased from 2d. to 4d. per diem, and that of the Second Class 
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from 1d. to 2d. per diem. With the view of retaining these Men 
in the Service when qualified as Seamen Gunners, we submit that 
a period of five years’ service in the above capacity shall count as 
six years towards a long-service pension. This change to be com- 
menced under such conditions and regulations as the Board of 
Admiralty may provide. 


Allotments. 


With the view of preventing Seamen and Royal Marines from 
allotting their wages to persons who have no natural claim upen 
them, we recommend that such allotments be restricted in future 
to the wife, the father or mother, the grandfather or grandmother, 
the child or grandchild, the brother or sister of the Seamen, or to a 
trustee or trustees on behalf of a child or children or brother or 
sister under the age of eighteen years. 


Badge Money. 


That Petty Officers who become entitled to good-conduct badges, 
and who under existing regulations receive no extra pay for the 
same, shall receive good-conduct badge pay at the same rate as 
that granted to Able Seamen, viz., 1d. per diem extra for each good. 
conduct badge they are entitled to wear. 


Warrant Officers. 


That the Warrant Officers of Your Majesty’s Fleet should rank 
after Second Masters, but to be subordinate to the Officer of the 
watch of whatever rank. 
We beg leave to acquaint Your Majesty that the Lords Com- 
missioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified their con- 
currence in such of the above propositions as involve increased 
expenditure.

ALLOTMENTS—CANCELLING THE PROVISIONS OF THE ORDER, 
DATED 12TH APRIL, 1859, REGULATING SEAMEN’S ALLOT-

Wuereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Order in 
Council of the 12th April last, to approve of the measures regu- 
lating Seamen’s Allotments which were contained in our Memorial 
of the 31st March, in the words following, viz. :— 
“With a view of preventing Seamen and Marines from allotting

ESTABLISHING NEW REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF

Wuereas the alterations that have been made from time to time in 
the Regulations for conducting Your Majesty’s Naval Service since 
they were established by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 23rd 
August, 1843, have rendered it necessary to make a general 
revision of the regulations then established, we beg leave most 
humbly to present herewith for Your Majesty’s consideration and 
sanction a copy of the regulations proposed, and which contain 
all existing orders and regulations for the governance of Your 
Majesty’s Naval Service, and should Your Majesty be graciously 
pleased to approve the same, we beg leave most humbly to submit 
that we may be authorized to abrogate and annul so much of the 
existing Orders in Council, regarding the regulation of Your 
Majesty’s Naval Service at sea, as may be inconsistent with those 
now proposed, and we further submit that Your Majesty will be 
pleased to authorize and direct us, or the aaa for 
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executing the Office of Lord High Admiral for the time being, to 
frame and establish from time to time such further detailed orders 
and instructions, supplementary to and in accordance with these 
Your Majesty’s general regulations as from time to time we may 
find to be necessary. 


2. Navy Pay and Wages.

FULL PAY OF OFFICERS TO BE PAID BY PAYMASTER OF EACH 
SHIP IN COMMISSION. 


Wuereas by an Act passed in the seventeenth year of Your 
Majesty’s reign, entitled “An Act for facilitating the payment of 
Her Majesty’s Navy, and the payment and distribution of prize, 
bounty, salvage, and other moneys to and amongst the officers and 
crews of Her Majesty’s ships and vessels of war, and for the better 
regulation of the accouuts relating thereto,” it is directed among 
other things that the Lords of the Admiralty may from time to 
time make such rules, orders, and regulations as may to them seem 
expedient for facilitating the paying of the Navy, but that the 
same shall not have any force or effect until they have been 
prorun approved by Your Majesty in Council; and whereas we 

ave had under our serious consideration the present system of 
paying full-pay to the officers of Your Majesty’s Fleet by bills of 
exchange drawn by themselves on the Accountant-General of the 
Navy, and being humbly of opinion that great advantage would 
accrue to Your Majesty’s Service if the present mode of paying 
officers were discontinued, and that in leu thereof periodical pay- 
ments were made by the Paymasters of each of Your Majesty’s 
ships in commission, whereby, in addition to others, the following 
advantages would be gained, viz., a safeguard against forgery, 
regularity in obtaining a knowledge of the time to which an officer 
has been paid, and the protection of the officer from pecuniary loss 
on foreign stations, we beg most humbly to submit that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the payment of full-pay to the officers of Your Majesty's 
Navy being made by the Paymaster of each of Your Majesty’s 
ships, and to authorize us to issue the necessary instructions for 
carrying the same into effect. We do humbly further submit that 
this change, if approved by Your Majesty, may come into opera- 
tion on board Your Majesty’s ships at home at the end of the 
quarter (30th June, 1957), commencing the 1st April next, and in 
Your Majesty’s ships on foreign stations at the end of the quarter 
in which the instructions issued by us may be received.

NEW SYSTEM OF KEEPING SHIPS’ BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Wuereas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
seventeenth year of Your Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act for 
facilitating the payment of Her Majesty’s Navy, and the payment 
and distribution of prize, bounty, salvage, and other moneys to 
and amongst the officers and crews of Her Majesty’s ships and 
vessels of war, and for the better regulation of the accounts relating 
thereto,” it is directed among other things that the Lords of the 
Admiralty may from time to time make such rules, orders, and 
regulations as may to them appear expedient for facilitating the 
paying of the Navy, and for keeping the accounts and expenses in 
relation thereto; but that the same shall not have any force or 
effect until they have been previously approved by Your Majesty 
in Council. 

And whereas representations had been made to us respecting 
the labour required in keeping certain books and accounts appear- 
ing to be unnecessarily voluminous and complicated on board 
Your Majesty’s ships, we beg most humbly to represent to Your 
Majesty that, having investigated the subject, with a view to a 
revision and simplification of the existing mode of recording services, 
and accounting for pay, clothing, and victualling in Your Majesty’s 
Navy, we have prepared the accompanying printed circular* and 
regulations for the purpose of establishing a New System of Ship’s 
Books and Accounts, which we propose shall be brought into 
operation in Your Majesty’s Fleet on and after the Ist day of 
April, 1858, should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to approve . 
of the same. 

We therefore beg most humbly to submit the regulations in 
question to Your Majesty’s gracious consideration and sanction, 
praying that in the event of Your Majesty being pleased to approve 
thereof, You will authorize us by Your Order in Council to carry 
them into effect. :

BEGULATIONS FOR PAYING THE OFFICERS AND CREWS OF 
SHIPS. 


Wuereas by an Act passed in the 17th year of Your Majesty’s 
Reign, intituled “An Act for facilitating the payment of Her 
Majesty’s Navy, and the payment and distribution of prize, 
bounty, salvage, and other monies, to and amongst the Officers 
and Crews of Her Majesty’s ships and vessels of war, and for the 
better regulation. of the accounts relating thereto,” it is directed

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among other things that “the Lords of the Admiralty may from 
time to time make such rates, orders, and regulations as may to 
them seem expedient for facilitating the paying of the Navy, 
but that the same shall not have any force or effect until they have 
been previously approved by Your Majesty in Council.” 

And whereas we have had under our consideration the existing 
regulations for paying the Officers and Crews of Your Majesty’s 
ships, and it appearing to us expedient to allow such Officers as 
may desire it, the privilege of receiving a portion of their pay every 
month, and to increase the sums of money which may be paid 
monthly to Seamen, Marines, and Boys, on account of their wages 
while serving in Your Majesty’s Fleet: 

We beg leave humbly to submit to Your Majesty the inclosed | 
regulations for carrying these objects into effect, the same to come 
into operation from and after the lst day of October next, in Your 
Majesty’s ships at home, and in Your Majesty’s ships abroad as 
soon thereafter as the instructions which may be issued by us on 
the subject are received on board, praying that in the event of 
Your Majesty being graciously pleased to approve thereof, You 
will authorize us by Your Order in Council to carry them into 
effect accordingly. 


Reyulations for Granting Monthly Payments to Officers of Her 
Majesty’s Ships, and increased Monthly Advances to Scamen, &c. 


Advances to Officers. 


1. All Officers in the Navy who are at present entitled to be paid 
their full pay quarterly under existing regulations (Circular 292), 
may in future be paid a proportion thereof every month according 
to the scale in Table 1 annexed, framed with reference to the 
various rates of Officer's full pay, out of which it is to be clearly 
understood that all mess debts are to be defrayed on board. 

2. These monthly advances on account of pay are to be paid to 
such Officers as may desire it as soon after the expiration of each 
month as may be convenient, and the Captains of Her Majesty’s 
Ships may direct. They are to be paid by the Paymaster of the 
Ship upon a simple list showing the Officers names and rank, and 
the amounts paid to each Officer respectively with their signatures 
against the sums received by them. The lists to he signed by the 
Paymaster and approved by the Captain. Three scparate lists 
will be required, as at present, for Commissioned Officers, Subor- 
dinate and Warrant Officers, and Marine Officers.

~u— & 29. %:¢) Officer has been three months on half-pay or not; when Officers 
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are so appointed to ships abroad, a similar advance will be paid 
to them upon application to the Accountant-General of the Navy, 
as at present. 

4. The lists upon which advances are thus paid to Officers are 
to be described as “ Officers Monthly Advance Lists,” and they 
are to be made out in duplicate in ships abroad ; the original to 
be sent into Office as the voucher for the payment along with the 
Paymaster’s Cash Account; the duplicate to be retained on board 
in case of the original being miscarried or lost. In ships at home 
one list only will be necessary as a voucher for the payment. 

5. The amounts so paid to Officers are to be charged against 
them in the Charge Books of Ships on the new system and in the 
Muster Books of other vessels. 

6. Such advances are not to be paid, except on first joining, if 
ee Officers in any exceptional case would thereby be brought im 

ebt. 

7. No remittances are to be made out of these monthly advances 
to Officers, but Warrant Officers on receiving a three monthly 
advance on first appointment under regulation 3, may remit the 
whole or a portion thereof as at present. 

8. In the third month of each quarter the Officers’ full pay 
accounts are to be prepared in accordance with the existing regu- 
lations (Circulars No. 292 and 318) on which accounts the monthly 
advances made to Officers in accordance with the foregoing regula- 
tions are to be shewn in the column for deductions, after Income- 
tax, and abated along with other charges for the quarter. 

_9. The three months advance made to Officers on first appoint- 
ment from half-pay is to be adjusted on the full pay account of 
the succeeding quarter. 

10. The Officers may remit the whole or a part of the balance 
due to them on the quarterly full pay accounts as at present; 
observing however that the remittances made by an Officer should 
be limited, as a rule, to one remittance each quarter, and to sums 
not smaller than 5/. The other existing regulations (Circular 
No. 318) are to be carefully observed in making out the Quarterly 
Remittance list of Officers. 

11. The existing regulations (Circular No. 292) as to the mode 
of paying allowances in addition to Officers’ pay are to be adhered 
to, and no part of such additiuns to pay is to be paid as monthly 
advance. 

12. The present regulations are not to interfere with existing 
rules as to advances to Flag Officers at home and abroad, on their 
first appointment, but they may afterwards be paid monthly 
according to the Scale in Table 1, if they so desire. 


Monthly Advances of Wages, Allotments and Remittances of Seamen, 
Marines, and Boys. 


13. In lieu of the present scale of “ monthly allowance” (Cir- 
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cular No. 163) the amounts shown in Table 2 annexed, are to be 
paid to such Men and Boys as may desire it, as a monthly advance 
on account of their wages. 

14. To Men who have allotments in force, only the amounts 
assigned to the several rates of pay in Scale B, Table 2, are to be 
paid, but Men who do not allot may be paid at their option either 
the minimum rates in Scale B, or the maximum rates in Scale C 
of the Table, when the state of their accounts will admit of it. 

15. The rate at which Men are entitled to be paid is to be 

overned by the daily pay of their respective ratings, exclusive of 
Badge Pay and other additions to pay. 

16. Care is to be taken that all Men who are paid the higher 
rates in Scale C of the Table, have no allotments in force, and 
separate monthly advance Pay Lists are to be made out for Men 
who allot (whether paid at the higher rates or not) and for those 
who do not allot. 

17. On the Home Station, these monthly advances on account 
are to be made to Men, whether they allot or not, as soon after the 
expiry of each month as the Captain may direct, but payment is 
only to be made to those persons who have sufficient wages due at 
the time to bear the advance. 

- 18. At places abroad the Men who do not allot may be paid in 
like manner, at the rates in Scale B or C, under the Captain’s 
authority. 

19, Before making these payments at places abroad to Men who 
have allotments in force, care is to be taken that sufficient wages 
will thereafter remain due to each Man to cover his allotment, for 

‘two months on Stations within the distance of the North and South 
Atlantic, and three months on more distant Stations, in case any 
man so paid might afterwards suddenly die, desert, or be dis- 
charged. This regulation is framed with the view of guarding the 
public from joss that must arise if such payments on account of 
wages were made more closely up abroad to Men having allotments 
in force. 

20. Every precaution is to be observed for avoiding the bringing 
of Men into debt by the payment of monthly advance, and the 
same power, as hitherto, is reserved to the Captains of Her 
Majesty’s Ships, of stopping these monthly advances as punish- 
ment, or when they for other reasons may consider it undesirable 
to make the payments. 

21. The Captains of Her Majesty’s Ships will exercise their 
discretion as to the days upon which these monthly payments on 
account of wages are to be made to the crews of vessels, having 
due regard to the circumstances in which the ships under their 
command may be placed. When Men decline to receive such 
monthly advanee, when it is in course of payment, they cannot 
afterwards receive it for the month so declined, but the Captain 
may defer making the payments for one or two months if he judges 
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it absolutely necessary, and may afterwards authorize the deferred 
payments to be made together, nut not exceeding two months, In 
such cases a brief explanation of the circumstances should be given 
either, if necessary, by special letter for their Lordship’s infor- 
mation or upon the monthly Pay List on which deferred pay- 
ments are made. 

22. These payments of monthly advance may commence in 
accordance with existing regulations (Circular No. 361) at the end 
of the first month after a Man enters the service; but Men being 
thus promptly paid upon first joining, are not afterwards to be 
paid two months “ Advance” as heretofore, before the ship pro- 
ceeds to sea. Men who have not been paid monthly advance before 
proceeding to sea may be allowed to receive one month’s advance, 
although not actually due, and such Men may afterwards receive 
monthly payments on account of their wages as soon as the state 
of their accounts will admit of their being so paid in accordance 
with the foregoing regulations. 

23. The existing form of monthly allowance Pay List is to be 
used for making the monthly payments on account of wages at the 
new rates, and care is to be taken, that with all cash accounts for 
the months of March, June, September, and December, the Quar- 
terly lists are sent in as vouchers. The certificates of the amounts 
paid in the first and second months of each quarter are only admis- 
sible as temporary vouchers, and the credits in the Paymaster’s 
Cash Accounts can in no case be allowed in the absence of the 
Quarterly Pay Lists (vide Ciicalar 163, s. 6). 

24. When Men decline, or are not entitled to be paid monthly 
advance from their being in debt, or its being stopped for punish- 
ment, &c., the words “declined,” “in debt,” or “stopped,” as 
the case may be, are to be inserted against the Men’s names in the 
pay lists. 

25. Great care is to be taken that in the monthly advance Pay 
Lists for Men who allot, the name of every Man who has an allot- 
ment in force is to be inserted whether the Men are paid monthly 
advances thereon or not, and the rate of each Man’s allotment is 
to be inserted against his name. ; 

26. Such Men and Boys as do not wish to be paid monthly 
advance at any time may leave it undrawn, as at present, and the 
existing regulations which allow Men who have wages remaining 
due to them to remit from time to time an even portion thereof to 
friends, relatives, and others, or for deposit in the Savings Banks 
in London and at the Outports, are to continue in force, and these 
privileges of remitting are now to be extended to ships on the 
Home Station, as well as to those abrond. The prescribed form 
of Remittance Lists are to be used for remittances to friends, 
relatives, and others, and for remittances for deposit in Savings 
Banks. Seamen may also, after receiving their monthly advance, 
deposit it in the second money chest kept on board each ship for 
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safe custody under the supervision of the Captain, in accordance 
with existing regulations (Circular 281). 

27. Seamen and Marines may allot, as at present, a portion of 
their wages in favour of their wives, relatives, friends, or others in 
accordance with regulations (Circular No. 163), and at the rates 
shown in Scale A of Table 2 annexed, with the further privilege 
of allotting either at the particular rate assigned for each rate of 
daily pay in the Table, or at any of the lower rates, including that 
of 10s., now hereby established as a minimum rate of allotment. 

28. The highly objectionable practice of allowing men to incur 
debts and afterwards to stop their allotments in consequence is to 
be avoided. 

29. Care is also to be taken that the earliest possible notice is 
given to the Department of the Accountant-General of the Navy 
of the death, desertion, or discharges of Men who have allotments 
in force, in order that payment thereof may be stopped. In cases 
of emergency, when Men leaving the service are likely to be 
brought in debt, separate “stop letters” are to be written and 
despatched by the first opportunity, but in all ordinary cases of 
allotments requiring to be stopped or reduced, stop letters are to 
be dispensed with in ships on the new or Record Book system, as 
such allotments will be stopped or reduced by means of the 
monthly returns for the Record Book. In ships on the old 
Muster Book system “stop letters” must be continued as at 
present. 

30. The rate of a Man’s allotment is in future not to be reduced 
upon his being disrated, unless the rate is in excess of that for his 
new rating, or his pay will not bear its continuance at the old rate, 
or unless he specially desires it to be reduced. The rate of allot- 
ment is in future to be inserted in ships’ books and pay docu- 
ments, and the payment of monthly advance is always to be 
regulated with due regard to the rate of allotment. 

31. The date of the commencement of an allotment is always to 
be determined on board ship and to be clearly noted in the Allot- 
ment Declaration Lists, ships’ books, and pay documents. In 
cases where allotments are increased in amount, or when the reduc- 
tion of an allotment does take place, the allotment charge at the 
original rate is to be calculated up to such a date as will allow 
sufficient time to communicate the change to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy, and for making the necessary alterations in 
England. 

32. Fresh Declaration Lists are required to be made out in all 
cases when allotments are to be increased in amount, and such 
Declaration Lists for the increase of allotments should be distinct 
from those for new allotments. 

33. The Captains and Officers of Her Majesty’s Ships will use 
their influence with the men under their command to induce them 
to make full use of the various privileges they have of allotting and 
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remitting portions of their wages in support of their wives and 
families, or for deposits in Savings Banks. Men should not be 
allowed to stop their allotments for their families when once 
granted without the Captain being satisfied that there are sufh- 
ciently strong grounds for so doing. 


Annual Balance and Adjustment of Wages. 


34. In consideration of the foregoing regulations, whereby a 
much greater proportion of a Man’s wages may be paid to him 
month by month whether at home or abroad, than at present, 
besides what he may allot or remit to his family or friends, the 
asa of “paying down,” as it is usually termed, Her Majesty’s 

hips at home every six months is to be discontinued. 

35. In all Her Majesty’s Ships, both at home and abroad, an 
annual pay list or balance sheet is to be prepared up to 31st 
March, which is the close of the financial year, showing the balance 
due to each Man at that date. On this balance sheet, which is to 
be made out from the Record Book on the form of “ Pay Book 
and Charge List” in ships on the new or Record Book system, 
the name of each Man borne for wages during the preceding 
twelve months, is to be inserted with the wages, additions to pay, 
and all credits due to each Man, and also all abatements from pay 
including that for allotment. 

36. This balance sheet or annual pay list is to be completed 
as soon after the 31st of March, as possible, and transmitted to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy. As the list may be in a great 
measure prepared in anticipation, only one month is allowed for its 
final completion and dispatch into Office. 

37. The balances of wages due upon the annual pay list or 
balance sheet are not to be paid unless their Lordships specially 
direct, but Men both at home and abroad may remit an even portion 
of the sums appearing due to them thereon in accordance with 
regulation 26 hereof, leaving however about one month’s wages in 
hand at the time the remittance is made, and in ships abroad 
sufficient to cover any sulpsequent allotment charges, in accordance 
with regulation 19. 

38. The several forms of remittance lists mentioned in regu- 
lation 26 are to be used for these remittances, and the amounts 
remitted are to be inserted on the balance sheet. 

39. As suvon as the annual balance sheet is prepared charge 
notes are to be made out therefrom, showing the credits and 
charges of each Man, and the balance then at his credit, and they 
are to delivered to the crew as the Captain may direct, that every 
Man borne for wages may thus be made aware of the exact state 
of his account at the close of each financial year, and have this 
special opportunity of depositing in Savings Banks, or otherwise 
disposing of his undrawn wages as he may deem expedient under 
the advice of his Officers, in accordance with regulation 33. 
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40. In ships on the new or Record Book system of ships’ 
books and accounts, the wages and all credits and addtions to pay 
up to 31st March, are to be cast out in the Record Book, to which | 
also is to be transferred the total charges for monthly advances for 
supplies and making of clothing, and for dead and run effects pur- 
chased by each man for the same period, inserting also the amount 
of allotment charge up to that date, and each Man’s account, when 
thus complete, is to be balanced on the Record Book, and the 
results carried into the annual balance sheet, and the charge notes 
made out therefrom, as directed by Article 39. 

41. The balances creditor, after inserting and deducting the 
amounts then remitted, are to be inserted in the column for nota- 
tions as “carried down” and entered as “ Credits on lst April” in 
the Record Book. _ 

42. After all the entries and totals to 31st March have heen 
inserted in the Record Book, a line is to be drawn across the 
columns to separate the transactions to 31st March, from those 
for the succeeding financial year. The date (31st March) to which 
pay has then been cast and adjusted is to be inserted in the 
column for “ Date of Discharge,” and under the line closing these 
transactions, the date 1st April is to be inserted in the column for 
* Date of Entry.” 

43. In order to facilitate the ascertaining of the state of Men’s 
accounts before making the monthly payments or remitting out of 
wages, and also to forward the preparation of the annual balance 
sheets, the Charge Books in Her Majesty’s Ships on the Record 
Book system, are to be totalled in ink at the end of each quarter, 
and the gross total of charges, exclusive of those for allotment 
carried into the column for “notations.” These gross totals of 
charges will also serve for insertion in the Quarterly Victualling 
Lists for persons borne for wages against whose names the details 
of the charges are not required. 

44, The totals of charges at the end of each quarter are to be 
cumulative charges, including those for preceding quarters up to 
3lst March, 1861, and thereafter between 1st April and 31st March, 
the period of each financial year. 

45. The total charges to 31st March in each vear are to be 
carried into the Record Book, in accordance with Article 40, and 
thence transferred to the annual balance sheet, as before directed, 
and consequently they will not require to be inserted in the Vic- 
tualling List for the Quarter ending 31st March, except for Officers 
and for Supernumeraries borne for victuals only. 

46. When the totals of the charges appearing in the Charge 
Book to 31st March have been inserted, a distinct line is to be 
drawn across the columns of the Charge Book to separate the 
charges for the succeeding financial year from those previously 
incurred. 

47. The charges for supernumeraries for victuals only are in 
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like manner to be lined off from those subsequently incurred and 
not included with the subsequent charges inserted in the Quarterly 
Victualling Lists. A revised form of Quarterly Victualling List 
will immediately be issued with separate columns in which to 
show the details of charges against supernumeraries, as required 
by the regulations (Circular No. 401) which form should be de- 
manded in the usual manner by all ships at home bearing super- 
numeraries for victuals only. The orginal form of Victualling 
List may be contrived for Men borne for wages, till the stock is 
exhausted. 

48, The charges for supernumeraries for victuals only, and for 
clothing, &c., to Officers, inserted in the Victualling List for the 
Quarter ending 3lst March, are to be totalled; as these totals 
taken in connection with the totals of the columns for monthly 
advance, clothing, &c. in the annual pay list or balance sheet, 
fur persons borne for wages will suffice to finally clear the Pay- 
master’s accounts, as regards these items to the end of the 
financial year, without waiting as at present till he is superseded or 
the ship is paid off. 

49. When a Paymaster dies or is superseded, a list of charges 
for monthly advances, clothing supplied and made up, or dead 
and run effects purchased, will only in future be required for the 
seg subsequent to the date of the last annual Pay List or Balance 

heet, the previous charges having been already returned to the 
Admiralty as provided in the last and previous Articles. 

50. The List of Charges required by the preceding Article to 
the date of a Paymaster’s supercession or death, will also enable 
his final cash and clothing accounts to be finally audited with 
dispatch. 

51. On tickets and other pay documents only the credits and 
charges for any Man subsequent to 31st March, will in future 
require to be inserted, after the annual Pay List er Balance Sheet 
has been sent in from a ship as the previous cnarges will be found 
thereon. 

52. As regards ships remaining on the old Muster Book system, 
the foregoing regulations are to be observed as far as applicable, 
but as the form of Muster Book does not serve to show a debtor 
and creditor account for each Manas the Record Book does, upon 
receipt of these instructions, a copy of the complete book is to be 
made out to the end of the current Quarter upon .Pay Book paper, 
(instead of upon the form for Muster Books) which after being 
carefully compared with the old Complete Book, is to be substi- 
tuted for it and retained on board, and the former Complete Book 
is to have the columns for checks and abstract of victualling filled 
in and to be sent into Office as the Muster Book for that quarter. 

53. On the 3lst March, the new Complete Book made out as 
before directed on Pay Book paper, is to have the Men’s wages 
cast thereon, and the balance worked out as distinctly as the form 
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will admit of, and the results are to be carried to the annual pay 
list or balance sheet, made out upon “ Pay List” paper in the 
same manner as directed for Ships on the new system, and to he 
dealt with as before directed. 

54, When the Complete Book has thus been balanced after the 
allotment charges to 3lst March have been inserted, and the 
amounts remitted from the balance sheet have also been noted in 
the column headed “ Remitted,” the net balance due to each Man 
is to be inserted as “ carried down” to lst April, and a line is to 
be drawn across the columns to separate subsequent transac- 
tions from those prior to that date; carrying out as far as possible 
all the directions herein for balancing the Record Books and 
opening fresh accounts as from Ist April in each year. 

55. In opening the new Complete Book upon the Pay Book 
form, every alternate line only may be used if this additional 
space is judged necessary, considering the time the ship will pro- 
bably remain in commission. 

56. In the Muster Books sent into Office subsequent to the 
3lst March, only the credits and charges from lst April are in 
future to be inserted, omitting the prior transactions, the details 
of which have already been sent into Office on the annual balance 
sheet. On tickets and all pay documents in like manner, credits 
and charges prior to the period of the annual balance sheet are to 
be omitted. 

57. When a ship on the old system, in which a new Complete 
Book had been opened upon Pay Book paper, as directed by 
Article 52, is directed to be paid off, it will not be necessary to 
prepare anuther Pay Book, as the new Complete Book will serve 
for the purpose, but a Pay-off Muster Book must be prepared as 
at present, and must be completed before the Complete Book is 
sent into Office for final adjustment, and retained on board for 
reference, while the Complete Book is at the Admiralty. A final 
Pay List will also be required. 

58. All existing instructions are to be considered as in force so 
far as they are not modified or rendered unnecessary by the pre- 
ceding regulations.

REGULATIONS FOR PAYING THE OFFICERS AND CREWS OF SHIPS. 


Wuereas Your Majesty by an Order in Council, dated the 30th 
day of June, 1860, was graciously pleased to approve of certain 
regulations for paying the Officers and Crews of your Majesty’s 
Ships, and it appearing to us to be expedient to modify those 
reculations, and to increase still further the sums of money which 
may be advanced to Seamen and Marines who do not allot any 
portion of their Wages while serving in Your Majesty’s Fleet, 
under the powers vested in us by the Navy Pav and Prize Act, 
17 Vict., chap. 19, we beg leave humbly to submit to Your 
Majesty the following regulations for this purpose, the same to 
come into operation as soon as the instructions which may be 
issued by us on this subject are received on board Your Majesty’s 
Ships, praying that in the event of Your Majesty being pleased to 
approve thereof, you will authorize us by Your Order in Council 
to carry them into effect accordingly: 

1. Articles 13 and 14 of Admiralty Circular No. 438 are thus 
to be modified. In lieu of the rates of Monthly Advance in Scale 
C, Table 2, of Circular 438, for Men who do not allot, such Men 
may in future be paid advances equal in amount to the rate in 
Scale B of that Table, and in addition thereto, the rates at which 
they might have allotted according to Scale A, thus making the 
payments on account of their wages to Men who do not allot the 
same as to those who do allot; when Men allot at lower rates than 
those assigned for each rate of daily pay in Table 2, the rate of 
their Monthly Advances may be correspondingly increased, and 
paid to them if they so desire. 

2. On the Home Station these advances on account of wages 
are to be inade monthly, as soon after the expiry of each month as 
the Captain may direct, but only to such persons as have sufficient 
wages due at the time to leave a reserve of one month’s gross 
wages in hand after payment. 

3. At places abroad the advances are to be paid monthly, or 
at other times when most convenient, at the discretion of the 
Captain; but a reserve of two months’ gross wages is to be 
retained in hand for each person when such payments of advance 
are made. 

4. The above Clauses 2 and 3 are in lieu of Articles 17, 18, 
and 19 of Circular No. 438. 

5. Article 21 of Circular No. 438 is to be modified as follows: 
when the payments of advance have been withheld from Men, or 
declined to be received by them, the deferred payments may after- 
wards he paid when desired, under the Captain’s authority; but in 
making all such back payments a separate list is to be made gut, 
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distinct from the ordinary Advance Lists, on which the regular 
payments of Monthly Advance are made. 

6. The payments of advances on account of wages are to be 
optional as in Article 26 of Circular 438 ; and such Men and Boys 
as leave their wages undrawn are to be allowed the privilege of 
remitting an even portion thereof, as in that Article, once in six 
months; but although more frequent remittances are not to be 
allowed as a rule, Men and Boys, when serving abroad, may be 
allowed specially to remit at other times, if necessary, at the Com- 
manding Officer’s discretion. 

7. Care is to be taken in making payments of advance, and 
allowing remittances out of wages, that a reserve of one month’s 
wages at home, and of two months’ wages abroad, is always 
retained in hand, when such payments or remittances have been 
made. 

8. The payments of advance are to be charged in the ship’s 
books in the column for monthly advance (formerly monthly 
allowances), and the amounts remitted are to be charged in the 
proper column for “ Remittances,” and the Commanding Officers 
and Paymasters of Your Majesty’s Ships are to be held responsible 
for these charges being correctly made on ship’s books, on transfer 
lists, and on ali pay documents. 

9. The annual balance sheet established by Article 35 of 
Circular No. 438 is in future to be made up to 31st December in 
each year instead of to 3lst March. The next balance sheet will 
be made up for the nine months, from Ist April to 31st December, 
1861, and afterwards between the Ist January and 31st December 
of each year. 

10. The balances appearing due on the annual balance sheets 
may be paid to the men, or an even portion thereof may be 
remitted, reserving always, however, one month’s wages at home, 
and two months’ wages abroad, when the payments or remittances 
are made. 

11th. The other regulations established by Admiralty Circular 
No. 438 are to be strictly adhered to, so far as not modified or 
altered by these regulations, and great care is to be taken, both as 
to charging all payments and remittances made on account of wages 
on the ship’s Beaks: transfer lists, and pay documents, and as to 
inserting thereon the rates of all allotments in force, in order to 
guard against errors and over-payments.

FULL PAY OF CAPTAINS—COMMAND MONEY—PAY OF CAPTAINS 
OF “ EXCELLENT,” “ BRITANNIA,” AND OF STEAM ORDINARIES. 


Havine had under our consideration the question of the full pay 
awarded to the Captains of Your Majesty’s Navy, we beg leave 
humbly to represent to Your Majesty that the alteration which 
took place in 1856 in the full pay of these Officers made the 
amount to depend upon their seniority on the Navy List, instead 
of, as was previously the case, on the rate of the ships which they 
were appointed to command. 

This change has had the effect of reducing the total amount of 
their fuil pay ; the charge in the estimates for this year being less 
by nearly 3,0002. than it would have been had the alteration of 
1856 not heen made. 

The above reduction bears with particular severity on many of 
the Officers who have recently been appointed to the command of 
ships of the line, and has produced inconvenience to the public 
service by rendering Officers, whom we may deem most fit for 
those commands, unable to accept employment without incurring 
pecuniary loss. 

The system adopted in 1856 was introduced in order to remedy 
an inconvenience which then existed from the low rate of pay given 
to Captains of high standing on the Navy List, when appointed to 
the command of small frigates. . 

We humbly propose to retain the advantages conferred by the 
change of 1856, and at the same time to provide for the additional 
expense entailed on Officers in command of large ships. 

For this purpose we humbly submit that the relative rates of 
pay shall depend, as at present, on the seniority of Captains but - 
that the amount shall be somewhat reduced, and that an additional 
allowance, under the name of Command Money, shall be given, 
the amount of which to depend upon the complement of the ship 
which an Officer may command. 

In consideration of the heavy and responsible duties which in 
addition to those ordinarily belonging to a Captain, are entailed on 
the Officers in Command of the “ Excellent,” gunnery ship, the 
‘“ Britannia,” Naval Cadet training ship, and the several divisions 
of the steam ordinary : 

We propose to attach a special allowance to each of these 
appointments in addition to the pay and command money to which 
the Captains holding them may be entitled. 

We are further of opinion that the pay of Commanders employed 
in separate command¢ls is inadequate to meet their expenses, which 
are greater than those of Otficers of the same rank employed in 
ships of the line, and we propose to add to their pay a small addi- 
tional allowance as command money. 

Lieutenants in Command have also a greater responsibility, and 
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are put to greater expenses than others. We therefore likewise 
propose to add a proportionate allowance to the pay of these 
Officers.

We propose to reserve to ourselves the power to allow the 
higher rates of command money to Captains commanding ships 
whose complements would not otherwise entitle them to such, 
should there be special circumstances which in our opinion may 
render it advisable to do so.

Masters. 


We have further had under our consideration the additional 
duties and responsibilities that are imposed upon Masters of the 
Flag Ships, more particularly those in the Flag Ships of the Mediter- 
ranean and Channel Fleets, and we are humbly of opinion that an 
extra allowance of from 2s. 6d. to 5s. per diem should be allowed 
to these Officers at the discretion of the Board of Admiralty, 
according to the peculiar circumstances of each case. This allow- 
ance is not intended to be given to the Masters of Flag Ships at 
home ports. 

The Treasury, by their letters of the 28th and 31st December 
last, have expressed their concurrence in the foregoing proposi- 
tions ; and we request that your Majesty will be graciously pleased, 
by your Order in Council, to authorize us to give the necessary 
directions for carrying the same into effect accordingly.

Wueregas we have considerable difficulty in obtaining trust- 
worthy and careful persons to fill the situation of Ship’s Steward 
in Your Majesty’s Ships, owing to the present low rate of pay 
allowed to that class of persons, which, in our opinion, is inade- 
quate to ensure an honest discharge of their duties, considering 
that they have great opportunities for peculation ; and whereas we

Warrant Officers, a gratuity of 15/. in aid of their outfit, we submit 
that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased by Your Order in 
Council to authorize the payment of the above said gratuity from 
and after the date of Your Majesty’s Order in Council approving of 
the same. :

‘6 GUNNERY INSTRUCTORS ” AND ** TRAINED MEN” ESTABLISHED— 
GUNNERY LIEUTENANTS TO BE ALLOWED ls. A-DAY EXTRA. 


WHeEREAS we have had under our serious consideration the 
deficiency which at present exists in the number of Seamen 
Gunners of Your Majesty’s Navy. We beg leave to represent to 
Your Majesty that we are humbly of opinion that it is a matter of 
great moment that this important class of men, upon whom the 
efhciency of Your Majesty’s Ships when in action so much depends, 
should be maintained at its maximum strength. At the present 
time, however, notwithstanding the recent increase of pay granted 
to Seamen Gunners, it has been found impossible to attain this 
object. The number of men of this class necessarily attached to 
Your Majesty’s gunnery ships is several hundreds below the 
establishment, leaving none disposaile for service in the fleet ; 
and we are humbly of opinion that it is requisite to give extension.

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and increased efficiency to the system by the introduction of two 

new classes of men skilled in Gunnery; the superior Class to be 

oo “Gunnery Instructors,” and the inferior class “ ‘Trained 
en.’ 

We are also humbly of opinion that the Gunnery Instructors 
should be allowed 6d. per diem in addition to their pay, so 
long as they remain Instructors, and should take rank and pay as 
[st class Petty Officers. 

That the ‘Trained Men should receive extra pay at the rate of 
1d. a-day, and be required to pass a strict examination in gunnery, 
musket, and cutlass exercises, but their position in other respects 
as Seamen of Your Majesty’s Fleet to remain unaltered. 

We trust that the above-mentioned measures will be sufficient 
to attain the object in view without any increase being made to 
the pay of Seamen Gunners. 

Weare further humbly of opinion that some additional encourage- 
ment is necessary to induce Ottcers to qualify themselves as 
Gunnery Lieutenants ; we therefore humbly propose that Officers 
while serving as such should be allowed an additional pay of 1s. 
a-day, provided that they shall have held the rank of Lieutenant 
for three years.

REGULATIONS FOR GRANTING GOOD CONDUCT PAY TO PETTY

vious Royal Warrant, dated the Ist July, 1818, which prescribed

five years, and that the successive additions should be as heretofore, 
after every further period of service of five years, subject, how- 
ever, to the conditions prescribed, by Your Majesty’s Royal 
Warrant, Ist July, 1843. We humbly beg to represent that we 
are of opinion that it would be for the good of Your Majesty’s 
Service if the benefits conferred by Your Majesty’s Royal 
Warrant of the Ist day of March, 1860, were extended to the 
Royal Navy, subject, however, to the other conditions prescribed 
by the good conduct regulations as established by Your Majeasty’s 
Order in Council of the 15th January, 1819. We do therefore 
most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased 
to approve of the same, and to grant us the necessary authority by 
Your Order in Council for carrying these regulations into efiect.

MEDALS WITHOUT GRATUITIES MAY BE AWARDED TO PETTY

Wurreas we have had under our consideration the regulations 
under which medals and gratuities for long service and good con- 
duct are granted to the Petty Officers and Seamen of Your 
Majesty’s Fleet, and to the Non-commissioned Officers and Privates 
of the Royal Marines, and whereas we are humbly of opinion that 
it would be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s Service, if, in addition 
to the medals and gratuities granted under existing regulations, 
medals without gratuities were granted under similar conditions, 
in the following proportions, viz. :

ADMIRALTY MAY PLACE AN OFFICER RETIRED BY REASON OF 
MISCONDUCT, &C.. ON TIE LOWEST OR ANY OTHER INTER- 
MEDIATE HALF-PAY OF HIS RANK. 


Wuereas it has always been considered that half-pay is awarded 
to the Officers of Your Ma‘esty’s Fleet on the principle of its 
being a reward for past service as well as a retaining fee for the 
future; we would therefore humbly propose to Your Majesty that 
in future when any Officer shall be placed on half-pay who shall 
have been proved to have been negligent of the duties with which 
he was entrusted, or who shall have been proved to have been 
guilty of any other misconduct, or when an Officer shall be retired 
from active service by reason of misconduct, or of unfitness for 
service occasioned by irregular habits of life, we be empowered to 

lace such Officer on the lowest or any other intermediate rate of 
half-pay that we may think fit and proper.

ADMIRALTY MAY PLACE AN OFFICER WHO BY INTEMPERATE 
. HABITS MAY HAVE RENDERED HIMSELF UNFIT FOR FURTHER 
SERVICE ON A LOWER SCALE OF HALF-PAY THAN THE MINI- 
MUM RATE OF HALF-PAY OF HIS RANK. 


Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 26th of 
October, 1860, Your Majesty was graciously pleased to empower 
us to place on the lowest or any intermediate rate of half-pay such 
Officers of Your Majesty’s Fleet as by misconduct or irregular 
habits might from time to time render themselves unworthy to 
enjoy the higher rates of half-pay allowed to their brother Officers ; 
and whereas instances have occasionally occurred in which, in 
consequence of intemperate or irregular habits, Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Navy and Marines have been pronounced by medical 
evidence to have unfitted themselves for further active employ- 
ment; we would humbly submit to Your Majesty that in future, 
when we shall have fully satisfied ourselves after due inquiry that 
an Officer’s incapacity for further active service has heen occa- 
stoned by his own irregular and imprudent conduct, we be autho- 
rized to reduce such Officer’s half-pay to a still lower scale than is 
sanctioned by Your Majesty’s aforesaid Order in Council, viz., to 
such an amount below the minimum rate of the half-pay of his 
rank as we may consider to be adapted to the circumstances of the 
case.

Havine had under our consideration the fact of the additional 
duties and responsibilities which have devolved upon Captain 
James Crawford Caffin, in consequence of his being called on to 
perform the professional duties of Director-General of Naval 
Artillery, in addition to those of Director of Stores and Clothing 
under Your Majesty’s War Department, and being of opinion that 
Captain Caffin’s salary is an inadequate remuneration for those 
combined and important duties, we would in all humility recom- 
mend to Your Majesty that, under these circumstances, Your 
Majesty would be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, 
to sanction Captain Caffin receiving the half-pay of his naval rank 
in addition to the salary attached to his Civil office; the Lords of 
Your Majesty’s Treasury having signified their concurrence in this 
arrangement.

RESTORATION OF PENSIONS TO THE WIDOWS OF WARRANT 
OFFICERS. 


Havine had under our consideration the subject of the grant of 
pensions to the widows of Warrant Officers, we are humbly of 
opinion, taking into consideration the fact that warrants are only 
conferred upon such geamen as by their superior merit, zeal, and 
good conduct are deemed in every respect deserving of this advance- 
ment, also the very peculiar and responsible position in which they 
are thereby placed as regards other ranks in the Service, that no 
step could be more conducive to the interests of Your Majesty’s 
Navy, or better calculated to hold out encouragement for good 
men to enter it, than the restoration of pensions to the widows of 
Warrant Officers. 

These pensions were abolished by an Order in Council of the 
Ist of November, 1830, on the grounds of retrenchment, and it 
was not until the year 1853 that the rate of pay to Warrant 
Officers was increased as a reward for the valuable services of their 
class, and with the view of assisting them in some degree to make 
provision for their widows, but we would humbly observe that this 
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increase of pay has only placed them upon a corresponding footing 
with other classes of the Service (the pay of other classes having 
been raised since that date), irrespective of the question of any 
provision for their widows, and it is very doubtful whether the 
latter object has been thereby attained. 

We humbly submit that the restoration of pensions to the 
widows of this most valuable class of Officers would be, not only 
an act of strict justice but one of sound policy, and indeed almost 
of necessity, inasmuch as there is great difficulty at present in 
inducing the best men to accept the appointment, many of them 
preferring to serve for a pension rather than take a warrant. The 
award of pensions to their widows would be a strong inducement 
to them not only to accept a warrant but would be also a powerful 
motive to good conduct lest they should forfeit so greet an advan- 
tage to their wives and families. 

We are humbly of opinion that such pensions should not be 
awarded to the widows of Warrant Officers if the Officers shall 
have married after the age of fifty years. | 

We therefore most humbly submit that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by your Order in Council to authorize the grant 
of pensions of 25/. a-year to the widows of such Warrant Officers 
as die on or after the Ist day of January, 1860, subject to the pro- 
visions contained in the Naval Regulations for granting pensions 
to the widows of Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy, and provided 
such Warrant Officers shall not have married after the age of fifty 
years, 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’a Treasury have by 
a letter dated the 14th of January, 1860, signified to us their con- 
currence in the same. |

TIME OF SERVICE OF A WARRANT OFFICER TO ENTITLE HIS 
WIDOW TO A PENSION REDUCED FROM TEN YEARS TO ONE 
YEAR. 


Wuereas we have had under our consideration the provisions 
contained in Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 28rd January 
last, by which ordinary pensions are allowed to the widows of 
Warrant Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy who have been ten years 
on the List of Warrant Officers; and whereas we are humbly of 
opinion, having reference to the advanced age at which warrants 
are usually granted to Petty Officers, and to the length of servitude 
necessary to render them eligible for such warrants, that it would 
tend to the efficiency of Your Majesty’s Service if the period of 
warranted time necessary to entitle the widows of these aaa to

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pensions were reduced from ten years to one year (acting time 
included) provided they have been confirmed in their rank. 

We do most humbly request that Your Majesty will be gra- 
ciously pleased by your Order in Council to authorize and approve 
of the same from the date of Your Majesty’s aforesaid Order in 
Council of the 23rd January, 1860.

ORDER IN COUNCIL OF AUGUST 1860—OUT-PENSION OF

Wi7u reference to the Scheme for the future retirement of Officers 
in the Royal Navy which we have this day humbly submitted to 
Your Majesty, we further humbly submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased to authorize us to grant the following rates 
of pension to the widows of Officers hereafter mentioned who may 
be retired under the provisions of the Scheme abpve referred to :—

We would further humbly submit that the following rules be 
adopted in awarding out-pensions of Greenwich Hospital to 
Officers retired under the foregoing Scheme. 

1. All Officers retired under this Scheme to be eligible for the 
out-pension of Greenwich Hospital for the rank that they held on 
the Active List provided that they shall have served the following 
periods of commissioned time afloat :— 

Captains, fifteen years, including time as Commanders and 
Lieutenants. 

Commanders, twelve years, including time as Lieutenants. 

Lieutenants, nine years in that rank. 

2. Officers who have received, or who may hereafter receive, 
severe wounds in action, or disabling hurts on actual service, are 
to be exempt from the above rule respecting time of service. 

3. All Officers on the Active List who accept the out-pension of 
Greenwich Hospital are to be placed on the Retired List of the 
rank which they may then hold, and they will be permitted to 
assume a step in rank on reaching the age of sixty, but without 
further increase of pay. 

4, Officers on the existing Reserved and Retired List of Cap- 
tains or Commanders to be eligible for the out-pension of Green- 
wich Hospital on the conditions stated in Articles 1 and 2 of this 
statement. 
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5. The Regulations laid down in the scheme of retirement 
respecting time served in the Coast Guard, Transport or Mail 
Service, to apply to the time required to be served for Greenwich 
out-pension.

necessary for the good of Your Majesty’s Service that amended 
rates should be established. We do therefore humbly submit that 
the following rates of pensions be allowed to the widows of the 
under-mentioned Officers, who are now or may be hereafter on the 
Active List, in lieu of those at present established for the widows

GRATUITIES TO WIDOWS OF SEAMEN AND MARINES SLAIN, KILLED, 
OR DROWNED IN THE NAVY—-FUND TO BE PROVIDED OUT 
OF THE INCOME OF GREENWICH HOSPITAL. 


Wuareas Your Majesty has been graciously pleased, with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Com- 
mons in Parliament assembled, to direct that provision shall be 
made out of the funds of Greenwich Hospital for the widows of 
Seamen and Marines slain, killed, or drowned in the Sea Service 
of the Crown, and that the rules for determining the nature and 
amount of the provision to be made for such widows, and gene- 
rally for carrying out the Act, shall be submitted to and approved 
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by Your Majesty in Council; we beg most humbly to propose 
that Your Majesty would be graciously pleased to establish the 
following Regulations :— 

1. That the widows of Petty Officers and Seamen of the Royal 
Navy and of Non-commissioned Officers and Privates of the Royal 
Marines slain, killed, or drowned in Your Majesty’s Navy, be 
allowed a gratuity equal to one year’s full wages according to the 
rating of their late husbands at the time of their death, exclusive 
of any badge or other extra or additional pay. 

2. That all claims be made upon the Commissioners of Green- 
wich Hospital, who are to ascertain through the Accountant- 
General of the Navy and Inspector of Seamen’s Wills the appli- 
cant’s lawful claim and the amount of her husband’s wages previous 
to their payment of the gratuity. 

3. That the Commissioners of Greenwich Hospital appropriate 
the sum of 2,500/. out of the income of that institution for the year 
ending the 31st day of December now next for and towards the 
formation of a fund for the payment of these gratuities to the 
widows of Seamen and Marines, and at the beginning of each sub- 
sequent year submit for the approval of the Lords Conmissioners 
of the Admiralty what sum they would propose should be set apart 
for the before-mentioned purpose out of the income of such year, 
and that such portions of the above-named sums as remain unex- 
pended shall be invested as directed by the 2nd Section of the 
Greenwich Hospital “ Provision for Widows Act,” for the purpose 
of forming the Greenwich Hospital Seamen’s Widows Fund.

PENSION TO WIDOW OF CAPTAIN THOMAS GRAVES, KILLED 
WHILE IN CIVIL SERVICE. 


WE beg most humbly to represent to Your Majesty that 
Captain Thomas Graves, of the Royal Navy, whilst employed 
under the Colonial Department as Superintendent of the Ports of 
the Island of Malta, was stabbed by a boatman, in consequence of 
Captain Graves having inflicted a punishment upon him which was 
according to law, of which wound Captain Graves died on the 
28th of August last, leaving a widow and two children in compa- 
ratively destitute circumstances, and we most humbly submit that, 
although this officer at the time of his death was in the Civil 
Service of the Crown, taking into consideration his past services 
and the destitute condition of his widow, she be granted the same 
amount of pension as would have been awarded her if her late 
husband had suffered a violent death in an immediate act of duty 
in Your Majesty’s Naval Service, viz., 150/. a-year, the Lords 
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Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury having by their letter 
of the 20th instant signified their concurrence in this proposition.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the existing Regu- 
lations by which pensions are granted to Midshipmen in Your 
Majesty’s Fleet for the loss of limb in action, or for injuries equal 
to the loss of limb, which Regulations do not admit of the pension 
awarded to them for these injuries being enjoyed while they are 
capable of serving in Your Majesty’s Fleet; and whereas we are 
humbly of opinion that it will be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s 
Service that Midshipmen should he permitted to receive pensions 
for loss of limb, or for injury equal to the loss of a limb, whilst so 
serving, we humbly request that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by your Order in Council to grant us the necessary autho- 
rity for the payment of such pensions to Midshipmen, and for 


placing them in this respect on the same footing as Commissioned 
Officers.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the existing Regu- 
lations by which Pensions are granted to Masters’ Assistants, Clerks, 
Naval Cadets of the First and Second Classes, and Assistant Clerks 
in Your Majesty’s Navy,for the loss of limbs in action, or for injuries 
equal to the loss of limb, which Regulations do not admit of the 
Pension awarded them for those injuries being enjoyed while they are 
capable of serving in Your Majesty’s Fleet ; and whereas we are 
humbly of opinion that it will be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s 
Service that Masters’ Assistants, Clerks, Naval Cadets of the First 
and Second Classes, and Assistant Clerks, should be permitted to 
receive Pensions for loss of limb or fer injuries equal to the loss of 
a limb, whilst so serving, we most humbly request that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased, by your Order in Council, to 
grant us the necessary authority for the payment of such Pensions to 
these officers, and for placing them in this respect on the same 
footing as commissioned officers.

LIMITING TO TWO YEARS THE TIME FOR OUT PENSIONERS OF 
GREENWICH HOSPITAL TO APPLY FOR ARREARS OF PENSION, 


Waereas we have had under our consideration the existing Rules 
and Regulations under which naval and marine Out Pensioners of 
Greenwich Hospital are allowed to claim arrears of pension; and 
whereas we are humbly of opinion that it would tend to the bene- 
fit of Your Majesty’s Service if the period for which such Pen- 
sioners are allowed to receive arrears were limited to two years; 
we do therefore humbly recommend that Your Majesty will be

That no Engineer or Warrant Officer shall be 
allowed to reckon as service towards a pension any period of time 
during which he shall not have maintained a good character in the 
ships in which he has served, as shown by certificates ; and that 
the regulation under which Seamen Gunners are allowed six years’ 
service for every five years they may have served as Seamen 
Gunners shall not apply to men pensioned as Warrant Officers. 
The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have by their 
letter of 29th May, 1861, expressed their concurrence in the fore- 
going propositions, and we humbly request that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by your Order in Council to authorize us to 
carry the same into effect.

NO PERIOD OF TIME TO COUNT FOR PENSION DURING WHICH 
A SEAMAN OR MARINE SHALL NOT HAVE MAINTAINED A GOOD 
CHAKACTER IN HIS SHIP OR DIVISION. 


We beg leave most humbly to represent to Your Majesty that by 
the Regulations governing the grant of pensions to Seamen and 
Marines, which were in force prior to Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council of the 25th July last, it was provided that “no period of 
time shall be allowed during which a Seaman or Marine shall not 
have maintained a good character im the ship or division to which 
he belonged ;” but by the new Regulations established by the said 
Order in Council, although the rule is enforced as regards the 
Seamen of the Fleet, it has not in express terms been made appli- 
cable to Marines ; and whereas we are humbly of opinion that it 
is desirable for the good discipline of the Naval Service that the 
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rule in question should, as heretofore, be made applicable both to 
Seamen and Marines; we therefore request that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to re-establish by your Order in Council 
the said rule accordingly.

REVISING THE ORDER IN COUNCIL OF 13TH SEPTEMBER, 1854, 
REGULATING THE PROMOTION AND RETIREMENT OF MARINE 
OFFICERS. 


WHEREAS we consider it expedient to submit to Your Majesty a 
revision of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 13th September, 
1854, regulating the promotion and retirement of Officers in Your 
Majesty’s Royal Marine Forces, and we would therefore venture 
most humbly to lay before Your Majesty the following propo- 
sitions :— 
1. That there shall be a fixed establishment of ten General 

Officers of Royal Marines, viz. :— 

Two Generals. 

Three Lieutenant-Generals. 

Five Major-Generals. 


2. That every vacancy on the fixed list of General Officers be 
filled by the Senior Lieutenant-General or Major-General, or by 
the Senior Colonel on the serving strength of the corps, unless 
there should be a Supernumerary Officer, in which case the Super- 
numerary shall fill the vacancy. | 

83. That in addition to the Colonels promoted to be Major- 
Generals under the above rule Colonels of Marines shall be eligible 
for promotion to the rank of Major-General, either for brilliant 
service in the field or afloat, or in consequence of having held 
commands with temporary rank as Major-Generals for five years 
during peace, or for any shorter period during war which may 
appear to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, with the 
sanction of Your Majesty, to give a just claim to have their tem- 
po rank made permanent. 

4, That the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, with the 
sanction of Your Majesty and the concurrence of the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Forces, should exercise the power of appointing 
Colonels of Marines to commands as Major-Generals, and of select- 
ing Officers of Marines for special service abroad, and give such 
local rank or promotion by brevet to such Officers as their merits 
may appear to require, and that Colonels and Lieutenant-Colonels 
may be selected to serve as Field Officers of Marines embarked in 
the fleet without reference to seniority. 
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5. That the rank of Colonel be given to Officers ‘after serving 
five years with the rank of Licutenant-Colonel in the corps, or on 
the Staff in situations held by Lieutenant-Colonels. 

6. That the rank of Colonel be given to Officers who obtain the 
rank of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel for services in the field after 
eight years actual service in that rank. 

7. ‘That any Captain or Lieutenant-Colonel of Marines may be 
rewarded by brevet promotion for distinguished service in the field 
or afloat, but no Officer receiving such promotion shall be per- 
mitted to exchange brevet promotion for substantive rank except 
for conspicuously distinguished services, and the recommendation 
in which the service of the Officers shall be detailed shall be pub- 
lished in the “ London Gazette.” 

8. That no Officer who held brevet rank and was considered 
eligible under the 11th clause of Your Majesty’s Order in Council 
of 13th September, 1854, to have that rank converted into sub- 
stantive rank, can any longer retain that privilege, but a Captain 
and Brevet Field Officer, while continuing in command of his com~ 
pany, shall receive the pay of Major, t.e., an increase of 2s. 5d. 
a-day, and if reduced to half-pay shall receive 9s. 6d. a-day, the 
half-pay of Major. 

9. That the command of a General Officer, or of a division of 
Marines, and situations on the Staff of the corps, shall not be held 
for more than five years, except by re-appointment. 

10. That command of divisions may be given without reference 
to seniority to Officers holding the rank of Colonel whose services 
and qualifications best justify their selection. 

11. The Deputy Adjutant-General not to be of rank inferior to 
that of Colonel. The Assistant Adjutant-General ‘not to be of 
rank inferior to that of Lieutenant-Colonel. Two Officers of the 
Royal Marines to hold appointments of Aides-de-Camp to Your 
Majesty, to be selected from the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
promoted to the rank of Colonel. 

12. The retired full-pay list being fixed for the Marines at 
35,000/. for the retirement of Officers of all ranks in the corps, the 
selections shall be made by the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty for long and meritorious services and impaired health. 

13. Colonels Second Commandant, upon relinquishing the pros- 
pect of succeeding to command of divisions, shall be permitted to 
retire on 25s. a-day. 

14. Lieutenant-Colonels of not less than thirty years’ service 
will be permitted to retire on 20s. a-day, and those of shorter service 
and Officers of inferior rank on their regimental pay. 

15. Paymasters and Barrackmasters of the Royal Marines, after 
thirty years’ service, including at least seven years as Pay or 
_Barrackmaster, shall be permitted to retire on 15s. a-day; if retired 
after shorter service from impaired health to receive 11s. 6d. a-day. 

16. Each Officer placed on the Full-pay Retired List shall 
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receive a step of honorary rank together with the pay of the rank 
from which he retired on the special rates above sanctioned, but 
such Officer cannot be further promoted. 

17. Officers commanding divisions of Royal Marines shall be 
required to retire therefrom on attaining the age of sixty, unless 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are satisfied that the 
discipline and condition of the division are such as to prove that it 
would be advantageous to the Service for the Colonel Commandant 
to continue in command of it for the regulated period. 

18. The names of all Officers who may ‘retire on full-pay to be 
printed in Italics. ; 

Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to approve of these 
our suggestions, we would further most humbly recommend that 
the same shall take effect from the 14th October, 1858, the date 
of Your Majesty’s Royal Warrant regulating the promotion and 
retirement of Officers in the Army and Ordnance Corps.

WE beg to state that the Artillery Companies of Royal) Marines 
have hitherto been attached to the Portsmouth Division of that

RE-DISTRIBUTION OF THE MARINE CORPS IN ORDER TO GIVE THE 
OFFICERS OF THE ARTILLERY DIVISION AN EQUAL CHANCE OF 
PROMOTION WITH THE OFFICERS OF THE INFANTRY DIVISIONS. 


WHueEREAS our attention has been recently called to the position 
of the Officers of the Artillery Division of Your Majesty’s Royal 
Marine Forces, and to the present system of promotion, by which 
the Officers of the Artillery and the Officers of the Infantry 
Divisions are placed on one general list, the consequence of which 
is, that, as the proportion of Subalterns in the Artillery is much 
greater than that of the Infantry, and the opportunities of promo- 
tion less—the numbers being— 


4 Subalterns to 1 Captain in the Artillery, and 
2 Subalterns to 1 Captain in the Infantry, 


Artillery Officers are generally promoted to the Infantry Companies, 
and are afterwards brought back to their own Corps, as vacancies 
occur (often while on Foreign Service),—thus not only subjecting 
the Officer to the expense of providing new uniforms, &c., but 
causing a great inconvenience to the Service, as the Officer on his 
return from the other branch of the Corps necessarily requires a 
fresh course of instruction to fit him for his duties as a Captain of 
Artillery, it being impossible for him to keep pace with the various 
improvements which are constantly being made in rifled ordnance, 
&c., while not employed in the discharge of Artillery duties; and 
whereas we are of opinion that, to remedy the inconvenience herein 
pointed out, and to give the Officers of the Marine Artillery an 
equal chance of promotion with their brother Officers of the 
Infantry Divisions, it will be necessary to place them on the same 
Company establishment as the Infantry, and to make a re-distri- 
bution of the Corps,—the effect of which will be to increase the 
number of the Artillery Companies from 17 to 24, but to reduce 
the number of Subalterns from 4 to 2. We beg most humbly to 
submit to Your Majesty that you will be graciously pleased by and 
with the advice of Your Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, 
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to authorize us to re-distribute the Corps as detailed in the accom- 
panying Scheme, and to make the following arrangements. 

The general list of the Corps to be divided into two separate 
and distinct lists, for promotion by seniority,— one to be composed 
of the Officers of the Royal Marine Artillery, and the other of the 
Officers of the Royal Marine Light Infantry, upon the understand- 
ing that after these lists shall have been formed, no more inter- 
changes by promotion, as at present, from one Corps to the other 
shall be allowed. 

Every vacancy in the fixed list of Major-Generals to be filled by 
the promotion of the Senior Commandant on the serving strengths 
of the Corps whether Artillery or Infantry, unless there should he 
a Supernumerary Officer, in which case the Supernumerary 
shall fill the vacancy as provided by the 2nd Clause of Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council of 13th November, 1858. 

Officers on the General Staff of the Corps, such as the Deputy- 
Adjutant-General and Assistant-Adjutant-General, to be Super- 
numeraries on the list of that branch of the service to which they 
last belonged. And we beg to add that this arrangement can be 
effected not only without any additional cost, but at a slight saving 
to the public.

APPOINTMENT OF AN INSPECTOR-GENERAL OF MARINES. 


We beg most humbly to represent to Your Majesty that the 
strength of the Divisions of Royal Marines in 1839-40 was only 
9,000 men, and that at present it is 18,000 men; and that, feeling 
the necessity for maintaining the Corps in a high state of efficiency, 
we consider it essential that a General Officer of Royal Marines 
should be appointed as Inspector-General of the Corps, with staff 
pay of 1/. 17s. 11d. a-day, the same as now allowed to the several 
Inspectors of Cavalry, the Guards, Artillery, Infantry, and Volun- 
teers; and that a Captain of Royal Marines should be attached to 
such Inspector-General for military duties and correspondence, 
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with the staff pay of 9s. 6d. a-day, making the total charge to the 
public by this arrangement, 865/. 7s. 1d. per annum : 

We beg to submit this arrangement for Your Majesty’s approval, 
and to state that the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury have signified their concurrence therein.

GENERAL OFFICERS OF MARINES TO BE APPOINTED COLONELS OF 
DIVISIONS. 


We humbly beg to lay before Your Majesty the case of the 
General Officers of Your Majesty’s Royal Marine Forces. These 
Officers, owing to the peculiar nature of the Marine Service, are 
debarred from all further advantages, having no lucrative commands 
or appointments to look forward to, like their brother Officers in 
the Army, and although various measures have been submitted 
from time to time for improving the position of the Officers and 
“Men of the Corps, by placing them, as nearly as possible on a 
footing with the Army, nothing has been done for the Generals ; 
under these circumstances, we propose with Your Majesty’s 
sanction, to appoint a General Officer as Colonel to each of the 
five Divisions; upon the principle adopted in the Army in the case 
of Colonelcies of Regiments; and to raise the pay of the Officers 
appointed from 702/, 12s. Gd. to 900/. a-year. This measure will, 
in our opinion, give general satisfaction, as it will not only afford 
the means of conferring a reward upon a very meritorious class of 
old Officers, but it will act beneficially upon the whole Corps, by 
giving it the advantage of a few honorary appointments, an advan- 
tage not hitherto possessed by that valuable branch of Your 
Majesty’s Service. We therefore trust that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased, by your Order in Council, to authorize us to 
carry our proposal into effect, the Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury 
having signified their concurrence.

HALF-PAY OF MARINE ARTILLERY OFFICERS TO BE THE SAME 
AS THAT OF ROYAL ARTILLERY OFFICERS. 


WHEREAS we would humbly represent to Your Majesty that by 
~ an Order in Council of 18th August, 1804, as well as by the 
_ authority of subsequent Orders in Council, Officers of the Royal 
- Marine Artillery are allowed the same pay and allowances as those 
- which are established for the Royal Artillery, and whereas we are 
humbly of opinion that this boon, which is at present only in 
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force as regards Full pay, should extend also to the Half.pay of 
such Officers: 

We would, therefore, humbly submit to Your Majesty that all 
Officers of the Royal Marine Artillery now on Half-pay, as well as 
all those Officers who, from the date hereof, shall be placed on 
Half-pay be allowed, from the 1st of January, 1863, the same rates 
of Half-pay as those enjoyed by Officers of the Royal Artillery. 

We beg further to represent to Your Majesty that the Lords of 
the Treasury have sanctioned the additional expense which would 
be incurred by carrying out this proposed arrangement.

IMPROVING THE POSITION OF MARINE PAYMASTERS AND 
BARRACKMASTERS. 


Wuereas Your Majesty has been graciously pleased by Your 
Royal Warrants dated the 27th January and 7th February, 1860, 
to improve the position of the District Paymasters and Barrack- 
masters of Your Majesty’s Army, and whereas we are humbly 
of opinion that it would be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s 
Service if corresponding advantages were extended to Paymasters 
and Barrackmasters of Your Majesty’s Corps of Royal Marines, 
we therefore most humbly beg to submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to direct— 

1. That Paymasters and Barrackmasters of Royal Marines 
shall, after 7 years’ service in those appointments, provided they 
count an actual service of 20 years as Commissioned Officers, 
receive the honorary rank of Major. 

2. Paymasters and Barrackmasters of Royal Marines, who 
may he considered by us to be deserving of special consideration 
after 35 years’ service, including-10 years as Paymaster or Barrack- 
master, may, in each case of retirement as it occurs, be specially 
recommended to the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury for Half-pay at the rate of 17s. 6d. a day. 

38. That after 30 years’ service, seven of which shall have been 
as Paymaster or Barrackmaster, they shall be entitled to 15s. 
a-day, and, 

4. That after shorter service they shall be entitled to lls. 6d. 
a-day. 

We beg leave most humbly to add that we have obtained the 
concurrence of the Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury to the same.

ROYAL MARINES—QUARTERMASTERS’ HALF PAY; AND RETIRE- 
MENT WITH THE HONORARY RANK OF CAPTAIN. 


Your Majesty having been graciously pleased, by your Order in 
Council of the 19th May, 1846, to authorize the appointment of 
a Quartermaster to each of the Divisions of the Corps of Royal 
Marines, but for which class of officer no provision for half-pay 
or retirement has been made; and whereas we have had under 
consideration Your Majesty’s "Royal Warrants, under which the 
several rates of half-pay and retirement allowance for Quarter- 
masters of the Line, Artillery, and Engineer Corps are regulated ; 

and we think it reasonable that the Quartermasters of the Corps 
of Royal Marines should, in consideration of the duty performed 
by them, as well as an encouragement of the Staff Sergeants and 
Sergeants of the corps from whom the Quartermasters are selected, 
receive a comfortable provision after protracted service, we do most 
humbly propose to Your Majesty that a rate of half-pay shall 
be established for this class of officers according to the following 
scale, viz. :—

factory medical certificates ; and we beg most humbly to add that 
the Lords of Your Majesty’ s Treasury have expressed their con- 
currence in the whole of these arrangements.

Your Majesty having been graciously pleased, by your Warrant 
of the 2nd Decemher, 1857, to establish rules by which the grants 
of Pensions to Army Schoolmistresses shall be governed, we would 
humbly recommend that Your Majesty should grant a similar boon 
to the Schoolmistresses recently established for the Royal Marines,

GRATUITIES FOR GOOD CONDUCT TO NON-COMMISSIONED 
OFFICERS AND PRIVATE MARINES.

Warrant of the Ist of July, 1848, granting rewards for meritorious 
service so far as relates to the Grant of Gratuities for good conduct 
to the Non-commissioned Officers and Privates of Your Majesty’s 
Army, and also by Your Order in Council of the 15th January, 
1849, to establish Regulations for the grant of similar gratuities to 
the Non-commissioned Officers and Privates of Your Majesty’s 
Corps of Royal Marines: 

And whereas we are humbly of opinion that it will tend to the 
benefit of Your Majesty’s Service if the advantages given by Your 
Majesty’s Royal Warrant of the 13th April, 1854, were extended 
to Your Majesty’s Corps of Royal Marines. 
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We do humbly submit that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased to sanction and approve of the following Regulations for 
granting the gratuities for good conduct to Non-commissioned 
Officers and Privates of Your Majesty’s Corps of Royal Marines, 
Light Infantry, viz. :— 

That the Colonels Commandant of Divisions, and the Com- 
manding Officer of the Artillery Companies (through the Com- 
mandant of the Portsmouth Division), may annually recommend a 
certain number of men of meritorious conduct “for the Good 
Conduct and Long Service Medal and Gratuity,” as follows :— 


Serjeants who shall have served ten years in that 


rank - - = ~ - - - - £15 
Corporals or Bombardiers who shall have served 

seven years as such - - - - - 10 
Privates, Gunners, or Drummers - = - ~ 5 


The men to be so recommended must have completed twenty-one 
years good service, have borne an irreproachable character, and 
have never been convicted by a court-martial or the civil power ; 
or, if not coming strictly within these latter conditions, must have 
as distinguished themselves by gallantry and zeal in the 

rvice. 

The amount to be recommended for in one year must not 
exceed the following sums :— 

Forty pounds when the number of rank and file, on the shore 
strength of each Division and of the Artillery Branch of the Corps, 
is nine hundred and upwards. 

Thirty pounds when the number is seven hundred and under 
nine hundred. 

Twenty pound when the number Is less than seven hundred 
respectively. 

The strength of the Division to be calculated at the average for 
the year.

Your Masxsty having been graciously pleased, by your Royal

6. The pensions of the Schoolmasters now in the service who 
have not been trained at the Royal Military Asylum to be specially 
determined by us, according to the time they may have served prior 
to appointment, and their general conduct and ability, as shown in 
the management and progress of their schools, to be certified by 
the Inspector of Schools. 

The Toords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
expressed their concurrence in the above proposal.

ADVANTAGES TO MARINES OF GOOD CHARACTER ON RE-ENLIST- 
MENT AFTER COMPLETING THE FIRST PERIOD OF LIMITED 
SERVICE, 


Your Majesty having been graciously pleased by Your Royal 
Warrant of the 30th October last to cancel certain portions of the 
regulations for the award of pensions to Soldiers of the Army, 
dated 1st July, 1848, and prescribing others, under which men 
discharged on the completion of the first period ef Limited Service 
may be permitted to reckon former service on re-engagement, we 
beg humbly to represent to Your Majesty that we are of opinion 
that it would be for the good of Your Majesty’s Service if the 
benefits conferred on the Soldiers of Your Majesty’s Army were 
extended to the Royal Marines, to the following extent, viz. :— 

1. With a view to give full effect to the provisions of the 
Limited Enlistment Act, and at the same time to hold out every 
encouragement to time-expired men of good character to continue 
in the Service, it is hereby notified that, in addition to the privi- 
lege of being permitted, on re-engagement, to count the full 
period of their first term of service towards increase of good- 
conduct pay, and to pension on discharge, and also of receiving a 
fresh bounty, as well as the regulated allowance in lieu of a free 
kit, and twenty days’ pay of their rank, men who re-engage at the 
head quarters of their Divisions for a second term of service will 
each be granted a furlough for a period of two months, com- 
mencing from the date of re-engagement. ‘They will also he 
provided with a free passage back to their Divisions at the 
termination of their furloughs. 

2. Marines who have been, or may hereafter be discharged 
after the completion of the first term of limited service will, if of 
good character, and in possession at the time of their discharge of 
a good-conduct badge or badges, oe permitted, as an indulgence,

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to re-engage within twelvemonths, from the date of their discharges 
provided they are not above the age prescribed by the Recruiting 
Regulations at the period of such re-engagement; but men re- 
engaging under this arrangement will only be allowed to count 
half the period of their former service towards claims to pensions. 
They will, however, be allowed to reckon the whole of their 
previous service towards good-conduct pay, but will be required to 
serve with uninterrupted good conduct for one year from the date 
of their re-engagement, before they can be permitted to resume 
their previous good-conduct badges, when they will be entitled to 
receive good-conduct pay from the date of their re-engagement. 

3. Marines of good characters who have been discharged, or 
may hereafter be discharged during the first term of limited 
service, and who may again enlist within twelve months from the 
date of discharge, will be allowed the benefit of the preceding 
provision for reckoning former service and resuming former good- 
conduct pay. We do, therefore, submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased to approve of the same, and grant us the 
necessary authority by Your Order in Council for carrying these 
regulations into effect.

REGULATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT, &C., OF OFFICERS OF 
THE ROYAL NAVAL RESERVE. 


Wuereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the 24th and 25th year of Your Majesty’s reign, an Act 
to enable Your Majesty to accept the services of Officers of the 
Merchant Service as Officers of Reserve to the Royal Navy, it is 
enacted that “it shall be lawful for the Lord High Admiral or the 
‘© Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, 
‘to enrol as Officers of Reserve to the Royal Navy so many of 
“‘ such persons as aforesaid as the said Lord High Admiral or the 
‘‘ said Commissioners may deem expedient, under and subject to 
‘¢ such Rules, Orders, and Regulations, as the said Lord High 
‘¢ Admiral or the said Commissioners may, with the consent of 
‘ Her Majesty in Council, from time to time establish.” 

We, therefore, beg most humbly to lay before Your Majesty the 
accompanying Regulations, which we consider it would be desirable 
to establish for the organization and discipline of the Masters and 
Mates of Merchant Vessels who may enrol themselves as Officers 
of the Royal Naval Reserve.

Regulations under which Masters and Mates of Merchant Vessels 
may be Enrolled as Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve under 
the Act 24 & 25 Vict., cap. 129. 


Numbers, Class, and Rank. 


The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve shall not exceed the 
total number of 400, and shall consist of two classes :— 


1. Lieutenants of Naval Reserve, whose number shall not 
exceed 130, and who will rank with, but after, Lieutenants 
of the Royal Navy. 

2. Sub-Lieutenants of Naval Reserve, whose number shall 
not exceed 270, and who will rank with, but after, Sub- 
Lieutenants in the Royal Navy. 


Qualification. 


Masters of merchant-vessels who hold certificates of competency 
under the “ Mercantile Marine Act of 1850,” or the ‘ Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854,” and who have commanded a vessel of not 
less than 500 tons burthen, for not less than two years, shall be 
eligible for appointment as Lieutenants or Masters of the Royal 
Naval Reserve. 

Chief mates of merchant-vessels who hold masters’ or chief 
mates’ certificates of competency under the “ Mercantile Marine 
Act, 1850,” or the “ Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,” and who 
have sailed as masters or as chief mates in vessels of not less than 
500 tons burden, for not less than two years, shall be eligible for 
the appointment of Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve. 
Masters with extra certificates will, as a general rule, have the pre- 
ference. 

No Master or Mate will be enrolled as Lieutenant or Snb- 
Lieutenant of the Royal Naval Reserve, whose age exceeds forty- 
five. This limit will subsequently be altered to thirty-five, at the 
discretion of the Board of Admiralty; but Masters of merchant- 
vessels who are actually afloat and in command, though they may 
be above the age of forty-five years, may be enrolled by the Board 
of Admiralty as Honorary Lieutenants of the Royal Naval Reserve, 
on the recommendation of the Board of Trade. 

The number of Honorary Lieutenants is not to exceed 100 in 
addition to the numbers above specified. 

Qualifications for the First Class will include qualification for 
the Second Class. 


Drill. 


The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve will be required to 
undergo a course of drill and gunnery instruction on board the 
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aist eG or drill ships at the great mercantile ports in their respec- 
tive vicinity, as named in the margin.* 


Discipline. 


Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve will be subject to naval 
discipline when attending drill, or when called out for actual ser- 
vice, and will be liable to lose their commissions for offences 
against the rules, discipline, or character of Her Majesty’s Service, 
in the same manner as Officers of the Royal Navy, by order of the 
Admiralty. 

Promotion. 

Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve of the Second Class will, if 
qualified, be eligible for promotion to the First Class, at the discre- 
tion of the Admiralty. 

Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve who, when in actual service, 
may, by the character or length of their service, obtain the special 
approbation of the Admiralty, will be eligible to receive commis- 
sions as Officers in the Royal Navy, of the same grade as that with 
which they may rank at the time. 

They will then be ‘considered as in all respects Officers on the 
permanent strength of the Navy. 

Officers of Royal Naval Reserve who, whilst on actual service, 
shall have distinguished themselves in action with the enemy, or 
by the character and length of their services, will be eligible, at the 
conclusion of their service in the Navy, for promotion to higher 
honorary ranks in the Naval Reserve, at the discretion of the 
Admiralty. 

Uniform. 
Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve may wear the following 
uniform :— 


Lieutenants and Sub-Lieulenants. 


To wear the same uniform as Officers of corresponding rank in 
the Royal Navy, with the following exceptions, viz. :— 


Instead of the stripe of half-inch lace round the sleeves of the 
coats, there 1s to be a stripe formed of two waved lines of 
quarter-inch gold braid, intersecting each other, so as to 
form a band half an inch wide, the blue cloth to show 
between the curves. 

Sub-Lieutenants to have one such waved line of the same 
braid. 

The buttons to be of the Royal Navy pattern, with the letters 
* R.N.R.” in old English character surmounted by a crown. 

Instead of the anchor on the epaulettes and shoulder straps 
respectively, there is to be a badge consisting of a silver

Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve will, whilst called out for 
actual service, receive the pay of their corresponding rank in the 
Royal Navy. | 

Officers who may receive hurts or wounds whilst on service will 
receive the same pensions, &c., to which Officers in the Navy 
would be entitled under similar circumstances. 

Widows of Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve, who, whilst in 
actual service, may be killed in action, or die from accident result- 
ing from the performance of their duty, will receive the same 
pensions as the widows of Naval Officers of corresponding rank 
would be entitled to under similar circumstances. 


Messing. 
Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve, whilst on drill, will live on 
shore, and receive the following subsistence allowance, viz. :— 


Lieutenants - - - - - 10s. a day. 
Sub-Lieutenants - — - - = 7s. a day. 


When called out for service they will mess with their respective 
ranks. 
Appointment. 


Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve will receive their appoint- 
ments from the Board of Admiralty, but applications for appoint- 
ments should be made through the Board of Trade. 


General. 


The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve shall be called out for 
actual service by Royal Proclamation ; and the service they may 
be employed upon will be temporary during the continuance of any 
national emergency, or until they may be regularly discharged by 
direction of the Admiralty.

REGULATIONS FOR TIIE ROYAL NAVAL RESERVE. 


Wuereas by the Act 24 & 25 Vict., cap. 129, Her Majesty 
was empowered to avail herself of the services of a certain number 

, of officers of the Merchant Service of the United Kingdom, and of 
the Colonies and dependencies of Great Britain, as Officers of 
Reserve to the Royal Navy ; and whereas certain Regulations have 
been made under the said Act, and in pursuance of the said Act 
and of the said Regulations made thereunder, a considerable 
number of such officers have been enrolled as Officers of Reserve ; 
and whereas by the “Officers of Royal Naval Reserve Act, 1863,” 
26 & 27 Vict., cap. 69, it is enacted as follows, viz. :— 

1. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty to accept from time to 
time the offers of any persons who have been, are, or shall be 
Masters, Mates, or Engineers of ships in the Merchant Service 
aforesaid, or of other British ships not belonging to Her Majesty, 
or of any persons who have been Commissioned Officers, Masters, 
or Engineers in the Indian Naval Force of Her Majesty, or in the 
Naval Force of the East India Company, to serve as Officers of 
Reserve to the Royal Navy, upon such terms and conditions as 
to Her Majesty may from time to time seem fit. 

2. The Lord High Admiral, or the Commissioners for executing 
his office, hereinafter called the Admiralty, may enrol as Officers 
of Reserve to the Royal Navy so many of such persons as afore- 
said as the Admiralty may from time to time deem expedient, 
under and subject to such rules, orders, and regulations as the 
Admiralty may, with the consent of Her Majesty in Council, from 
time to time establish; and such persons so enrolled shall bear 
such rank in respect to the officers of the Royal Navy as the 
Admiralty may from time to time direct, and shall, when called out 
for training or exercise, or on actual service, be subject to all the 
laws, regulations, and customs for the time being in force for the 
government and discipline of the Royal Navy. 

3. Such persons so enrolled as Officers of Reserve shall be entitled 
to receive such pay and allowances as the Admiralty, with the 
consent of Her Majesty in Council, may from time to time appoint; 
and if any such person is disabled or receives any hurt or wound 
in actual service, he shall be entitled to the same allowance or 
pension in respect thereof as an officer of the Royal Navy of cor- 
responding rank would be entitled to under similar circumstances ; 
and if any such person is killed in action, or dies from any wound 
or accident resulting from the performance of his duty, his widow 
(if any) shall be entitled to the same pension as the widow of an 
officer of the Roya) Navy of corresponding rank would be entitled 
to under similar circumstances. 

4. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty to continue the services of 
all persons who have been enrolled as Officers of Reserye to the 
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Royal Navy before the passing of this Act, and the services of all 
such persons shall be deemed to be continued by Her Majesty as if 
this Act had not been passed, unless and until Her Majesty thinks 
fit to discontinue the same. 

5. All rules, orders, and regulations relating to persons enrolled 
as Officers of Reserve to the Royal Navy made before the passing 
of this Act by the Admiralty, with the consent of Her Majesty in 
Council, shall, with respect to all persons enrolled before the 
passing of this Act, continue in force as if this Act had not been 
passed, and shall also extend and apply, as far as may be (mutatis 
mutandis), to all persons so enrolled after the passing of this Act, 
but so that any rules, orders, and regulations made as aforesaid 
from time to time under this Act may repeal or alter all or any 
part of any rules, orders, and regulations made before the passing 
of this Act, and shall, unless otherwise expressed, extend and 
apply as well to persons so enrolled before the passing of this Act 
as to persons so enrolled after the passing of this Act. 

6. On the passing of this Act the Act of the session of the 24th 
and 25th years of Her Majesty, cap. 129, “ to enable Her Majesty 
to accept the services of officers of the Merchant Service as Officers 
of Reserve to the Royal Navy,” shall be repealed ; but this repeal 
shall not affect the past operation of the said Act, or the validity 
of anything already done, or any right, title, obligation, or liability

And whereas the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have 
submitted for the approval of Her Majesty the Regulations 
appended to this Order, as Regulations proper to be substituted 
for the Regulations hitherto in force under the Act 24 & 25 Vict., 
cap.

Now, therefore, Her Majesty 1s pleased to direct that the said 
Regulations appendcd to this Order shall take effect from the date 
hereof, 


REGULATIONS REFERRED TO IN THE FOREGOING ORDER. 
1. Number, Class, and Rank. 


The officers of the Royal Naval Reserve on the Active List shall 
not exceed the total number of 700, and shall consist of four classes, 
viz. :— 

1. “ Lieutenants” of the Royal Naval Reserve, whose number 
shall not exceed 130, and who will, as to seniority and com- 
mand, rank with, but after, Lieutenants and Masters of the 
Royal Navy. 

2. “Sub-Lieutenants” of the Royal Naval Reserve, whose 
number shall not exceed 270, and who will, as to seniority 
and command, rank with, but after, Sub-Lieutenants and 
Second Masters of the Royal Navy.

Officers of the lower rank in the Active List will, if qualified, be 
eligible for promotion to the higher rank on that list, at the discre- 
tion of the Vords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

Officers who, when in actual service, may, by the character or 
length of their service, obtain the special approbation of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, will be eligible to receive com- 
missions as Officers in the Royal Navy, of the same grade as that 
with which they may rank at the time. They will be considered 
in all respects as officers on the permanent strength of the Navy. 

Officers who, whilst on actual service, shall have distinguished 
themselves in action with the enemy, or by the character and 
length of their services, will be eligible, at the conclusion of their 
service in the Navy, for promotion to the higher honorary ranks 
of Commander and Captain of the Naval Reserve, at the discretion 
of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

Officers of the Reserve who shall have displayed zeal in pro- 
moting the efficiency of the Reserve will be favourably considered 
for promotion, at the discretion of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty. 


7. Retirement. 


Officers who wish to retire from the Active List may do so at 
the discretion of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty on

(1.) Without rank; or 

(2.) On the Honorary List, with the rank they may hold at the 

time of their retirement; or 

(3.) On the Honorary List at a higher rank. 


8. Uniform. 


Officers to wear the same uniform as officers of corresponding 
rank in the Royal Navy, with the following exceptions, viz. :— 


Commanders, Chief Engineers, Lieutenants, . Sub-Lieutenants, 
and Engineers.—Instead of each stripe of half-inch lace round 
the sleeves of the coats, there is to be a stripe formed of two 
waved lines of quarter-inch gold braid, intersecting each 
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other, so as to form bands half an inch wide, the blue cloth 
to show between the curves. 

The Engineers’ Department are to be distinguished by purple 
velvet stripes, quarter inch wide, between the gold braid 
waved lines round the sleeves of the coat.

9. Drill. 


Lieutenants and Sub-Lieutenants on the Active List of the 
Royal Naval Reserve will be required to undergo in each year a 
course of twenty-eight days’ drill and gunnery instruction on board 
one of the district drill-ships, or if absent from England above a 
year, and unable to take their drill on board a drill-ship, they may 
perform it on board one of Her Majesty’s ships abroad having a 
Gunnery Lieutenant.

All officers called out for service will mess with officers of their 
respective ranks in the Royal Navy. 


11, Discipline. 


Officers will be subject to naval discipline when attending drill, 
and when called out for actual service; and will also at any time 
whilst belonging to the Reserve, be liable to lose their commissions 
for conduct unbecoming the character of Her Majesty’s Service, 
at the discretion of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty.

SIAM—GOVERNMENT OF HER MAJESTY’S SUBJECTS IN THE 
DOMINIONS OF THE KINGS OF. 


Wuereas by acertain Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
session of Parliament holden in the sixth and seventh years of 
Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to 
the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render 
the same more effectual,” it is amongst other things enacted, that 
it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and 
enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty now hath, or 
may at any time hereafter have, within any country or place out of 
Her Majesty’s dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as 
if Her Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the 
cession or conquest of territory : 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in the 
dominions of the Kings of Siam: 

And whereas it is expedient at the present time to make es 
vision for the due exercise of the jurisdiction possessed by Her 
Majesty as aforesaid : 

I. Now, therefore, in pursuance of the above-recited Act of 
Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, That Her 
Majesty’s Consul appointed to reside in the kingdom of Siam shall 
have full power and authority to carry into effect, and to enforce, 
by fine or imprisonment, as hereinafter provided, the observance of 
the stipulations of any Treaty, or of regulations appended to any 
Treaty, now existing, or which may hereafter be made, between 
Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, and the Kings of Siam, 
their heirs and successors, and to make and enforce, by fine or 
imprisonment, rules and regulations for the observance of the 
stipulations of such Treaties, and for the peace, order, and good 
government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions 
of the Kings of Siam. 

II. And it is further ordered, that a copy of all such Rules and 
Regulations made by the said Consul shall forthwith be affixed, 
and kept afhxed and exhibited in some conspicuous place in the 
public office of the said Consul; and arined copies of the said 
Rules and Regulations shall, as soon as possible, be provided by 
the said Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding one dollar for 
each copy, and for the purpose of convicting any person offending 
against the said Rules and Regulations, and for all other purposes 
of law whatsoever, a printed copy of the said Rules and Rcgula- 
tions, certified under the hand of the said Consul to be a true copy 
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thereof, shall be taken as conclusive evidence of such Rules and 
Regulations ; and no penalty shall be incurred, or shall be enforced, 
for the breach of any such Rules or Regulations to be hereafter 
made, until the same shall have been so affixed and exhibited for 
one calendar month in the public office of the Consul: Provided 
always, that any such Rule or Regulation made by Her Majesty’s 
Consul, and to be enforced by a penalty, shall be submitted to Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs for allow- 
ance or disallowance, and if any such Rule or Regulation should 
be disallowed by Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, the same shall cease to have effect from the 
receipt by the Consul of such disallowance; nevertheless, the 
Consul shall not be liable to be proceeded against in any of Her 
Majesty’s Courts in regard to any Act done by him under such 
Rule or Regulation previously to its disallowance. 

III. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, as aforesaid, upon information, or upon the 
complaint of any party that a British subject has violated any of 
the stipulations of Treaties, or of Regulations appended to any 
Treaty, between Her Majesty and the Kings of Siam, or has dis- 
regarded or infringed any of the Rules and Regulations for the 
observance of the stipulations of such Treaties, affixed and exhi- 
bited according to the provisions of the next preceding Article of 
this present Order, to summon before him the accused party, and 
to receive evidence and examine witnesses as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of such party in regard to the offence laid to his charge, and 
to award such penalty of fine or imprisonment to any party con- 
victed of an offence against the said Treaties or appended Regula- 
tions, or the said Rules and Regulations, as may be specified 
therein respectively ; and any charge against a British subject for 
a breach of Treaties or Regulations, or for a breach of the Rules 
and Regulations for the observance of such Treatics, shall be heard 
and determined by the Consul, without assessors: Provided 
always, that in no case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach 
of the said Rules and Regulations exceed 500 dollars, or three 
months’ imprisonment. 

IV. And it is further ordered, that any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations, other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties, shall in like manner be 
heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul; and in all cases 
in which the penalty shall not exceed 200 dollars, or one month’s 
imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and determine the charge 
summarily, without the aid of assessors; but where the penalty 
attached to a breach of the Rules and Regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties shall amount to more than 
200 dollars, or to imprisonment for more than one month, 
the Consul, before he shall proceed to hear the charge, shall 
summon two British subjects of good repute to sit with him as 
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assessors, which assessors shall, however,. have no authority to 
decide on the innocence or guilt of the party charged, or on the 
amount of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him on con- 
viction; but it shall rest with the Consul to decide on the guilt 
or innocence of the party charged, and on the amount of fine or 
imprisonment to be awarded to him: Provided always, that in no 
case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach of rules and regu- 
lations, other than those for the observance of Treaties, exceed 
500 dollars, or three months’ imprisonment; and provided, 
further, that in the event of the said assessors, or either of them, 
dissenting from the conviction of the party charged, or from the 
penalty of fine or imprisonment awarded to him by the Consul, 
the Consul shall take a note of such dissent, with the grounds 
thereof, and shall require good and sufficient security for the 
appearance of the party convicted at a future time, in order to 
undergo his sentence or receive his discharge; and the Consul 
shall, with as little delay as possible, report his decision, with all 
the particulars of the case, together with the dissent of the 
assessors, or cither of them, and the grounds thereof, to Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
shall have authority to confirm, or vary, or reverse the decision of 
the Consul, as to him may seem fit. 

V. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to hear and determine any suit of a civil nature 
against a British subject arising within any part of the dominions 
of the Kings of Siam, whether such suit be instituted by a subject 
of the Kings of Siam, or by a subject or citizen of a foreign State 
in amity with Her Majesty; and if either or any party in such 
suit shall be dissatisfied with the decision given by such Consul, 
it shall be lawful for such party within fifteen days to give to 
the Consul notice of appeal to the Supreme Court in Her Majesty's 
possession of Singapore; whereupon the Consul shall, with as 
little delay as possible, transmit all the documents which were 
produced before him, and none other, together with a statement 
of the grounds on which he has formed his decision, to the said 
Supreme Court, and shall forthwith notify to the several parties 
the transmission of the process: Provided always, that it shall be 
lawful for the Consul to require from any party appealing to the 
said Supreme Court reasonable security, which shall consist in part 
of one or two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Consul, 
that such party shall abide by the decision to be given by the said 
Supreme Court, and if such appeal shall fail, to answer all costs, 
loss, and damages sustained by the other party in consequence of 
such appeal. 

VI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, in like manner, to hear and determine any suit 
of a civil nature arising within any part of the dominions of the 
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Kings of Siam, instituted by a British subject against a subject of 
the Kings of Siam, or against a subject or citizen of a foreign State 
in amity with Her Majesty, provided that the defendant in such 
suit shall consent to submit to his jurisdiction, and give sufficient 
security that he will abide by the decision of the Consul, or, in case 
of appeal, by that of the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s 
possession of Singapore, and will pay such expenses as the Consul 
or the said Supreme Court shall adjudge; and if either or any 
party in such suit shall be dissatisfied by the decision given by 
such Consul, it shall be lawful for such party within fifteen days to 
give to the Consul notice of appeal to the said Supreme Court, and 
the proceedings in such a suit, or in an appeal arising therefrom, 
shall be conformable to and under the same conditions as the 
proceedings in a suit, or in an appeal arising therefrom, in which 
a British subject is defendant and a subject of the Kings of Siam, 
or a subject or citizen of a foreign State in amity with Her Majesty, 
is plaintiff. 

VII. And it is further ordered, That in the event of any suit of 
a civil nature arising between British subjects within the dominions 
of the Kings of Siam, it shall be lawful, upon the application of a 
party, for Her Majesty’s Consul to hear and determine such suit, 
subject to an appeal to the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s 
possession of Singapore; and every such appeal shall be made 
and conducted in the same manner and form, and under the same 
conditions, as in cases in which the Defendant only is, a British 
subject. 

VIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to summon two, and not more than four, British 
subjects of good repute to sit with him as assessors at the hearing 
of any suit whatever of a civil nature brought before him for 
decision; and in case the sum sought to be recovered shall 
exceed five hundred dollars, such suit shall not be heard by the 
Consul without assessors, if within a reasonable time such asses- 
sors can be procured; and the assessors aforesaid shall have no 
authority to decide on the merits of such suit, but in the event 
of such assessors, or any or either of them, dissenting from the 
decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter the fact of such 
dissent, and the grounds thereof, in the minutes of the proceed- 
ings, and in case of appeal shall transmit the same to the Supreme 
Court of Her Majesty’s possessions of Singapore, together with the 
documents relating to the suit. 

IX. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decision against a British subject 
in a civil suit, by distress or imprisonment, in like manner as a 
decision of the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s possession of 
Singapore in a civil suit is enforced within the said possession. 

X. And it is further ordered, That in an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Her Majesty’s possession of Singapore from the decision 
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of Her Majesty’s Consul, it shall be lawful for the said Supreme 
Court to admit any further legal evidence, besides that adduced 
before the Consul, on its being established to the satisfaction of the 
said Supreme Court, by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to 
produce such further evidence was ignorant of the existence of 
such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the hearing before the 
Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul, after due 
and reasonable diligence and exertion on his part in that behalf, 
or where, under the circumstances of the case, it shall appear 
to the said Supreme Court fhat further evidence ought to be 
received. 

XI. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consul shall 
have power in a civil suit to examine on oath, or in such form and 
with such ceremony as he may declare to be binding on his con- 
science, any witness who may appear before him, and shall have 
power, on the application of any party in the said suit, to issue a 
compulsory order for the attendance of any person, being a British 
subject, who may be competent to give evidence in such suit, and 
any British subject having been duly served with any such com- 
palsely order, and with a reasonable notice of the day of the 

earing of such suit, upon his expenses of appearing as a witness 
having been paid or tendered to him by the party at whose 
application he shall have been ordered to attend, shall, on his 
wilful default to appear as a witness at the hearing of such suit, be 

unished with a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or with 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days, at the dis- 
cretion of the said Consul; and every witness, being a British 
subject, so examined as aforesaid, in case of wilful false testimony, 
may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful and 
corrupt perjury. 

XII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to promote the settlement of a suit or contention 
by amicable agreement between the parties, and with the consent 
of the several parties, to refer the decision of a suit or contention 
to one or more arbitrators, and to take security from the parties 
that they will be bound by the result of such reference, and the 
award of such arbitrator or arbitrators shall be to all intents and 
purposes deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of Her 
Majesty’s Consul in such suit or contention, and shall be entered 
and recorded as such, and shall have the like effect and operation, 
and shall be enforced accordingly, and shall not be open to 
appeal. 

XIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him any British subject who may be charged with having committed 
any crime or offence within the dominions of the Kings of Siam, 
and such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed 
to inquire of the same, and for such purpose and end shall have 
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power to examine on oath, or in such form and with such ceremony 
as he shall declare to be binding on his conscience, any witness 
who may appear before him to substantiate the charge; and shall 
have power to compel any person, being a British subject, who 
may be competent to give evidence as to the guilt or innocence of 
the party so charged, to appear and give evidence, and to punish 
the wilful default of any such person to appear and give evidence, 
after reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, 
by fine or imprisonment, in like manner as provided in Article XI 
of this Order; and shall examine every such witness in the 
presence and hearing of the party accused, and afford the accused 
party all reasonable facility for cross-examining such witness; and 
shall cause the deposition of every such witness to be reduced to 
writing, and the same to be read cver, and, if necessary, explained 
to the party accused, together with any other evidence that may 
have heen urged against him during the course of the inquiry ; and 
shall require such accused party to defend himself against the 
charge brought against him, and, if necessary, advise him of the 
legal effects of any voluntary confession, and shall take the evidence 
of any witness whom the accused party may tender to be examined 
in his defence; and every witness, being a British subject, so 
examined as aforesaid, in case of wilful false testimony, may be 
convicted and punished for the crime of wilful and corrupt perjury ; 
and when the case has been fully inquired of, and the innocence or 
guilt of the person accused established to the satisfaction of the 

onsul, the Consul, as the case may be, shall either discharge the 
party accused from custody, if satisfied of his innocence, or proczed 
to pass sentence on him, if satisfied of his guilt; and it shall be 
lawful for the Consul, having inquired of, tried, and determined, 
in the manner aforesaid, any charge which may be brought before 
him, to award to the party convicted any amount of punishment 
a exceeding imprisonment for one month, or a fine of two huadred 

ollars. 

XIV. And it is further ordered, That if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused before 
Her Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, shall appear to such Consul 
to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be adequately 
punished by the infliction of such punishment as aforesaid, it shall 
be lawful for such Consul to summon two, or not more than four, 
British subjects of good repute to sit with him as assessors for 
inquiring of, trying, and determining the charge against such 
person ; and the Consul, when he shall try any such charge with 
the assistance of assessors as aforesaid, shall, if he is himself 
convinced of the guilt of the party accused, have power to award 
any amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for twelve 
months, or a fine of 1,000 dollars; and the assessors aforesaid 
shall have no authority to decide on the innocence or guilt of the 
party accused, or on the amount of punishment to be awarded to 
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him on conviction; but in the event of the said assessors, or any 
or either of them, dissenting from the conviction of, or from the 
amount of punishment awarded to the accused party, the said 
assessors, or any or either of them, shall be authorized to record 
in the minutes of the proceedings the grounds on which the said 
assessors, or any or either of them, may so dissent 3 and the Consul 
shall forthwith report to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs the fact that such dissent has been so recorded 
in the minutes of the proceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, 
lay before: him copies of the whole of the depositions and pro- 
ceedings, with the dissent of the assessor or assessors recorded 
therein; and it shall be lawful thereupon for Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, by warrant under 
his hand and seal addressed to the Consul, to confirm or vary, or 
remit altogether, as to him may seem fit, the punishment awarded 
to the party accused; and such Consul shall give immediate effect 
to the injunction of any such warrant: Provided always, that in 
any case in which the assessor or assessors shall dissent from the 
conviction of or from the amount of punishment awarded to the 
accused party, it shall be lawtul for Her Majesty’s Consul to take 
good and sufficient bail from the accused party to appear and 
undergo the punisliment awarded to him, provided the same or any 
portion thereof is confirmed by Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, which punishment, or any portion 
thereof, shall commence to take effect from the day on which the 
decision of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs shall be notified to the party accused. 

XV. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and offences 
on the part of British subjects within the dominions of the Kings 
of Siam, itis further ordered, That it shall and may be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject who shall have 
been twice convicted before him of any crime or offence, and 
punished for the same, and who after execution of the sentence of 
the Consul on any second conviction shall not be able to find good 
and sufficient security to the satisfaction of the Consul for, his 
future good behaviour, to be sent out of the dominions of the 
Kings of Siam; and to this end the Consul shall have power and 
authority, as soon as may be practicable after execution of the 
Sentence on such second conviction, to send any such twice-con- 
victed party, if a native of the territories administered by the 
East India Company, to Her Majesty’s possession of Singapore, 
or to some other port of the said territories, or if such party is 
not a native of the said territories, to England, and in the mean- 
while to detain such party in custody until a suitable oppor- 
tunity for sending him out of the dominions of the Kings of Siam 
shall present itself; and any person so to be sent out of the said 
dominions as aforesaid shall be embarked in custody on board one 
of Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or if there should be no such vessel

of war available for such purpose, then on board any British vessel 
bound to Singapore, or to some other port in the territories admi- 
nistered by the East India Company, or to England, as the case 
may be; and it shall be lawful for the Commander of any of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel bound to any such 
port as aforesaid, or to England, to receive any such person as 
aforesaid uuder a warrant from the Consul to him addressed, and 
thereupon to convey him in custody to any such port as aforesaid, 
or to England, in the same manner as if he were a distressed 
British subject, unless he shall be willing and able himself to defray 
the expenses of his passage. 

XVI. And it is further ordered, That in any case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of the 
crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting and maiming, or stab- 
bing, or wounding, or assault endangering life, or of wilfully causing 
any bodily injury dangerous to life, the proceedings before the 
Consul shall be carried on with the aid of assessors convened in 
the manner aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to 
him it shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him of 
any of the crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or imprison- 
ment which may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of the 
dominions of the Kings of Siam in the manner pointed out in the 
next preceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime 
laid to the charge of such person may be the first of which he has 
been convicted before the Consul. 

XVII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul within the dominions of the Kings of Siam, upon 
information laid before him by one or more credible witnesses that 
there is reasonable ground to apprehend that any British subject is 
about to commit a breach of the public peace, to cause such British 
subject to be brought before him, and to require such British 
subject to give sufficient security to keep the peace; and in the 
event of any British subject being convicted of and punished for a 
breach of the peace, to cause such British subject, after he shall 
have undergone the punishment which may have been awarded to — 
him by the Consul, to find security for his good behaviour; and in 
the event of any British subject who may be required, as aforesaid, 
to give sufficient security to keep the peace, or to find security for 
his good behaviour, being unable or wilfully omitting to do so, then 
and in that case it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to send 
such British subject out of the dominions of the Kings of Siam in 
the manner pointed out in Article XV of this Order. 

XVIII. And it is further ordered, That in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of the 
Kings of Siam, as provided in Articles XV, XVI, and XVII of 
this Order, the Consul sending him out shall forthwith report such 
act of deportation, with the grounds of his decision, to Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, or in a case where 
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the party so deported is a native of the territories administered by 
the Fast India Company, to the Governor-General of India. 

XIX. And it is further ordered, That in cases of assault it 
shall be lawful for the Consul before whom complaint is made to 
promote reconciliation between the parties, and to suffer compen- 
sation and amends to be made, and the proceedings thereby to be 
stayed. 

xX. And it is further ordered, That a minute of the proceedings 
in every case heard and determined before the Consul in pursuance 
of this Order shall be drawn up and be signed by the Consul, and 
shall, in cases where assessors are present, be open for the inspec- 
tion of such assessors, and for their signature, if they shall therein 
concur; and such minute, together with the depositions of the 
witnesses, shall be preserved in the public office of the said 
Consul. 

XXI. And it is further ordered, That save and except as regards 
offences committed by British subjects against the stipulations of 
Treaties between Her Majesty and the Kings of Siam, or against 
rules and regulations for the observance of the stipulations of such 
Treaties duly affixed ard exhibited, according to the provisions of 
Article II of this Order, or against rules and regulations for the 
peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects being 
within the dominions of the Kings of Siam, duly affixed and exhi- 
bited as aforesaid, no act done by a British subject being within 
the dominions of the Kings of Siam shall by Her Majesty’s Consul 
be deemed and taken to be a crime, or misdemeanour, or offence, 
rendering the person committing it amenable to punishment, 
which, if done within any part of Her Majesty’s dominions, would 
not, by a court of justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her 
Majesty’s dominions, have been deemed and taken to be a crime 
or misdemeanour or offence rendering the person so committing it 
amenable to punishment; and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, er Majesty’s pos- 
session of Singapore as the place where crimes and offences 
committed by Bnitish subjects within the dominions of the Kings of 
Siam which it may be expedient shall be inquired of, tried, deter- 
mined and punished within Her Majesty’s dominions, shall be so 
Inquired of, tried, determined, and punished, and Her Majesty’s 
Consul resident in the kingdom of Siam shall have authority to 
cause any British subject charged with the commission of any 
crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time apper- 
tain to him, to be sent for trial to Her Majesty’s said possession of 
Singapore. 

AXII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with the 
commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may at 
any time appertain to him, to be sent, in any of Her Majesty’s 
ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Her Majesty’s possession 
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of Singapore, for trial before the Supreme Court of the said pos- 
session; and it shall be lawful for the commander of any of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war or of any British vessel to receive any such 
person on board, with a warrant from the said Consul, addressed to 
the Chief Magistrate of Police of the said possession, and there- 
upon to convey him in custody to Singapore, and on its arrival 
there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the custody of the 
said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer within the said 
possession lawfully acting as such, who, on the receipt of the said 
warrant and of the party therein named, shall be authorized to 
comniuit and shall commit such party so sent for trial to the common 
gaol of the said possession, and it shall be lawful for the keeper of 
the said common gaol to cause such party to be detained in safe 
and proper custody, and to be produced upon the order of the said 
Supreme Court; and the Supreme Court at the sessions to be next 
holden shall proceed to hear and determine the charge against such 
party in the same manner as if the crime with which he may be 
charged had been committed within Her Majesty’s possession of 


Singapore. 

XXIII. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consul, 
on any occasion of sending a prisoner to Singapore for trial, shall 
observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent for trial | 
to a British colony, in an Act passed in the 6th and 7th years of 
Her Majesty’s reign, intituled ‘‘ An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render 
the same more effectual.” 

XXIV. And it is further ordered, That the Supreme Court of 
Her Majesty’s possession of Singapore shall have and may exercise, 
concurrently with Her Majesty’s Consul, authority and jurisdiction 
in regard to all suits of a civil nature between British subjects 
arising within any part of the dominions of the Kings of Siam: 
Provided always, that the said Supreme Court shall not be bound, 
unless in a fit case it shall deem it mght so to do, by writ of 
certiorari or otherwise, to debar or prohibit the Consul from hearing 
and determining, pursuant to the provisions of the several Articles 
of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between British subjects, 
or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in any such matter. 

XXV. And it is further ordered, That all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress and seizure and 
sale of ships and goods and chattels; and no bill of sale, mortgage, 
or transfer of property made after the apprehension of a party, or 
with a view to security in regard to crimes or offences committed 
or to be committed, shall avail to defeat any of the provisions of 
this Order. 

XXVI. And itis further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul from time to time to establish rules of practice to 
be observed in proceedings before the said Consul, and to make 
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regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such proceed- 
ings and the costs of criminal prosecutions, and also to establish 
rates of fees to be taken in regard to civil suits heard and deter- 
mined before the said Consul; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Consul to enforce by seizure and sale of goods, or if there be no 
goods, by imprisonment, the payment of such established fees, and 
of such expenses as may be adjudged against the parties, or either 
or any of them: Provided always, that a table specifying the rates 
of fees to be so taken shall be afhxed and kept exhibited in the 
public office of the said Consul. 

XXVII. And it is further ordered, That all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except such 
penalties as may by Treaty be payable to the Siamese Government, 
shall be paid to the public account, and be applied in diminution 
of the public expenditure on account of Her Majesty’s Consulate 
in Siam: Provided always, that in the event of the Siamese autho- 
rities declining to receive fines payable to the Siamese Government 
as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the public account, and 
applied in the manner last-mentioned. 

XXVIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to grant probate of the will or letters of 
administration to the intestate estate of a British subject deceased 
and leaving property within the kingdom of Siam; and in the case 
of a party so deceased either leaving a will or intestate, it shall be 
lawful for the Consul, provided that probate of the will or letters 
of administration to the estate of the party deceased shall not have. 
been applied for within thirty days by any person lawfully entitled 
thereto, to administer to such estate, and to reserve to himself out 
of the procéeds of such estate a commission not exceeding two and 
a half per centum. 

X XIX. And it is further ordered, That a register shall be kept 
by Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects residing within the 
kingdom of Siam, and that every British subject now residing 
within the dominions of the Kings of Siam who shall not be already 
enrolled in such Consular register shall within a reasonable time 
after the promulgation of this Order, to be specified in a notice to 
be affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office, apply to 
the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every British 
subject who may arrive within the said dominions, save and except 
any British subject who may be born on the muster-roll of any 
British ship arriving in a port of Siam, shall within a reasonable 
time after his arrival, to be specified as aforesaid, apply to the 
Consul to be enrolled in such register; and any British subject 
who shal] refuse or neglect to make application so to be enrolled, 
and who shall not be able to excuse, to the satisfaction of the said 
Consul, such his refusal or neglect, shall not be entitled to be 
recognized or protected as a British subject in any difficulties or 
suits whatsoever in which he may have besi involved within the . 
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dominions of the Kings of Siam within the time during which he 
snall not have been so enrolled. 

AXX. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consul 
may exercise any of the powers which by any Acts of the Imperial 
Parliament now enacted or hereafter to be enacted for the regu- 
lation of merchant seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile 
marine, may be exercised by one or more justices of the peace 
within Her Majesty’s dominions. 

AXXI. And it is further ordered, That nothing in this Order 
contained shall be taken or construed to preclude Her Majesty’s 
Consul within the dominions of the Kings of Siam from performing 
any act.of administration, or jurisdiction, or other act which British 
Consuls within other States at amity with Her Majesty are by law, 
usage, or sufferance enabled to perform. 

XXXII. And it is further ordered, That any suit or action 
brought against Her Majesty’s Consul by reason of anything done 
under the authority and in execution of the power or jurisdiction 
of Her Majesty entrusted to him by this Order, shall be commenced 
or prosecuted within six months after he shall have been within 
the jurisdiction of the Court in which the same may be brouzht and 
not otherwise, and the defendant in every such action or suit shall 
be entitled to the benefit of the provisions made with respect to 
defendants in actions or suits in an Act passed in the 6th and 7th 
years of Her Majesty, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to 
the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render 
the same more effectual.” 

XXXIII. And it is further ordered, That the term “ Consul” 
in this present Order shail be construed to include all and every 
officer in Her Majesty’s service, whether Consul-General, Consul, 
Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or person duly authorized to act 
in any of the aforesaid capacities within the dominions of the Kings 
of Siam, and engaged in carrying out the provisions of this Order ; 
and that wherever in this Order with reference to any person, 
matter, or thing, any word or words is or are used importing the 
singular number or the masculine gender only, yet such word or 
words shall be understood to include several persons as well as one 
person, females as well as males, and several matters or things as 
well as one matter or thing, unless it be otherwise specially pro- 
vided, or there be something in the subject or context repugnant 
to such construction. 

XXXIV. And it is further ordered, That this Order shall take 
effect from and after the 1st day of December next ensuing. 

And the Right Honourable the Earl of Clarendon and the Board 
of Commissioners for the Affairs of India,.and the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions herein 
as to them may respectively appertain.

SULTAN OF MOROCCO—GOVERNMENT OF HER MAJESTY’S SUB- 
JECTS IN THE DOMINIONS OF THE. 


Wuereas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the session 
of Parliament holden in the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty’s 
reign, intituled “* An Act to remove doubts as to the exercise of 
power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries and 
places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render the same 
more effectual,” it is amongst other things enacted, that it is and 
shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any 
power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty now hath, or may at any 
any time hereafter have, within any country or place out of Her 
Majesty’s dominions in the same and as ample a manner as if Her 
Majesty had acquired such power or Jurisdiction by the cession or 
conquest of territory : 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in the 
dominions of His Majesty the Sultan of Morocco: 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due and 
effectual exercise of such power and jurisdiction : 

I. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said recited 
Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice 
of her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, that Her 
Majesty’s Consuls appointed to reside in the dominions of the 
Sultan of Morocco shall have full power and authority to carry into 
effect, and to enforce by the means and in the manner hereinafter 
mentioned and provided, the observance of the stipulations of any 
Treaty or Convention, or of any regulations appended to any 
Treaty or Convention now existing, or which may hereafter be 
made between Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, and the 
Sultan of Morocco, his heirs and successors; and to make and to 
enforce, by fine or imprisonment, or both, rules and regulations for 
the observance of the stipulations of any such Treaty or Con- 
vention, and for the peace, order, and good government of Her 
Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Morocco, his heirs and successors. 

II. And it is further ordered, That a copy of all such rules and 
regulations made by the said Consul shall forthwith be affixed, and 
kept affixed and exhibited in some conspicuous place in the public 
office of the said Consul, and that printed copies of the said rules 
and regulations shall, as soon as possible, be provided by the said 
Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding one dollar for each copy; 
and for the purpose of convicting any person offending against the 
said rules and regulations, and fur all other purposes of law what- 
soever, a printed copy of the said rules and regulations, certified 
under the hand of the said Consul to be a true copy thereof, shall 
be taken as conclusive evidence of such rules and regulations and 
all things therein respectively contained, and no penalty shall be 
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incurred or shall be enforced for the breach of any such rules and 
regulations to be hereafter made until the same shall have been so 
affixed and exhibited for one calendar month in the public office of 
the Consul: Provided always, that any such rule or regulation made 
by Her Majesty’s Consul, and to be enforced by a penalty, shall, 
before the first day on which the same shall be so affixed or exhi- 
bited, be transmitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs for allowance or disallowance; and if any such 
rule or regulation shall be disallowed by Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the same shall cease to have 
effect from the receipt by the Consul of such disallowance ; never- 
theless, the Consul shall not be liable to be proceeded against in 
any of Her Majesty’s Courts in regard to any act done by him 
under such rule or regulation previously to the receipt of its disal- 
lowance by such Consul. 

III. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, upon information, or upon the com- 
plaint of any person that a British subject has violated any of the 
stipulations of any Treaty or Convention, or of any regulations 
appended to any Treaty or Convention, between Her Majesty and 
the Sultan of Morocco, or has disregarded or infringed any of the 
rules or regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any 
such Treaty or Convention, affixed and exhibited according to the 
provisions of the next preceding Article of this Order, to summon 
before him the accused person, and to receive evidence and to 
examine witnesses on oath as to the guilt or innocence of such 
person in regard to the offence laid to his charge, and to award 
such penalty of fine or imprisonment against any person convicted 
of an offence against any such Treaty or Convention, or appended 
regulations, or against the said rules and regulations, as may be 
specified therein respectively; and any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of any such Treaty or Convention, or appended 
regulations, or for a breach of such rules and {regulations for the 
observance of any such Treaty, shall be heard and determined by 
the Consul without assessors: Provided always, that in no case 
shall the penalty be incurred by a breach of such rules and 
regulations exceed 500 dollars, or three calendar months’ impri- 
sonment, 

IV. And it is further ordered, That any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of rules and regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties shall, in like manner, be 
heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul; and in all cases 
in which the penalty shall not exceed 200 dollars, or one calendar 
month’s imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and determine the 
charge summarily without the aid of assessors ; but where a penalty 
attached to a breach of the rules and regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties shall amount to more than 
200 dollars, or to imprisonment for more than one calendar month, 
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the Consul, before he shall proceed to hear the charge, shall sum- 
mon two disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit with 
him as assessors, which assessors, however, shall have no authority 
to decide on the innocence or guilt of the person charged, or on the 
amount of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him on convic- 
tion, but it shall rest with the Consul to decide on the guilt or 
Innocence of the person charged, and on the amount of fine or 
imprisonment to be awarded to him: Provided always, that in no 
case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach of rules and regu- 
lations other than those for the observance of Treaties exceed 500 
dollars, or three calendar months’ imprisonment; and provided, 
further, that in the event of the said assessors, or either or them, 
dissenting from the conviction of the party charged, or from the 
penalty of fine or imprisonment awarded to him by the Consul, 
the Consul shall take a note of such dissent, with the grounds 
thereof, and shall require good and sufficient security for the 
appearance of the person convicted ata future time, in order to 
undergo his sentence or receive his discharge; and in default of 
such security being given it shall be lawful for the Consul to cause 
the person to be detained in custody until such security is given ; 
and the Consul shall, with as little delay as possible, report his 
decision, with all the particulars of the case, together with the dis- 
sent of the assessors or assessor, and the grounds thereof, to Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General in Morocco, who 
shall have authority in all such cases to confirm or vary or reverse 
the decision of the Consul as to him may seem fit. 

V. And it is further ordered, That upon any question relating 
to the observance of any Treaty or Convention, or of rules and 
regulations for the observance of any Treaty or Convention, or of 
rules and regulations other than those for the observance of any 
Treaty or Convention, a report of every decision made by a subor- 
dinate Consular officer, whether with or without the aid of assessors, 
shall be sent by him to the superior Consular officer of the dis- 
trict; and such superior Consular officer, on the receipt of such 
report, shall proceed, without assessors, to revise such decision as 
to him shall seem fit; and such revision shall have, for the pur- 

oses of this Order, the same effect as if the case had bcen origi- 
nally heard and determined by such superior Consular officer, with 
or without the aid of assessors; Provided, that in any case in 
which the assessors, or either of them, shall have dissented from 
the decision of the subordinate Consular officer, such decision shall 
not be subject to revision by the superior Consular officer, but the 
same shall be submitted for revision to Her Majesty’s Chargé 
d’Affaires and Consul-General in the same manner as if such 
decision had been made by the superior Consular officer. 

VI. And it is further ordered, That every person tried and con- 
victed before the Consul for a breach of any Treaty or Conven- 
tion between Her Majesty and the Sultan of Morocco, or for a 
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breach of any rules and regulations for the observance of any such 
Treaty or Convention, or for a breach of any rules and regulations 
other than those relating to the observance of any Treaty or Con- 
vention, may appeal from the decision of the Consul thereon to 
Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, who shall 
have power to confirm, vary, or reverse the sentence of the Consul 
as to him may seem fit, and also to adjudge as to him shall seem 
fit respecting the costs of such appeal; and the decision of the 
said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General thereon shall be final 
and conclusive to all intents and purposes: Provided always, that 
notice of such appeal shall be given to the Consul in writing, 
signed by the party appealing, within fifteen days after his decision, 
and thereupon the Consul shall be entitled to require from the 
party so appealing reasonable and sufficient security for the prosc- 
cution of the appeal, and for the payment of the costs thereof in 
case he shall be adjudged to pay the same; such security to con- 
sist, in part, of one or more sufficient surety or sureties, to be 
approved by the Consul: Provided also, that in every such case 
the Consul shall forthwith report such appeal, and shall at the 
same time transmit a copy of the proceedings on the trial before 
him to Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General ; and 
the party so appealing shall be and is hereby required to prosecute 
such appeal within such time as shall be by the Consul, with the 
approval of the Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, assigned for 
the prosecution of the same, and if the party shall not duly prose- 
cute his appeal within such time as aforesaid, the Consul shall 
enforce his sentence as if no such appeal had been interposed. 

VII. And it is further ordered, That if any person who shall 
have committed or been charged with any breach of or offence 
against any such Treaty or Convention, or any such rules and 
regulations as aforesaid, shall escape or remove from the Consular 
district witkin which the fact was committed, and shall be found 
within another Consular district, it shall be lawful for the Consul 
within which district such person shall be so found to proceed 
against him in the same manner as if the fact had been committed 
within such district. 

VIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to hear and determine any suit of a civil nature 
by a Moorish subject against a British subject, arising within any 
part of the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco, the Moorish 
Governor at the town or district, or the Kadi, or other officer who 
may be appointed by them for that purpose, being present, if he 
or they so desire, during the trial and judgment of the case; and 
if the plaintiff in such suit be dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Consul therein, he shall have a right of appeal against the same to 
the Moorish Commissioner for Foreign Affairs; and if the defen- 
dant in such suit be dissatisfied with the decision of the Consul 
therein, he shall have a right of appeal against the same to Her 
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Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, and the decision 
of the said Moorish Commissioner for Foreign Affairs, or of the 
said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, upon such appeal shall 
be final and conclusive to all intents and purposes. 

IX. And it is further ordered, That all suits of a civil nature by 
a British subject against a Moorish subject, arising within any part 
of the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco, shall be heard and 
determined by the Moorish Governor of the town or district, or 
the Kadi, according as the case may appertain to their respective 
Courts; the British Consul, or his deputy appointed by him for 
that purpose, being present, if the said Consul shall so think fit, 
during the trial and judgment of the case; and if the plaintiff in 
any such last-mentioned suit shall be dissatisfied with the decision 
of the Governor or Kadi therein, he shall have a mght of appeal 
against the same to Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul- 
General; and if the defendant in any such last-mentioned suit 
shall be dissatisfied with the decision of the Governor or Kadi 
therein, he shall have a right of appeal against the same to the 
Moorish Commissioner for Foreign Affairs; and the decision of 
the said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, or of the said 
Moorish Commissioner for Foreign Affairs, upon such appeal shall 
be final and conclusive to all intents and purposes. 

X. And it is further ordered, That all suits, disputes, differences, 
- and causes of litigation of a civil nature arising between British 
subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco shall be 
heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, who shall be the 
sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively, subject, nevertheless, to 
an appeal against the decision of the Consul therein to the Supreme 
Court of Her Majesty’s garrison and territory of Gibraltar: Pro- 
vided always, that the party intending so to appeal against the 
decision of the said Consul shall, within fifteen days after the 
determination of the case by the Consul, by himself or his agent, 
give to the Consul notice in writing of his appeal to the said 
Supreme Court of Gibraltar; whereupon the Consul shail, as 
speedily as possible, transmit to the said Supreme Court all the 
documents which were produced before him in the case, and none 
other, together with a statement of the evidence taken before him 
in the case, and of the grounds on which his decision was formed, 
and shall forthwith notify to the several parties the transmission 
of the said proceedings to the said Supreme Court: Provided also, 
that it shall be lawful for the Consul to require from any person 
so appealing to the said Supreme Court reasonable security, to 
consist in part of one or two sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the Consul, that such person so applying will duly prosecute his 
appeal, and will abide by the decision to be given therein by the 
said Supreme Court, and that in case such appeal shall fail, he will 
answer and satisfy all costs, loss, and damages sustained by the 
other party by reason of such appeal. 
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XI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to summon not less than two, and not more than 
four, disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit with him 
as assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of litigation whatever of a civil nature brought before him for 
decision, and in case the sum sought to be recovered shall exceed 
500 dollars, such suit shall not be heard by the Consul without 
assessors, if within a reasonable time such assessors can be pro- 
cured ; hut the assessors aforesaid shall have no authority to decide 
on the merits of such suit, but in the event of such assessors, or 
any of them, dissenting from -the decision of the Consul, the 
Consul shall enter the fact of such dissent and the grounds thereof 
in the minutes of the proceedings, and in case of appeal shall 
transmit the same to the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s garrison 
cies territory of Gibraltar, together with the documents relating to 
the suit. 

XII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decision in favour of or against a 
British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation, by distress and sale, or imprisonment, in like manner 
as a decision of the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s garrison 
and territory of Gibraltar in a civil suit is enforced within the 
same. 

XIII. And it is further ordered, That in case of an appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Her Majesty’s garrison and territory of 
Gibraltar from the decision of Her Majesty’s Consul, it shall be 
lawful for the said Supreme Court, upon such terms as to costs and 
otherwise as it shall think proper, to admit any further legal 
evidence besides that adduced before the Consul, on its being esta- 
blished to the satisfaction of the said Supreme Court, by oath or 
affidavit, that the party desiring to produce such further evidence 
was ignorant of the existence of such evidence, or was taken by 
surprise at the hearing before the Consul, or was unable to produce 
it before the Consul after due and reasonable diligence and exertion 
on his part, or where, under the circumstances of the case, it shall 
appear to the said Supreme Court that further evidence ought to 
be received. 7 

XIV. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consu 
shall have power in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation to examine on oath, or in such form and with such cere- 
monies as the witness may declare to he binding on his conscience, 
any witness who may appear before him, and shall have power, on 
the application of any party in such suit, to issue a compulsory 
order for the attendance of any person, being a British subject, 
who may be competent to give evidence in such suit; and any 
British subject who shall have been duly served with any such 
compulsory order, and with a reasonable notice of the day of 
hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses of appearing as a 
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witness having been paid or tendered to him by the party at whose 
application he shall have been ordered to attend, shall, on his wilful 
default to appear as a witness at the hearing of such suit, be 
punished with a fine not exceeding 100 dollars, or with imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding thirty days, at the discretion of the 
said Consul. 

XV. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on 
oath, whether before the Consul or before the Moorish Governor 
or Kadi, who shall in any such examination give wilfully false 
testimony, may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful 
and corrupt perjury. 

X VI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation by amicable agreement 
between the parties; and, with the consent of the several parties, 
to refer the decision of a suit or contention to one or more arbi- 
trators, and to take security from the parties that they will be 
bound by the result of such arbitration; and the award of such 
arbitrator or arbitrators shall be, to all intents and purposes, 
deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of Her Majesty’s 
Consul in such civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, 
and shall be entered and recorded as such, and shall have the like 
effect and operation, and shall be enforced accordingly, and shall 
be final and conclusive to all intents and purposes, and shall not be 
open to appeal, unless the same shall, within a reasonable time, 
have been ordered by the Consul to be set aside, on the ground 
that it is not final, or is defective, or that the arbitrator or arbitra- 
tors have exceeded their authority, or have been guilty of miscon- 
duct in the matter. 

XVII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him anv British subject who may be charged with having com- 
mitted any crime or offence within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Morocco; and such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all 
convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for such purpose 
shail have power to examine on oath, or in such form and with 
such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be binding on his 
conscience, any witness who may appear before him to prove the 
charge; and also shall have power to compel any person, being a 
British subject, who may be competent to give evidence as to the 
guilt or innocence of the party so charged, to appear and give 
evidence, and to punish the wilful default of any such person to 
appear and give evidence, after reasonable notice of the day of the 
hearing of such charge, by fine or imprisonment, in like manner as 
is provided in Article XIV of this Order, and shall examine every 
such witness in the presence and hearing of the party accused, and 
shall afford the party accused all reasonable facility for cross- 
examining such witness, and shall cause the deposition of every 
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such witness to be reduced to writing, and the same to be read 
over, and if necessary explained, to the party accused, together 
with any other evidence that may have been urged against 
him during the course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused 
party to defend himself against the charge brought against him, 
and, if necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any voluntary 
confession, and shall take the evidence of any witness whom the 
accused party may tender to be examined in his defence; and every 
witness, being a British subject, so examined as aforesaid, who 
shall upon any such occasion give wilfully false testimony, may be 
convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful and corrupt 
perjury; and when the case has heen fully inquired into, and the 
innocence or guilt of the person accused has been established to 
the satisfaction of the Consul, the Consul, as the case may be, shall 
either discharge the party accused from custody, if sat'sfied of his 
innocence, or proceed to pass sentence on him if satisfied of his 
guilt ; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, having inquired of, 
tried, and determined in the manner aforesaid any charge which 
may be brought before him, to award to.the party convicted any 
amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for onecalendar 
month, or a fine of 200 dollars. 

XVIII. And it is further ordered, That if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused before 
Her Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid shall appear to such Consul to 
be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be adequately punished 
by the infliction of such punishment us aforesaid, it shall be lawful 
for such Consul to summon not less than two, or not more than 
four, disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit with him 
as assessors for inquiring of, trying, and determining the charges 
against such person ; and the Consul, when he shall try any such 
charge with the assistance of assessors as aforesaid, shall, if he is 
himself convinced of the guilt of the party accused, have power to 
award any amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for 
twelve calendar months, or a fine of 1,000 dollars; and the 
assessors aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the inno- 
cence or guilt of the party accused, or on the amount of punish- 
ment to be awarded to him on conviction, but in the event of the 
said assessors, or any of them, dissenting from the ‘conviction of, 
or from the amount of punishment awarded to, the accused party, 
the assessors or assessor so Gissenting shall be authorized to record 
in the minutes of the proceedings the grounds on which they or 
he may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith report to Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General for Morocco the 
fact of such dissent and of its having been so recorded in the 
minutes of the proceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, lay 
before the said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General copies of the 
whole of the depositions and proceedings, with the dissent of the 
assessor or assessors recorded therein, and it shall be lawful there-

upon for Her Majesty’s said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, 
by warrant under his hand and seal addressed to the Consul, to 
confirm or vary, or remit altogether, as to him may seem fit, the 
sentence and punishment awarded to the party accused, and such 
Consul shall give immediate effect to the injunction of any such 
warrant: Provided always, that in any case in which the assessor 
or assessors shall dissent from the conviction of, or from the amount 
of punishment awarded to the accused party, it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to take good and sufficient bail from the 
accused party to appear and undergo the punishment awarded to 
him, provided the same or any portion thereof be confirmed by Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General, which punishment 
so confirmed shall commence and take effect from the day on which 
the decision of Her Majesty’s said Chargé d’Affaires and Consul- 
General shall be notified to the party accused. 

XIX. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and 
offences on the part of British subjects within the dominions of 
the Sultan of Morocco, it is further ordered, That it shall and may 
be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject 
who shall have been twice convicted before him of any crime or 
offence, and punished for the same, and who, after execution of the 
sentence of the Consul, on any second conviction, shall not be able 
to find good and sufficient security, to the satisfaction of the 
Consul, for his future good behaviour, or who, having been 
deported under any sentence, shall during such sentence return, to 
be sent out of the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco; and to 
this end the Consul shall have power and authority, as soon as may 
be practicable after execution of the sentence on such second 
conviction, to send any such twice-convicted party, or any person 
so returning as aforesaid, to Her Majesty’s garrison and territory of 
Gibraltar, and in the meantime to detain such party in custody 
until a suitable opportunity for sending him out of the dominions 
of the Sultan of Morucco shall present itself; and any person so 
to be sent out of the said dominions as aforesaid shall be embarked 
in custody on board one of Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or, if 
there shall be no such vessel available for such purpose, then on 
board any British vessel bound to Gibraltar; and it shall be lawful 
for the Commander of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of 
any British vessel bound to Gibraltar, to receive any such person 
as aforesaid under a warrant from the Consul to him addressed, 
and thereupon to convey such person in custody to Gibraltar as 
aforesaid, in the same manner as if he were a distressed British 
subject, unless he shall be willing and able himself to defray the 
expenses of his passage. 

XX. And it is further ordered, That in anv case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of 
the crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting and maiming, or 
stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering life, or of 
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wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, or of wilful 
or corrupt perjury, the proceedings before the Consul shall be 
carried on with the aid of assessors convened in the manner 
aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to him it shall 
seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him of any of the 
crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or imprisonment which 
may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of the dominions 
of the Sultan of Morocco for such time as to him shall seem meet, 
in the manner pointed out in the next preceding Article of this 
Order, notwithstanding the crime laid to the charge of such person 
may be the first of which he has been convicted before the 
Consul. 

X XI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul within the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco, 
upon information laid before him by one or more credible witnesses 
that there is reasonable ground to apprehend that any British 
subject is about to commit a breach of the public peace, to cause 
such British subject to be brought before him, and to require such 
British subject to give sufficient security to keep the peace; and 
in the event of any British subject being convicted of and punished 
for a breach of the peace, to cause such British subject, after he 
shall have undergone the punishment which may have been 
awarded to him by the Consul, ty find sccurity for his good 
behaviour ; and in the event of any British subject who may be 
required as aforesaid to give sufficient security to keep the peace, 
or to find security for his good behaviour, being unable or wilfully 
omitting to do so, then and in any such case it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to send such British subject out of the 
dominions of the Sultan of Morocco, in the manner pointed out in 
Article XIX of this Order. 

XXII. And it is further ordered, That in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of the 
Sultan of Morocco, as provided in the three next preceding 
Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him out shall forthwith 
report such act of deportation, with the grounds of his decision 
thcreou, to Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul-General 
in Morocco. 

XXIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him any British subject who may be charged with smuggling 
or importing into the dominions of the said Sultan any goods 
whereon any duty shall be charged or payable to the said Sultan, 
with intent to evade the payment of such duty, or any gocds the 
importation whereof shall be prohibited; and such Consul shall 
thereupon proceed with all convenient speed to inquire into the 
same on oath or solemn affirmation, and to hear the witnesses on 
both sides with like powers and in like manner in all respects as is 
provided by Article XIV of this Order; and it shall be lawful for 
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the Consul, having inquired into and heard the said charge, to 
determine the same, and if he shall find the party guilty, if the 
charge against him shall be of importing into the said dominions 
prohibited goods, then to award him to pay a fine not exceeding 
treble the value of the said goods at the current price of the day ; 
and if the charge shall be of smuggling or importing goods with 
intent to evade the payment of duty as aforesaid, then to award 
him to pay a fine not exceeding treble the amount of the duties 
leviable thereon, and in case of non-payment of any such fine or 
fines to award him to be imprisoned for a period not exceeding 
three months, or it shall be lawful for such Consul, without 
awarding the payment of any fine, to award that such party shall 
be imprisoned for a period not exceeding six months in such place 
as he shall appoint: Provided always, that no British subject 
charged only with importing prohibited goods shall be apprehended, 
unless and until he shall have had one week’s notice to appear and 
answer the charge, and shall have refused, failed, or omitted so to 
appear. 

m XIV. And it is further ordered, That a report of every sentence 
passed by a subordinate Consular officer in respect of any of the 
matters mentioned in Articles XVII, XVITI, XIX, XX, and XXI, 
of this Order, and awarding a fine exceeding 200 dollars, or im- 
prisonment for a term exceeding one calendar month, shall be sent 
in by such Consular officer to the superior Consular officer of the 
district; and on the receipt of such report such superior Consular 
officer shall proceed, without assessors, to revise such sentence as 
to him shall seem fit; and in the case of every sentence pronounced 
by the subordinate Consular officer without assessors, or with the 
concurrence of assessors, the decision of the superior Consular 
officer shall be final and conclusive; but in the case of any sentence 
pronounced by the subordinate Consular officer, from which the 
assessors, or either of them, shall have dissented, the superior Con- 
sular officer shall not proceed to revise such sentence, but shall 
submit all the proceedings to Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and 
Consul-General in the same manner as if the case had been origi- 
nally heard and decided by the superior Consular officer with 
dissent on the part of the assessors, or either of them. 

XXV. And it is further ordered, That in cases of common 
assault it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the complaint 
is made to promote reconciliation between the parties, and to suffer 
compensation and amends to be made, and the proceedings thereby 
to be finally stayed. 

XXVI. And it is further ordered, That a minute of the pro- 
ceedings in every case heard and determined before the Consul, in 
pee of this Order, shall be carefully drawn up and be signed 

y the Consul, and shall, in cases where the assessors are present, 
be open for the inspection of such assessors and for their signature 
if they therein shall concur; and every such minute, together with 
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the depositions of the witnesses, shall be preserved in the public 
office of the said Consul. 

XAXVIT. And it is further ordered, That save and except as 
regards offences committed by British subjects against the stipula- 
tions of any Treaty between Her Majesty and the Sultan of 
Morocco, or against any rules and regulations for the observance of 
the stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, duly affixed and 
exhibited according to the provisions of Article II of this Order, 
or against any rules and regulations for the peace, order, and good 
government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions 
of the Sultan of Morocco, no act done by a British subject within 
the dominions of the said Sultan shall by Her Majesty’s Consul be 
deemed and taken to be a crime or misdemeanour or offence 
rendering the person committing it amenable to punishment, which 
if done within any part of Her Majesty’s dominions, would not, by 
a Court of Justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty’s 
dominions, have been deemed and taken to be a crime or misde- 
meanour or offence rendering the person committing it amenable 
to punishment; and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, by and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty’s garrison and 
territory of Gibraltar as the place where crimes and offences com- 
mitted by British subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Morocco, which it may be expedient shall be inquired of, tried, 
determined, and punished within Her Majesty’s dominions shall be 
so inquired of, tried, determined, and punished; and Her Majesty’s 
Consul resident in Morocco shall have authority to cause any 
British subject charged with the commission of any crime or 
offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time appertain to him, 
to be sent for trial to Her Majesty’s said garrison and territory of 
Gibraltar. 

XXVITI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with 
the commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may 
at any time appertain to him, to be sent in any of Her Majesty's 
ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Her Majesty's garrison 
and territory of Gibraltar, for trial before the Supreme Court of 
the said garrison and territory; and it shall be lawful for the Com- 
mander of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British 
vessel, to receive any such person on board, with a warrant from 
the said Consul addressed to the Chief Magistrate of Police of the 
said garrison and territory; and thereupon to a and detain in 
lawful custody and to convey him in custody to Gibraltar, and on 
his arrival there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the 
custody of the said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer 
within the said garrison and territory lawfully acting as such, who, 
-on receipt of the said warrant, and of the party therein named, 
shall be authorized to commit, and shall commit, such party so sent 
for trial to the common gaol of the said garrison and territory ; and 
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it shall be lawful for the keeper of the said common gaol to cause 
such party to be detained in safe and proper custody, and to be 
produced npon the order of the said Supreme Court; and the Su- 
preme Court at the sessions to be holden next after such committal 
shall proceed to hear and determine the charge against such party, 
and to punish him for the same if found guilty, in the same 
manner as if the crime with which he may be charged had been 
committed within Her Majesty’s said garrison and territory of 
Gibraltar. 

XXIX. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consul, 
on any occasion of sending a prisoner to Gibraltar for trial, shall 
observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent for trial 
to a British colony, in an Act passed in the 6th and 7th years of 
Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act to remove doubts as to 
the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and sass out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render 
the same more effectual.” 

XXX. And it is further ordered, That the Supreme Court of 
Her Majesty’s garrison and territory of Gibraltar shall have and 
may exercise, concurrently with Her Majesty’s Consul, authority 
and jurisdiction in regard to all suits of a civil nature between 
British subjects arising within any part of the dominions of the 
Sultan of Morocco: Provided always, that the said Supreme Court 
shall not be bound, unless in a fit case it shall deem it right so to 
do, by writ of certiorari or otherwise, to debar or prohibit the 
Consul from hearing and determining, pursuant to the provisions of 
the several Articles of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between 
British subjects, or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in any 
such matter. | 

XXXI. And it is further ordered, That all fines and penalties 
Imposed under this Order may be levied by distress and seizure, 
and sale of ships and of goods and chattels; and no bill of sale, 
mortgage, or transfer of property made by a party accused after his 
apprehension, or with a view to securing such party against any 
crime or offence committed or to be committed by him, or against 
the consequences thereof, shall avail to defeat any of the provisions 
of this Order. 

XXXII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul from time to time to establish rules of prac- 
tice to be observed in proceedings before him, and to make regu- 
lations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such proceedings, 
and the cost of criminal prosecutions, and also to establish rates 
and scales of fees to be taken in regard to civil suits heard and 
determined before the said Consul; and it shall be lawful for the 
said Consul to enforce by seizure and sale of goods, or, if there be 
no sufficient goods, by imprisonment, the payment of such esta- 
blished fees, and of such costs or expenses as may be adjudged 
against the parties, or any of them: Provided always, that a table 
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specifying the rates of fees to be so taken shall be affixed and kept 
exhibited in the public office of the said Consul. 

XXXIII. And it is further ordered, That all fees, penalties, 
fines, and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except such 
penalties as may by Treaty be payable to the Sultan of Morocco, 
shall be paid to the public account, and shall be applied in dimi- 
nution of the public expenditure on account of Her Majesty’s 
Consulate in Morocco: Provided always, that in the event of any of 
the Moorish authorities declining to receive fines payable to the 
Government of Morocco as aforesaid, the same shall also be paid 
to the public account, and applied in the manner last mentioned. 

XXXIV. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to grant probate of will or letters of adminis- 
tration to the intestate estate of any British subject, or any native 
of a state or place under British protection, who shall die and leave 
property within the dominion of the Sultan of Morocco; and if 
such probate or letters of administration shall not be applied for 
within thirty days after the death of the deceased person, it shall be 
lawful for the Consul to administer to the estate of such person, 
and for so doing to reserve to himself out of the proceeds of such 
estate a commission not exceeding two and a-half per cent. on the 
account thereof. 

XXXV. And it is further ordered, That a register shall be kept 
by Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects residing within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Morocco ; and that every British subject 
now residing within such dominions who shall not have been already 
enrolled in such Consular register shall within a reasonable time 
after the promulgation of this Order, such time to be specified in a 
notice affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office, apply 
to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every British 
subject who may arrive within the said dominions (except British 
subjects borne on the muster-roll of any British ship arriving in 
any port of Morocco) shall, within a reasonahle time after his 
arrival, such time to be specified as aforesaid, also apply to the 
Consul to be enrolled in such regisier; and any British subject who 
shall refuse or neglect to comply to be so enrolled as hereinbefore 
mentioned, and who shall not excuse such refusal or neglect to the 
satisfaction of the Consul, shall not be entitled to be recognized or 
protected as a British subject in respect to any suit, dispute, or 
difficulty in which he may have been, or may be, engaged or 
involved within the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco at any 
time when he shall not have been, or shall not be, so enrolled. 

XXXVI. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall and may exercise all or any of the powers which by any Act 
or Acts of the Imperial Parliament for the regulation of merchant 
seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile marine, may now or 
at any time hereafter be exercised by any justice or justices of the 
peace within Her Majesty’s dominions. 
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XXXVII. And it is further ordered, That nothing in this Order 
contained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her Majesty’s 
Consul within the dominions of the Sultan of Morocco from doing 
or performing any act whatsoever which British Consuls within 
any other State in amity with Her Majesty are by law, usage, or 
sufferance entitled or enabled to do or perform. 

XXXVIITI. And it is further ordered, That every action or suit 
brought against Her Majesty’s Consul by reason of anything done 
under the authority of this Order shall be commenced within six 
calendar months next after the doing thereof, and not otherwise ; 
and the defendant in every such action or suit shall be entitled to 
the benefits of the provisions made with respect to defendants in 
actions or suits in the said hereinbefore recited Act of the 6th and 
7th years of Her Majesty’s reign. 

XX XIX. And it is further ordered, That the word “ Consul” 
in this Order shall include every Consul-General, Consul, Vice- 
Consul, and Consular Agent, and every person duly authorized to 
act in any of the aforesaid capacities within the dominions of the 
Sultan of Morocco; and that, in the construction of this Order, 
words importing the singular number shall, if necessary, be under- 
stood to include several persons, matters or things; and words im- 
porting the masculine gender only shall, if necessary, be understood 
to import the feminine gender, unless there be something in the 
subject or context repugnant to such construction. 

XL. And it is further ordered, That this Order shall take effect 
on and aiter the Ist day of November now next ensuing. 

XLI. And the Right Honourable the Earl of Clarendon, and the 
Right Honourable the Lord Panmure, two of Her Majesty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions herein as to them 
may respectively appertain.

TURKEY— GOVERNMENT OF HER MAJESTY’S SUBJECTS IN. 


Waereas by a certain Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
session of Parliament holden in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled ‘An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to 
render the same more effectual,”’ it is amongst other things enacted, 
that it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, 
and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty now hath 
or may at any time hereafter have within any country or place 
out of Her Majesty’s dominions in the same and as ample a 
manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction 
by the cession or conquest of territory : 
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And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in the 
dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte: | 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased, on the 2nd day of 
October 1843, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to 
make, by Order in Council, provision for the due exercise of the 
jurisdiction possessed by Her Majesty as aforesaid in the domi- 
nions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte: 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased, on the 19th day of June 
1844, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to make, by 
Order in Council, further provision for the exercise of the juris- 
diction aforesaid : 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased, on the 24th day of 
April 1847, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to make, 
by Order in Council, other and further provisions for the due 
exercise of the power and jurisdiction aforesaid : 

And whereas it is expedient at the present time to still further 
provide for the more efficient exercise of the power and jurisdiction 
customarily and as of right exercised on behalf of Her Majesty by 
Her Majesty’s Ambassadors and other officers within the said 
dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte : 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the above-recited Act of Parlia- 
ment, and in execution of the powers thereby in Her Majesty in 
Council vested, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, that the 
above-cited Order of Her Majesty in Council of the 2nd of 
October 1843, as far as the same is not repealed by any subse- 
quent Order, and of the 19th of June 1844, and of the 24th of 
April 1847 respectively, shall continue to have full force and effect, 
except in sé far as the same may be in any way altered by the 
present Order. 

And for the better maintenance of order among British subjects 
and persons enjoying British protection residing in or resorting 
to the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, and for the 
more effectual administration of justice among all classes of Her 
Majesty’s subjects within the said dominions, it is hereby further 
ordered :-— 

I. That the power and jurisdiction hitherto exercised by Her 
Majesty’s Consul-General at Constantinople, so far as the same 
relates to the repression and punishment of crimes and offences 
committed within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, 
and to the judicial settlement and determination of all manner of 
differences, contentions, suits, and variances that might or should | 
happen to arise between British subjects, or between British 
subjects and the subjects of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, or 
between British subjects and the subjects of any foreign Power, 
shall be vested in an officer who shall represent the Consul- 
General, and be called the “ Judge of the Supreme Consular Court 
of Constantinople,” and such officer shall hold by special commis- 
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sion from Her Majesty the appointment of Vice-Consul, but 
notwithstanding such commission, or any regulations concerning 
the precedence and comparative rank of Consuls, shall in all 
respects be of equal rank with Her Majesty’s Consuls-General ; 
and the said Judge shall, in his capacity of representative of the said 
Consul-General, have the same power and jurisdiction to hold the 
said Consular Court of Constantinople, and therein try, determine, 
. adjudicate, and act upon all matters properly brought before the 
said Court, whether the same be of a civil or criminal nature, as 
Her Majesty’s Consul-General has customarily or by virtue of 
any Act of Parliament or Order in Council exercised on behalf of 
Her Majesty within the said dominions of the Sublime Ottoman 
Porte. 

II. And it is further ordered, That the Judge of the said Consular 
Court attached shall have to him, for the purpose of better enabling 
him to carry out the provisions of this Order, a Vice-Consul Can- 
cellier, who shall act as Registrar of the said Court; as also a Law 
Clerk, or Secretary, and such other subordinate officers as may be 
necessary for the purpose of carrying on the business of the said 
Consular Court. 

III. And it is further ordered, That the term “ Judge” shall be 
construed to mean the chief judicial officer for the time being of 
the Supreme Consular Court of Constantinople, or the person 
duly authorized to act as such and engaged in carrying out the 
provisions of this Order; and the term ‘ Consul” shall be con- 
strued to include all and every officer in Her Majesty’s service, 
whether Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or any other 
person duly authorized to act in any of the aforesaid capacities 
within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte; and the 
term “ British subject” shall be held to mean all subjects of Her 
Majesty, wheresoever born or resident, whether natives of Great 
Britain and Ireland, or of any of the Colonies, or of the dominions 
of Her Majesty in India, or of Malta, and likewise all citizens of 
the Ionian Islands and persons under British protection in Turkey; 
and that wherever, in this Order, with reference to any person, 
matter or thing, any word or words is or are used importing the 
singular number or the masculine gender only, such word or words 
shall be understood to include several persons as well as one person, 
females as well as males, and several matters or things as well as 
one matter or thing, unless it be otherwise specially provided, or 
there be something in the subject or context repugnant to such 
construction. 

IV. And be it further ordered, That the Judge of the said 
Supreme Consular Court at Constantinople, acting in the repre- 
sentative capacity aforesaid, shall have full power and authority to 
cause to be apprehended and brought before him any British sub- 
ject charged with having committed any crime or offence within 
the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, or within any 
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British ship being 100 miles of the coast of Turkey, or within any 
ship or vessel on the high seas within the same limits, not being 
lawfully entitled to claim the protection of any flag of any state or 
nation, and having inquired of, tried, and determined according to 
the practice of English Criminal Courts, except where such prac- 
tice is modified or altered by the provisions of this or any future 
Order, any charge which may be brought before him, save and 
except such as may be of a capital nature, to sentence the party 
convicted to transportation for life, or. for any less term, or in lieu 
thereof to penal servitude, according to the provisions of an Act 
passed in the 16th and 17th years of Her Majesty’s reign, cap. 99, 
or to deportation, or to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, 
for a term not exceeding two years, or to the payment of a fine 
not exceeding 500/. sterling: Provided always, that no act shall be 
deemed or taken to be a crime or offence rendering the person 
committing the same liable to punishment under this Order, unless 
it be such that if done or committed in England, the party so 
doing or committing it would be liable to punishment in England 
according to English law, or unless it be an act made liable to 
punishment by some previous Order in Council applicable to the 
dominions of the Sublime Porte. 

V. And it is further ordered, That if the crime or offence whereof 
any person, being a British subject, may be accused before such 
Judge shall appear to be of a capital nature, then, having taken 
the depositions in writing and on oath, and in such form and with 
such ceremony as the party deposing may declare to be binding on 
his conscience, of all such witnesses as may be competent to give 
evidence as to the guilt or innocence of the party so charged, and 
having bound over such witnesses, being British subjects, in their 
own recognizances to appear and give such evidence when and 
wherever they may be called upon so to do, it shall be lawful for 
such Judge to send such accused party to England or Malta, or, if 
an Ionian, to Corfu, there to be tried according to the law and prac- 
tice of the Criminal Courts in these countries. 

VI. And it is further ordered, That the Judge, on any occasion 
of sending a prisoner to England, Malta, or Corfu, shall observe 
the provisions in an Act passed in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled “‘ An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render 
the same effectual.” 

VII. And be it further ordered, That if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused before 
the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court shall be above the degree 
of misdemeanour, then such Judge shall summon, by warrant 
under the seal of the Consular Court, six indifferent British subjects 
of good repute residing within the district of the said Court to serve 
as jurymen upon the trial of such accused person, in the same 
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way and subject to the same form, observances, right of challenge, 
and penalties, so far as circumstances will admit, as persons serving 
on juries in England; and such Judge shall, with the assistance of 
such jury, proceed to try the accused in the same manner and 
according to the same forms, as nearly as may be, as is now prac- 
tised in England upon the trial of parties charged with criminal 
offences. : 

VIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge, if to him it shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted 
before him of any crime, over and above any fine or imprisonment 
which may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of the domi- 
nions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, in the manner pointed out 
by Her Majesty by her Order in Council of the 19th of June 
1844, notwithstanding the crime laid to the charge of such person 
may be the first of which he has been convicted before the Judge. 

IX. And it is further ordered, That the Judge shall have power 
in a civil suit to examine on oath, or in such form and with such 
ceremony as he may declare to be binding on his conscience, any 
witness who may appear before him, and shall have power, on the 
application of any party in the said suit, to issue a compulsory 
order for the attendance of any person, being a British subject, 
who may be competent to give evidence in such suit; and any 
British subject having been duly served with any such compulsory 
order, and with a reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of such 
suit, shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the hearing 
of such suit, be punished with a fine not exceeding 100/. sterling, or 
with imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days, at the 
discretion of the said Judge; and every witness, being a British 
subject, so examined as aforesaid, in case of wilful or false testi- 
mony, may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful 
and corrupt perjury; and the Judge shall, when the circumstances 
of case appear to justify it, and when he thinks fit, order that the 
expenses of a witness, on his appearing to give evidence, shall be 
defrayed either by the party at whose application he shall have been 
ordered to attend, or by the party against whom such evidence has 
been given. 

X. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge from time to time to establish rules of practice to be observed 
in proceedings before the said Judge, such rules to be as far as 
possible in conformity with those which are established in the 
county courts of England, regard being had to the difference of 
local circumstances and long-established custom, and to make 
regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such proceed- 
ings and the costs of criminal prosecutions, and also to establish 
rates of fees to be taken in regard to civil suits held and deter- 
mined before the Judge; and it shall be lawful for the Judge to 
enforce, by seizure and sale of goods, or, if there be no goods, oy 
imprisonment, the payment of such established fees and of suc 
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expenses as may be adjudged against the parties, or either of them: 
Provided always, thet a table specifying the rates of fees to be so 
taken shall be affixed and kept exhibited in the public office of the 
said Consular Court. 

XI. And be it further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge from time to time, and as he shall think fit, to order the 
observance by all the Consuls holding Consular Courts within the 
dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte of such rules of practice 
in the proceedings before them as he shall in that behalf 
establish. 

XII. And it is further ordered, That all rules and regulations 
heretofore made and continuing unrepealed, or to be hereafter 
made by the Judge as aforesaid, shall forthwith be printed, and a 
copy of the same he affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited in some 
conspicuous place in the public office of the Judge, and printed 
copies of the said rules and regulations shall be provided by the 
Judge, and sold at a price not exceeding 5s. for each copy; and 
for the purpose of convicting any person offending against the 
said rules and regulations, and for all other purposes of law what- 
soever, a printed copy of the said rules and regulations, certified 
under the hand of the Judge and seal of the Court to be a true 
copy thereof, shall be taken as conclusive evidence of suck rules 
- and regulations, and no penalty shall be incurred or shall be 
enforced for the breach of any such rules or regulations to be here- 
after made until the same shall have been so affixed and exhibited 
for one calendar month in the Court of the Consular District within 
which the breach of such rules or regulations shall be alleged to 
have been committed. 

XIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge to promote the settlement of any suit of a civil nature by 
amicable agreement between the parties, and, with the consent of 
the several parties, to refer the clecision of any such suit to one 
or more arbitrators, and to take security from the parties that 
they will be bound by the result of such reference; and the award 
of such arbitrator or arbitrators ‘shall be to all intents and purposes 
deemed to be a judgment or sentence of the Judge in such suit, 
and shall be entered and recorded as such, and shall have the like 
effect and operation, and shall be enforced accordingly, and shall 
not be open to appeal; and it is further ordered, that in cases of 
assault it shall be lawful for the Judge to promote reconciliation 
between the parties upon such terms, either of payment of compen- 
sntiun or otherwise, as he shall think fit, and to order the proceed. 
ings thereupon to be stayed. 

XIV. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge to enforce his decision against a British subject in any suit 
of a civil nature, by distress or imprisonment, in like manner as a: 
decision of the courts of law in England in a civil suit is 
enforced. 
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XV. And it is further ordered, That all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress and seizure, 
and sale of ships and goods and chattels; and no bill of sale, 
mortgage, or transfer of property made after the apprehension of 
a party, or with a view to security in regard to crimes or offences 
committed or to be committed, shall avail to defeat any of the 
provisions of this Order. 

XVI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge to hear and determine any suit of a civil nature which 
may be brought before him in the Supreme Consular Court of 
Constantinople, on appeal from the decision made by any Consul, 
with or without the aid of assessors; and such Consul, on notice 
of the intention of either party to the suit to appeal from his 
decision, shall forthwith furnish the Judge with a report of the 
case, with the notes taken by him of the evidence adduced at the 
trial, together with a copy of the judgment delivered by the said 
Consul: Provided always, that notice of such appeal shall have 
been given within the time limited by such rules and regulations 
as the Judge may establish under the Xth Article of this Order, 
and further, that the party appealing shall have in all other respects 
complied with such rules. 

XVII. And it is further ordered, That in any case in which a 
Consul shall have heard and determined a suit in the presence and 
with the assistance of assessors, in which such assessors or either 
of them shall dissent from the decision of the Consul, the Consul 
shall enter the fact of such dissent and the grounds thereof in 
the minutes of the proccedings, and such decision shall, in the 
event of no appeal being entered as aforesaid, be submitted to 
the Judge for revision in the same manner as if such decision had 
been made the subject of an appeal by either of the parties to the 
suit. 

AVIII. And it is further ordered, That in an appeal to the 
Judge from the decision of a Consul it shall not be open to either 
party to adduce any further evidence than that which has been 
laid before the Consul, and that a party shall not be required to 
appear personally to prosecute an appeal or support a sentence 
unless specially required by the Judge to do so: Provided always, 
that in all appeals from the decision of a Consul it shall be lawful 
for a party to allege facts essential to the issue of the suit which 
have come to his knowledge subsequently to the decision of the 
Consul, and to produce evidence in support of such facts: And 
provided also, that in an appeal to the Supreme Consular Court it 
shall, moreover, be lawful for the Judge to admit any further legal 
evidence besides that adduced before the Consul on its being 
established to the satisfaction of the said Supreme Court, by oath 
or affidavit, that the party desiring to produce such further evidence 
was ignorant of the existence of such evidence, or was taken by 

surprise at the hearing before the Consul, or was unable to produce 
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it before the Consul after due and reasonable diligence and exer- 
tion on his part in that behalf, or where, under the circumstances 
of the case, it shall appear to the said Supreme Court that further 
evidence ought to be received. 

XIX. And it is further ordered, That Her Majesty’s Consuls 
resident within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte shall, 
every six months, deliver to the Judge of the Supreme Consular 
Court at Constantinople a full and faithful report of every cause, 
civil and criminal, which may have been brought before such 
Consuls, in such form and with such particulars as the Judge may, 
in the rules and regulations to be by him framed under the Xth 
Article of this Order, think fit to require. 

XX. And it is further ordered, That in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sentenced to be sent out of the 
dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, as provided in Articles V, 
VI, and VIII of this Order, the Consul so sentencing him shall 
forthwith report such sentence of deportation, with the grounds of 
his decision, to the Supreme Consular Court; and it shall be 
lawful for the Judge, if he shall consider that any such act of 
deportation inflicts upon the party a severer punishment than his 
offence has deserved, to vary or remit such punishment in such 
way as to him shall seem fit. 

XXI. And it is further ordered, That if either party to a suit of 
a civil nature before the Judge shall be dissatisfied with the deci- 
sion given by such Judge, it shall be lawful for such party, 
within fifteen days, to give to the Judge notice of his intention 
to appeal; and such appeal shall be made by petition to Her 
Majesty, subject to such rules as the Judge shall make in the rules 
and regulations which he shall, under Article X of the present 
Order, establish ; and such appeal shall be decided by the Judicial 
Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, upon a written state- 
ment by both parties to the suit, together with the Judge’s notes 
of the evidence adduced at the trial and his judgment therein: 
Provided always, that the subject matter of such suit is of the 
value of 1,000/. sterling, and that the pay appealing shall have 
given security to the satisfaction of the Judge that such party shall 
abide by the decision to be given by the Court of Appeal. : 

XXII. And it is further ordered, That the Judge shall, in the 
exercise of his discretion and upon the petition of either of the 
parties to a suit, permit such party to appeal in the same way 
and subject to the same conditions as in Article X XI hereinbefore 
mentioned in respect of suits, the subject matter of which shall be 
under the value of 1,000/., provided that such party shall give such 
security as the Judge shall direct to abide by the decision of the 
said Court, or shall conditionally perform the judgment given by 
the Judge in the first instance. 

XXIII. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge or Consul of the district within which the party sued shall 
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be found in like manner to hear and determine any suit of a civil 
nature arising within any part of the dominions of the Sublime 
Ottoman Porte instituted by a British subject against a subject of 
the Sublime Ottoman Porte, or against a subject or citizen of a 
foreign state in amity with Her Majesty: Provided that the 
defendant in such suit shall consent to submit to his jurisdiction 
and give sufficient security that he will abide by the decision of 
the Judge or Consul, or, in case of appeal from the decision of the 
Consul, by that of the Judve, and will pay such damages and 
expenses as the Judge or Consul shall order; and if either or any 
party in such suit shall be dissatisfied with the decision given by 
such Consul, it shall be lawful for such party, within fifteen days, 
to give to the Consul notice of appeal to the Judge; and the pro- 
ceedings in such a suit, or in an appeal arising therefrom, shall be 
conformable to and under the same conditions as the proceedings 
in a suit, or in an appeal arising therefrom, in which a British 
subject is defendant, and a subject of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, 
or a subject or citizen of a foreign state in amity with Her Majesty, 
is plaintiff. 

AXIV. And it is further ordered, That whenever it shall be 
necessary for the Judge acting as the representative of the Consul- 
General to communicate with the Government of the Sublime 
Ottoman Porte, whether in the way of complaint against any 
matter or thing done, or neglected to be done, by any agent or 
officer of the said Government, or by way of remonstrance, or for 
any other purpose, such communication shall be made under the 
seal of the Consular Court, through Her Majesty’s Ambassador at 
the said Porte, and through his interposition, and not otherwise ; 
and Her Majesty’s Ambassador shall thereupon, if he shall think 
fit, make such communication, or in case Her Majesty’s Ambas- 
sador shall consider it undesirable to make such communication, 
then such Ambassador shall state his reasons in writing for the 
information of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, and transmit the same, together with a copy 
of the communication itself and of the reasons given by the 
Judge for requesting the same to be made, to the said Secretary 
of State. 

XXV. And it is further ordered, That whenever any British 
subject shall, within the district of the said Consular Court of 
Constantinople, become bankrupt or insolvent, or unable or refuse 
to pay his just debts, it shall be lawful for the Judge of the 
Consular Court, on the petition of any creditor, to cite such person 
to appear before him for the purpose of answering such questions 
touching his estate, both real and personal, as such Judge shall 
think fit; and if such person shall neglect to appear when so 
summoned, it shall be lawful for the Judge to issue a warrant, 
under the seal of the said Court, for his apprehension, and cause 
him to be taken into custody, and upon his so appearing he shall

be proceeded against in the said Consular Court in the same way, 
so far as circumstances will admit, as if he were within the juris- 
diction of the Courts of Bankruptcy or Insolvency in England ; 
and such Judge shall for the purposes aforesaid possess and have 
all the powers, authority, and jurisdiction of the Commissioners 
of Insolvency or Bankruptcy in England. _ 

XXVI. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for the 
Judge to bear and decide all cases of appeal in bankruptcy or 
insolvency which shall be brought either by the petitioning creditor 
of any bankrupt, or by the bankrupt himself, against the decision 
of any Consul sitting in bankruptcy or insolvency, in the same 
way as such Judge shall hear and decide all other cases of appcal 
under the XVIth and XVIIth Articles of this Order. 

XXVII. And it is further ordered, That in the event of any 
question of law or fact, or of mixed law and fact, arising out of 
the administration of any estate of a deceased British subject 
within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, it shall be 
lawful for the Consul-General, or other Consular officer under 
whose authority and direction such estate is being administered, to 
direct the parties interested in such estate, and raising such ques- 
tion as aforesaid, to prepare a special case according to the rules 
and regulations to be laid down by the Judge under Article X of 
this Order for his decision and direction, and such Judge shall 
thereupon make such order in the matter as he shall think fit. 

XXVIII. And it is further ordered, That a minute of the 
proceedings in every case heard and determined before the Judge, 
or before any Consul, in pursuance of this or any other Order, 
shall be drawn up and be signed by the Judge or Consul, and 
shall, in cases where assessors are present, be open for the inspec- 
tion of such assessors, and for their signature if they shall therein 
consur; and such minute, together with the depositions of the 
witnesses or notes of the evidence taken at such trial by the Judge 
or Consul, shall be preserved in the public office of the said 
Judge or Consul, and a copy of every such minute shall be trans- 
mitted by the Judge or Consul, in such torm as shall hereafter be 
determined, to Her Majesty’s Chief Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs every siX months. 

XXIX. And it is further ordered, That it shall be lawful for 
every Consul within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte 
to execute the writs and orders issuing from the Supreme Consular 
Court at Constantinople, and take security from each and every 
party named in such writ or order for his appearance in person 
or by his attorney, and in default of such security, or when 
specially ordered by the said Court, to send such party to Constan- 
tinople in the manner pointed out in the VIlth Article of the 
Order in Council of the date of the 19th of June 1844. 

XXX. And itis further ordered, That any suit or action brought 
against the Judge or Consul in any Consular Court by reason of 
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anything done under the authority and in execution of the power 
or jurisdiction of Her Majesty intrusted to him or them by this or 
any other Order, or in execution of any power or jurisdiction 
heretofore customarily exercised by any of Her Majesty’s Consuls 
or officers on her behalf, shall be commenced or prosecuted within 
six months after he or they shall have been within the jurisdiction 
of the said Court and not otherwise ; and the defendant in every 
such action or suit shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions 
made with respect to defendants in actions or suits in an Act 
passed in the eleventh and twelfth years of Her Majesty’s reign, 
chapter forty-four, and in an Act passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act to remove doubts 
as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty 
within divers countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, 
and to render the same more effectual.” 

XXXI. And it is further ordered, That all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this or any other Order, save and 
except such fees as may be raised by a per-centage on the estates 
of bankrupts or insolvents, or in respect of the administration of 
the estates of deceased persons, or of a deposit of moneys with any 
Consular officer, shall be paid to the public account, and be 
applied in diminution of the public expenditure on account of the 

onsular service in the Levant. 

XXXII. And it is further ordered, That if any provision of 
any Article of this Order shall be in anywise repugnant to or at 
variance with certain Orders passed by Her Majesty on the 2nd 
day of October 1843, the 19th day of June 1844, and the 24th 
day of April 1847 respectively, or either of them, then such 
Poe of such Article of this Order, so long as the same shall 

e in force, shall be obeyed and observed, anything in the said 
recited Orders in Council contained to the contrary in anywise 
notwithstanding. 

XXXIII. And it is further ordered, That this Order shall take 
effect from and after the 1st day of November next ensuing. 

XXXIV. And the Right Honourable the Earl of Clarendon 
and the Right Honourable Henry Labouchere, two of Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions herein as to 
them may respectively appertain.

JAPAN—PROVIDING FOR THE EXERCISE OF JURISDICTION OVER 
BRITISH SUBJECTS IN JAPAN, AND REVOKING ORDER OF 
3RD MARCH, 1859. 


Wuenreas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the session 
of Parliament holden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign 
of Her Majesty, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to the 
“ exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
* countries and places out of Her Majesty’s domirions, and to 
‘render the same more effectual,” it is, amongst other things, 
enacted, that itis and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, 
exercise, and enjoy, any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty 
now hath, or at any time hereafter may have, within any country or 
place out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the same and as ample a 
manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction 
by the cession or conquest of territory : 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in the 
dominions of the Tycoon of Japan : 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased, on the third day of 
March, a.p. 1859, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, 
to issue a certain Order for the exercise of the said power and 
jurisdiction : 

And whereas it is expedient at the present time to make further 
provision for the due exercise of the jurisdiction possessed by Her 
Majesty, as aforesaid, in the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the above-recited Act of Parlia- 
ment, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy 
Council to order ; and it is hereby ordered as follows :— 

I. The above-recited Order of the third day of March, a.p. 
1859, shall be, and the same is hereby revoked and cancelled, save 
and except as to all acts, matters, and things, heretofore duly done 
under and in conformity with the said Order, or which may here- 
after be duly done under and in conformity with the same, 
previously to the day next succeeding the day on which this Order 
shall be received by the Consul-General in Japan. 

. II. And it is further ordered that this Order shall commence 
and take effect from and after the day on which it shall be received 
by the Consul-General in Japan. 

III. And it is further ordered, that, in the construction of this 
Order, the word “ Consul” shall be construed to include all and 
every officer in Her Majesty’s service, whether Consul-General, 
Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or person duly authorized 
to act in any of the aforesaid capacities in the dominions of the 
Tycoon of Japan, and engaged in carrying into execution the pro- 
visions of this Order; and that the terms “ British ship,” or 
‘ British vessel,” or “ship or vessel under the British flag,” shall 
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be construed to include any ship or vessel British registered and 
navigated according to law, and any ship or vessel owned, or 
partly owned, by a person entitled by law to be an owner of a 
British-registered vessel ; that the term “crew ” shall be construed 
to include all persons employed in navigating any such ship or 
vessel; and that, wherever in this Order any word or words is or 
are used importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only, such word or words shall, nevertheless, be construed to 
include several persons as well as one person, and females as well as 
males, unless it be otherwise specially provided, or there be some- 
thing in the subject or context repugnant to such construction. 

IV. And it is further ordered that the Consul in the port, place, 
or district in which he may reside, shall have full power and 
authority to carry into effect and to enforce by fine or imprison- 
ment, as hereinafter provided, the observance of the stipulations of 
the said Treaty, or of the Articles for the regulation of trade 
appended thereto, or of any other Treaty or Treaties which may be 
made between Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, and the 
Tycoon of Japan, his heirs and successors, or of any Articles 
or Regulations appended thereto, and to make and enforce, by fine 
or imprisonment, rules and regulations for the observance of the 
stipulations of any such ‘Treaty, and for the peace, order, and good 
government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions 
of the Tycoon of Japan. 

V. And it is further ordered, that all rules and regulations made 
by the Consul as aforesaid shall forthwith be printed, and a copy 
of the same shall be affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited, in 
some conspicuous place in the public office of the said Consul; and 

tinted copies of the said rules and regulations shall be provided 

y the Consul, and sold ata price not exceeding one dollar for 
each copy; and for the purpose of convicting any person offending 
against the said rules and regulations, and for all other purposes of 
law whatsoever, a printed copy of the said rules and regulations, 
certified under the hand of the said Consul to be a true copy 
thereof, shall be taken as conclusive evidence of such rules and 
regulations ; and no penalty shall be incurred, or shall be enforced, 
for the breach of anv such rules and regulations, until the same 
shall have been so aftixed and exhibited for one calendar month in 
the public office of the Consular district within which the breach of 
such rules or regulations shall be alleged to have been committed : 
Provided always, that no rule or regulation to be hereafter made 
by any of Her Majesty’s Consuls, and to be enforced by a penalty, 
shall take effect until it has been submitted and approved of by the 
Consul-General, and has thereupon been printed, and a copy of 
the same has been afhixed and exhibited as aforesaid for one 
calendar month, in the public office of the Consular district. 

VI. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul, upon information or upon the complaint of any party that 
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a British subject has violated any of the stipulations of any Treaty 
between Her Majesty and the Tycoon of Japan, or has disregarded 
or infringed any of the rules and regulations for the observance of 
the stipulations of any such Treaty, affixed and exhibited according 
to the provisions of the next preceding Article of this Order, to 
summon before him the accused party, and to receive evidence 
and examine witnesses as to the guilt or innocence of such party 
in regard to the offence laid to his charge, and to award such 
penalty of fine or imprisonment to any party convicted of any 
offence against any such Treaty, or against any such rules and 
regulations which may be specified in any such Treaty, or in any 
such rules and regulations ; and any charge agaiust a British subject 
for a breach of any Treaty, or for a breach of the rules and regula- 
tions for the observance of any such ‘Treaty, shall be heard and 
determined by the Consul without Assessors: Provided always, 
that in no case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach of any 
such rules and regulations exceed five hundred dollars, or three 
months’ imprisonment. 

VII. And it is further ordered, that any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of any rules and regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of such Treaties, shall in hke manner 
be heard and determined by the Consul, and in all cases in which 
the penalty shall not exceed two hundred dollars, or one monthi’s 
imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and determine the charge 
summarily, without the aid of Assessors; but where the penalty 
attached to a breach of any rules and regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties, shall amount to more than 
two hundred dollars, or to imprisonment for more than one month, 
it shall be obligatory upon the Consul, before he shall proceed to 
hear the charge, to summon two British subjects of good repute, 
residing within his district, to sit with him as Assessors, which 
Assessors shall, however, have no authority to decide on the inno- 
cence or guilt of the party accuscd, or on the amount of fine or 
imprisonment to be awarded to him on conviction, but it shall rest 
with the Consul to decide on the guilt or innocence of the party 
accused, or on the amount of fine or imprisonment to be awarded 
to him: Provided always, that in no case shall the penalty to be 
attached to a breach of rules and regulations, other than those for 
the observance of Treaties, exceed five hundred dollars, or three 
months’ imprisonment ; and provided further, that in the event of 
the said Assessors,.or either of them, dissenting from the convic- 
tion of the party accused, or from the penalty of fine or imprison- 
ment awarded to him by the Consul, the Consul shall take a note 
of such dissent, with the grounds thereof, and shall require good 
and sufficient security for the appearance of the party convicted, 
at a future time, in order to undergo his sentence or receive his 
discharge; and the Consul shall, within twenty days, report his 
decision, with all the particulars of the case, together with the 
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dissent of the Assessors or either of them, and the grounds thereof, 
to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs ; 
and Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
shall have authority to confirm or vary, or reverse the decision of 
the Consul, as to him may seem fit: Provided always, that if an 
appeal shall be entered against the decision of the Consul, no such 
report shall be made to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs on the ground of the dissent of the Assessors, or 
either of them, but the appeal shall be prosecuted in the manner 
hereinafter ordered. 

VIIL. And it is further ordered, that in any question relating 
to the observance of Treaties, or of the rules and regulations for the 
observance of Treaties, or of rules and regulations other than those 
for the observance of Treaties, a report of any and every decision 
made by a subordinate Consular Officer, with or without the 
aid of Assessors, shall be sent in to the superior Consular Officer 
of the district, and that on the receipt of such report, the superior 
Consular Officer of such district shall proceed, without Assessors, 
to revise such decision as to him may seem fit, and such revision 
shall have, for the purposes of this Order, the same effect as if the 
case had been originally heard and determined by such superior 
Consular Officer, with or without the aid of Assessors: Provided 
always, that in any case in which the Assessors, or either of them, 
shall dissent from a decision of a subordinate Consular Officer, such 
decision shall not be subject to revision by the superior Consular 
Officer, but, in the event of no appeal being entered as aforesaid, 
shall be submitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs for revision, in the same manner as if such 
decision had been originally made by the superior Consular Officer. 

IX. And it is further ordered, that any party tried and con- 
victed before a Consul for a breach of any Treaty between Her 
Majesty and the Tycoon of Japan, or for a breach of rules and 
regulations for the observance of any such Treaty, or for a breach 
of rules and regulations other than those relating to the observance 
of Treaties, may appeal, after sentence given by such Consul, to 
the Consul-General, who shall have power to confirm, or vary or 
reverse, such sentence, as to such Consul-General may seem fit, 
and to adjudge the expenses of such appeal, and from whose 
decision there shall be no further appeal; and upon notice given of 
such appeal, which notice must be given to the Consul in writing, 
signed by the party appealing within fifteen days after the convic- 
tion, the Consul shall be entitled to require reasonable security 
from the party so appealing, which security shall, in part, consist 
of one or two sufficient sureties to be approved by the Consul, to 
the intent that, if the Consul-General should confirm or vary the 
sentence passed by the Consul, the appellant shall submit to such 
sentence and likewise pay what shall be adjudged by the Consul- 
General for expenses: Provided always, that the Consul shall 
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forthwith report such appeal, and transmit a copy of the proceed- 
ings of such trial, to the Consul-General; and the party appealing 
against the sentence of the Consul shall be required to prosecute 
his appeal before the Consul-General within such time as shall be, 
by the Consul, with the approval of the Consul-General, assigned 
for the prosecution of such appeal; and if the party appealing 
shall not duly prosecute his appeal within such time as aforesaid, 
it shall be lawful for the Consul to enforce his sentence in the same 
manner as if such appeal had not been interposed. 

X. And it is further ordered, that if any party charged with an 
offence committed against such Treaties, or such rules and regula- 
tions as aforesaid, shall escape or remove from the Consuiar district 
within which his offence was committed, and shall be found within 
another Consular district, it shall be lawful for the Consul within 
whose district such party shall be found, to proceed against him 
im the same manner as if the offence had been committed within 
such last-mentioned district. 

XI. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul of the district within which the party sued shall be found, to 
hear and determine any suit of a civil nature against a British 
subject, arising within any part of the dominions of the Tycoon of 
Japan whether such suit be instituted by a subject of the Tycoon 
of Japan or by a subject or citizen of a foreign State in amity 
with Her Majesty; and if any party in such suit shall be dissatis- 
fied with the decision given by such Consul, it shall be lawful for 
such party, within fifteen days after such decision, to give to the 
Consul notice of appeal to the Consul-General; whereupon the 
Consul shall, with as little delay as possible, transmit all the 
documents which were produced before him, and none other, 
together with a statement of the grounds on which he has formed 
his decision, to the Consul-General, and shall forthwith notify to 
the several parties the transmission thereof; and, saving the pro- 
vision contained in Article XV of this Order, the Consul-General 
shall decide on such documents and on such statement, and shall 
communicate his decision to the Consul, who shall forthwith 
proceed to carry the same into execution, and against such decision 
of the Consul-General there shall be no appeal: Provided always, 
that it shall be lawful for the Consul to require from any party 
appealing to the Consul-General reasonable security, which shall 
consist, in part, of one or two sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the Consul, that such party shall abide by the decision to be given 
by the said Consul-General. 

XII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul of the district within which the party sued shall be found, 
in like manner to hear and determine any suit of a civil nature 
arising within any part of the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan, 
instituted by a British subject against a subject of the Tycoon of 
Japan, or against a subject or citizen of a foreign State in amity 
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with Her Majesty, provided the defendant in such suit shall 
consent to submit to his jurisdiction, and give sufficient security 
that he will abide by the decision of the Consul, or, in case of 
appeal, by that of the Consul-General, and will pay such 
expenses as the Consul or Consul-General shall adjudge; and if 
any party in such suit shall be dissatisticd with the decision given 
by such Consul, it shall be lawful for such party, within fifteen 
days after such decision, to give to the Consul notice of appeal to 
the Consul-General, and the proceedings in every such suit, or in 
any appeal arising therefrom, shall be conformable to and under 
the same conditions as the proceedings in a suit, or in an appeal 
arising therefrom, in which a British subject is defendant, and a 
subject of the Tycoon of Japan, or a subject or citizen of a foreign 
State in amity with Her Majesty, is plaintiff. 

XIII. And it is further ordered, that in the event of any suit 
of a civil nature arising between British subjects within the 
dominions of the Tycoon of Japan, it shall be lawful, upon the 
application of any party to such suit, for the Consul of the district 
within which the party sued shall be found, to hear and determine 
such suit, subject to an appeal to the Consul-General, in any case 
where the sum in dispute shall not exceed one thousand dollars, 
and where it shall exceed such sum, to the Supreme Court of the 
Colony of Hong Kong; and every such appeal shall be made and 
conducted in the same manner and form, and under the same 
conditions, as in cases in which the defendant only is a British 
subject. 

XIV. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for any 
of Her Majesty’s Consuls before whom any suit whatever of a 
civil nature is brought for decision, to summon two, and not more 
than four, British subjects of good repute, residing within his 
district, to sit with him as Assessors at the hearing of such suit, 
and in case the sum sought to be recovered shall exceed five 
hundred dollars, such suit shall not be heard by the Consul without 
Assessors, if within a reasonable time such Assessors can be pro- 
cured; and the Assessors aforesaid shall have no authority to 
decide on the merits of such suit, but in the event of such Assessors, 
or any of them, dissenting from the decision of the Consul, the 
Consul shall enter the fact of such dissent, and the grounds 
thereof, in the minutes of the proceedings, and in case of appeal 
shall transmit the same to the Consul-General, together with the 
documents relating to the suit. 

XV. And it 1s further ordered, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to enforce his decision against a British subject in a civil 
sult by distress or imprisonment, in like manner as a decision of 
the Supreme Court of the Colony of Hong Kong, in a civil suit, is 
enforced within that Colony. 

XVI. And it is further ordered, that in an appeal to the Consul- 
General, or to the said Supreme Court, from the decision of a 
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Consul, it shall not be open to any party to adduce any further 
evidence than that which had been laid before the Consul; and 
that a party shall not be required to appear personally to prosecute 
an appeal, or support a sentence: Provided always, that in all 
such appeals it shall be lawful for a party to allege facts essential 
to the issue of the suit which have come to his ,knowledge subse- 
quently to the decision of the Consul, and to produce evidence in 
support of such facts, and provided also that it shall, moreover, be 
lawful for the said Consul-Gencral, or the said Supreme Court, to 
admit any further legal evidence besides that adduced before the 
Consul, on its being established, to the satisfaction of the Consul- 
General or of the said Supreme Court, by oath or affidavit, that 
the party desiring to produce such further evidence was ignorant 
of the existence of such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the 
hearing before the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the 
Consul, after due and reasonable diligence and exertion on his 
part in that behalf, or wheresoever, under the particular circum- 
stances of the case, it shall appear to the said Consul-General, 
or the said Supreme Court, that further evidence ought to be 
received. 

XVII. And it is further ordered, that the Consul shall have 
power in a civil suit to examine on oath, or in such form and with 
such ceremonies as the witness may declare to be binding on his 
conscience, any witnesses who may appear before him, and shall 
have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to issue 
a compulsory order for the attendance of any person being a British 
subject who may be competent to give evidence in such suit ; and 
any British subject having been duly served with any such com- 
pulsory order, and with a reasonable notice of the day of the 
hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses of appearing as a 
witness having been paid or tendered to him by the party at 
whose application he shall have been ordered to attend, shall, on 
his wilful default to appear as a witness at the hearing of such suit, 
be punished with a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or with 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days, at the 
discretion of the said Consul; and every witness, being a British 
subject, so examined as aforesaid, in case of wilful false testimony, 
may, by the said Consul, be convicted of and punished for the 
crime of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

XVIII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to promote the settlement of a suit or contention by 
amicable agreement between the parties, and, with the consent of 
the several parties, to refer the decision of a suit or contention to 
one or more arbitrators, and to take security from the parties that 
they will be bound by the result of such; and the award of such 
arbitrator or arbitrators shall be, to all intents and purposes, 
deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of the Consul in 
such suit or contention, cad shall be entered and recorded as such, 
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and shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be enforced 
accordingly, and shall not be subject to any appeal. 

XIX. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for any 
of Her Majesty’s Consuls to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him any British subject who may i charged with having 
committed any crime or offence within the dominions of the 
Tycoon of Japan, or on board of any Japanese ship or vessel 
within the said dominions; and such Consul shall thereupon 
proceed, with all convenient speed, to inquire concerning the same, 
und for such purpose shall have power to examine on oath, or in 
such form and with such ceremonies as the witness shall declare 
to be binding on his conscience, any witness who may appear 
before him to substantiate such charge; and shall have power to 
compel any person, being a British subject, who may be competent 
to give evidence as to the guilt or innocence of the party so 
charged, to appear and give evidence, and to punish the wilful 
default of any such person to appear and give evidence, after 
reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, by fine 
or imprisonment, in like manner as provided in Article, XVII of 
this Order, and shall examine every such witness in the presence 
and hearing of the party accused, and afford the accused party all 
reasonable facility for cross-examining such witness, and shall 
cause the deposition of every such witness to be reduced to writing, 
and the same to be read over, and, if necessary, explained to the 
party accused, together with any other evidence that may have 
been given against him during the course of the inquiry; and shall 
require such accused party to defend himself against the charge 
brought against him, and, if necessary, advise him of the legal 
effect of any voluntary confession ; and shall take, in like manner, 
the evidence of any witness whom the accused party may tender to 
be examined in his defence; and every witness, being a British 
subject, so examined as aforesaid, in case of wilful false testimony, 
may by the said Consul be convicted and punished for the crime 
of wilful and corrupt perjury; and when the case has _ been fully 
inquired into, and the innocence or guilt of the person accused 
established to the satisfaction of the Consul, the Consul, as the 
case may be, shall either discharge the party accused from custody 
if satisfied of his innocence, or proceed to pass sentence on him if 
satisfied of his guilt; and it shall be lawful for any Consul, having 
inquired into, tried, and determined, in the manner aforesaid, any 
charge which may be brought before him, to award to the party 
convicted any amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment 
for one month, or a fine of two hundred dollars. 

XX. And it is further ordered, that if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused before 
any of Her Majesty’s Consuls as aforesaid, shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be 
adequately punished by the infliction of such punishment as afore- 
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said, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon two, or not 
more than four British subjects of good repute, residing within 
his district, to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring into, trying, 
and determining the charge against such person; and the Consul 
who shall try any such charge with the assistance of Assessors as 
aforesaid, shall, if he is himself convinced of the guilt of the party 
accused, have power to award any amount of punishment not 
exceeding imprisonment for twelve months, or a fine of one 
thousand dollars, and the Assessors aforesaid shall have no 
authority to decide on the innocence or guilt of the party accused, 
or on the amount of punishment to be awarded to him on convic- 
tion; but in the event of the said Assessors, or any of them, 
dissenting from the said conviction of, or from the amount of 
punishment awarded to, the accused party, the said Assessors or 
any of them shall be authorized to record in the Minutes of the 
proceedings the grounds on which the said Assessors or any of 
them may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith report to the 
Consul-General the fact that such dissent has been so recorded in 
the Minutes of the proceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, lay 
before the Consul-General copies of the whole of the depositions 
and proceedings, with the dissent of the Assessor or jee 
recorded therein; and it shall be lawful thereupon for the Consul- 
General, by warrant under his hand and seal, addressed to the 
Consul by whom the case was heard and determined, to confirm or 
vary, or remit altogether, as to the Consul-General may seem fit, 
the punishment awarded to the party accused, and such Consul 
shall give immediate effect to the injunction of any such warrant. 

XXI. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and 
oftences on the part of British subjects within the dominions of the 
Tycoon of Japan, it is further ordered, that it shall and may be 
lawful for any of Her Majesty’s Consuls to cause any British 
subject who shall have been twice convicted before him of any 
crime or offence, and punished for the same, and who, after execu- 
tion of the sentence of the Consul on any second conviction, shall 
not be able ta find good and sufficient security, to the satisfaction 
of the Consul, for his future good behaviour, to be sent out of the 
dominions of the Tycoon of Japan; and to this end any such 
Consul as aforesaid shall have power and authority, as soon as may 
be practicable after execution of the sentence on such second con- 
viction, to send any such twice-convicted party out of the dominions 
of the Tycoon of Japan; if a native of the territories formerly 
administered by the East India Company to some port of the said 
territories; and if such party is not a native of such territories, 
to England; and, meanwhile, to detain him in custody until a 
suitable opportunity for sending him out of the said dominions 
shall occur: and any person so to be sent out of the said domi- 
nions as aforesaid shall be embarked in custody on board one of 
Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or, if there should be no such vessel 
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of war available for such purpose, then on board any British ship 
or vessel bound to any such port as aforesaid or to England; and 
it shall be lawful for the commander of any of Her Majesty’s ships 
of war, or of any British ship or vessel bound to any such port as 
aforesaid, or to England, to receive any such person as aforesaid 
under a warrant from the Consul to him addressed, and thereupon 
to convey him in custody to any such port as aforesaid or tu 
England, in the same manner as if he were a distressed British 
subject, unless he shall be willing and abie himself to defray the 
expenses of his passage. 

XXII. And it is further ordered, that in any case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before any of Her Majesty’s 
Consuls of the crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting or 
maiming, or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering life, 
or of causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, the proceedings 
before the Consul shall be carried on with the aid of Assessors, 
convened in the manner aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for the 
Consul, if to him shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted 
before him of any of the crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine 
or imprisonment which may be awarded to such person, to be sent 
out of the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan, and to any such port 
as aforesaid, or to lincland, in the manner pointed out in the next 
preceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime laid to 
the charge of such person may be the first of which he has becn 
convicted before the Consul. 

XXIII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for any 
of Her Majesty’s Consuls, within the dominions of the Tycoon of 
Japan, upon information laid before him by one or more credible 
witnesses, upon oath, that there is reasonable ground to apprehend 
that any British subject is about to commit a breach of the public 
peace, to cause such British subject to be brought before him, and 
to require such British subject to give sufficient security to keep 
the peace; and in the event of any such British subject being 
convicted of, and punished for, a breach of the peace, to cause 
such British subject, after he shall have undergone the punishment 
which may be awarded to him by the Consul, to find security for 
his future good behaviour ; and, in the event of any British subject 
who may be required, as aforesaid, to give security to keep the 
peace, or to find security for his good behaviour, being unable or 
wilfully omitting to do so, then, and in every such case, it shall be 
lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to send such British subjects out 
of the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan, and to any such port as 
aforesaid, or to England, in the manner pointed out in Article 
X XI of this Order. 

AXIV. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of the 
Tycoon of Japan to anv such port as aforesaid, or to England, as 


provided in Articles XXI, XXII, and XXIII of this Order, the 
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Consul sending him out shall forthwith report such act of deporta- 
tion, with the grounds of his decision, to Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, or, in a case where the party 
so deported is a native of the aforesaid territories, to the Governor- 
General of India. 

XXV. And it is further ordered, that a report of every sentence 
passed by a subordinate Consular Officer in the matters referred 
to in Articles XIX, XX, XXI, XXII, and XXIII of this Order, 
‘-and awarding a fine exceeding twenty dollars, or imprisonment for 
more than ten days, shall be sent in to the superior Consular 
Officer of the district; and, on the receipt of such report, such 
superior Consular Officer shall proceed, without Assessors, to 
revise such sentence as to him may seem fit; and if the sentence 
should have been pronounced by the subordinate Consular Officer, 
without Assessors, or with the concurrence of Assessors, then the 
decision pronounced by the superior Consular Officer, on revision 
of the proceedings, shall be final; but if the sentence of the sub- 
ordinate Consular Officer shall have been pronounced, with chissent 
on the part of the Assessors, or of any of them, then the superior 
Consular Officer shall not proceed to revise such sentence, but 
shall submit the whole proceedings to the Consul-General in the 
same manner as if the case had been originally heard and decided 
by the superior Consular Officer, with dissent on the part of the 
Assessors, or any of them. 

XXVI. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for any 
of Her Majesty’s Consuls to send any person sentenced to im- 
prisonment under this Order, at any time while such sentence of 
imprisonment is in the course of execution, to Hong Kong, in any 
of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or in any British ship or vesse!, to 
undergo his term of imprisonment in any jail in Hong Kong, and 
it shall be lawful for the commander of any of Her Majesty’s ships 
of war, or of any British ship or vessel, to receive any such person 
on board, with a copy of such sentence and a warrant from the 
Consul for its due execution, addressed to the Chief Magistrate of 
Police of the said Colony of Hong Kong, and thereupon ‘to convey 
him in custody to Hong Kong, andsons tis arrival there to deliver 
him, with the said copy of such sentence and warrant, into the 
custody of the said Chief Mazistrate of Police, or other officer of 
Her Majesty within the said Colony, lawfully acting as such, who, 
on the receipt of the said warrant. and of the person therein named, 
shall be authorized to commit, and shall commit, such person to 
any Jail of the said Colony; and such sentence shall be enforced to 
execution in the said common jail in the same manner as if thie 
sentence had been awarded by the Supreme Court of the said 
Colony. 

AXVII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with 
the commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof 
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may at any time appertain to him, to be sent in any of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Hong Kong, for 
trial before the Supreme Court of the said Colony; and it shall be 
lawful for the commander of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or 
of any British vessel, to receive any such person on board, with a 
warrant from the said Consul, addressed to the Chief Magistrate of 
Police of the said Colony, and thereupon to convey him in custody to 
Hong Kong, and on his arrival there to deliver him, with the said 
warrant, into the custody of the said Chief Magistrate of Police, 
or other officer within the said Colony lawfully acting as such, 
who, on the receipt of the said warrant, and of the party therein 
named, shall be authorized to commit, and shall commit, such 
party so sent for trial to any jail of or in the said Colony, and it 
shall be lawful for the keeper of the said jail to cause such party to 
be detained in safe and proper custody, and to be produced upon 
the order of the said Supreme Court ; and the Supreme Court at 
the sessions to be next holden shall proceed to hear and determine 
the charge against such party in the same manner as if the crime 
with which he may be charged had been committed within the 
Colony of Hong Kong. 

And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul on any 
occasion of sending a prisoner to Hong Kong for trial, shall 
observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent for trial 
to a British Colony in an Act passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act to remove doubts 
“as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty 
“within divers countries and places out of Her Majesty’s 
‘¢ dominions, and to render the same more effectual.” 

XXVIII. And it is further ordered, that the Supreme Court of 
the Colony of Hong Kong shall have, and may exercise concur- 
rently with Her Majesty’s Consul, authority and jurisdiction in 
regard to all suits of a civil nature between British subjects arising 
within any part of the dominions of the Emperor of Japan: 
Provided always, that the said Supreme Court shall not be bound, 
unless in a fit case it shall deem it right so to do, by writ of 
“ certiorari’ or otherwise, to debar or prohibit the Consul from 
hearing and determining, pursuant to the provisions of the several 
Articles of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between British 
subjects, or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in any such 
matter. 

XXIX. And it is further ordered, that in cases of assault not 
coming within the terms of Article XXIT of this Order, it shall be 
lawful for the Consul before whom complaint is made, to promote 
reconciliation between the parties, and to suffer compensation and 
amends to be made, and the proceedings thereby to be stayed. 

XXX. And it is further ordered, that save and except as regards 
offences committed by British subjects against the stipulations of 
Treaties between Her Majesty and the Tycoon of Japan, or against 
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rules and regulations for the observance of the stipulations of such 
Treaties, duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions of 
Article V of this Order, or against rules and regulations for the 
peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects 
being within the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan, duly exhibited 
and affixed as aforesaid, and save and except as regards the. 
offence of engaging in trade, declared in Article XXXII of this 
Order to be unlawful, no act done by a British subject being 
within the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan shall be deemed and 
taken to be a crime, or misdemeanour, or offence, rendering the 
person committing it liable to punishment, which, if done within 
that part of Her Majesty’s dominions called England, would not, 
by a Court of Justice having criminal jurisdiction in England, 
have been deemed and taken to be a crime, or misdemeanour, or 
offence, rendering the person so committing it liable to punish- 
ment. 

XXXI. And it is further ordered, that a minute of the proceed- 
ings in every case heard and determined before a Consul, in 
pursuance of this Order, shall be drawn up and signed by the 
Consul, and shall, in cases when Assessors are present, be open 
for the inspection of such Assessors, and for their signature if they 
shall concur therein; and such minute, together with the deposi- 
tions of the witnesses, shall be preserved in the public office of 
the said Consul, and a copy of every such minute and of such 
depositions shall, if the Consul-General see fit to require them, be 
transmitted by the Consul to the said Consul-General. 

XXXII. And whereas it is stipulated in and by the said Treaty 
agreed upon and concluded between Her Majesty and His said 
Majesty the Tycoon of Japan as aforesaid, that the ports and towns 
of Hakodadi, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki, shall be opened to British 
subjects on the first day of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-nine, and that, in addition thereto, the following ports and 
towns shall be opened to them at the dates thereinafter and herein- 
after specified, that is to say, Nee-e-gata, or if Nee-e-gata be found 
unsuitable as a harbour, another convenient port on the west coast 
of Nipon, on the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty, and Hiogo on the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three : 

Now it is hereby further ordered, that all trade whatsoever of 
Her Majesty’s subjects in, to, or from any part of the dominions 
of the Tycoon of Japan, excepting the ports and towns aforesaid, 
and all trade whatsoever of Her Majesty’s subjects in, to, or from 
any of the ports and towns aforesaid, before the respective days 
and times specified in the said Treaty as aforesaid, shall be and the 
same is hereby declared to be unlawful, and every person engaged 
in such trade as a principal, agent, shipowner, shipmaster, or 
supercargo, shall be liable to be apprehended by any of Her 
Majesty’s Consuls, and shall, when so apprehended, be sent by 
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him to Jeddo, in any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or in any 
British ship or vessel, for trial before the Consul-General. And 
it shall be lawful for the Commander of Her Majesty’s ships of 
war, or of any British ship or vessel, to receive any such person on 
board under a warrant from the said Consul addressed to the 
Consul. General, and thereupon to convey him in custody to 
Jeddo, and, on his arrival there, to deliver him, with the said 
warrant, into the custody of the said Consul-General, who, on the 
receipt of the said warrant and the person therein named, shall be 
authorized to commit, and shall commit, the person so sent for 
trial, and detain, or cause him to be detained, in any place of safe 
custody at Jeddo; and the Consul-General shall forthwith proceed 
to hear and determine the charge against such person, and such 
person shall, upon conviction, be lable to a fine not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars, or to imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
ears.

ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS FOR VICE-ADMIRALTY COURTS 
ABROAD—COLLISIONS. 


WHereas by the Act of the 2nd William IV, cap. 51, it was 
enacted that it should be lawful for His Majesty, with the advice 
of His Privy Council, from time to time to make and ordain such 
Rules and Regulations as should be deemed expedient touching the 
practice to be observed in Suits and Proceedings in the several 
Courts of Vice-Admiralty then or thereafter to be established in 
any of His Majesty’s Possessions abroad, and also from time to 
time, as should be found expedient, to alter any such Rules and 
Regulations, and to make any new Regulations in lieu thereof: 
And whereas it hath been represented unto us that it is desirable 
to make additional Rules and Regulations touching the practice 
to be observed in Suits and Proceedings in the said several Courts 
of Vice-Admiralty in Your Majesty’s Possessions abroad: Now, 
therefore, we, Your Majesty’s Commissioners for executing the 
office of. Lord High Admiral, do most humbly submit to Your 
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Majesty that Your Majesty will be most graciously pleased by 
your Order in Council to make and ordain, as additional Rules 
and Regulations to be observed in Suits and Proceedings in the 
several Courts of Vice-Admiralty at present or hereafter to be 
established in any of Your Majesty’s Possessions abroad, the 
accompanying Rules and Regulations which have been prepafed 
by the Registrar and approved by the Judge of the High Court 
of Admiralty of England, and to order that the same shall be 
enforced and take effect from the first day of January 1860. 


Additional Rules and Regulations for the Vice-Admiralty Courts 
Abroad, 


I. In all cases of damage, unless the J roa i shall be pleased other- 
wise to direct, each party or his proctor shall, before the libel or act 
on petition is given in, bring into and deposit in court a sealed packet 
containing a statement of the following particulars : 

1. The names of the two vessels which came into collision, and 
the names of their respective masters. 

2. The time of the collision as nearly as can be stated. 

3. The place of the collision. 

4, The direction of the wind. 

5. The state of the weather. | 
6. The courses of the respective vessels on first sighting each 
other. 

7. The distance at which the other vessel was first seen. 

8. The steps taken to avoid the collision. 

9. The parts of each vessel which first came in contact. 

And such packets shall remain in the registry sealed up and 
shall not be opened, save with permission of the Judge, until the 
proofs in the cause are brought in, or the whole of the pleadings 
and evidence are concluded, and such statements shall be called the 
“Preliminary Acts,” and may be in the form of the Schedule 

hereto annexed, marked A. 
II. It shall be competent to the Court, if it shall think fit so 
to do, and if the parties in the cause consent thereto, to direct 
the evidence to be taken upon the Preliminary Acts, and without 
its being necessary to bring in any further pleadings in the 
cause. 7 

III. In proceedings by act on petition the Proctor by whom the 
Act is to be commenced shall, on an appearance being given to 
the action, he assigned to bring in his act on petition by a time 
to be then fixed by the Judge or his Surrogate ; and on his bring- 
ing in the same he shall deliver a copy thereof to the adverse 
Proctor, who shall thereupon be assigned to bring in his answer 
thereto by such further time as may be then fixed by the Judge or 
Surrogate, and on the answer or any subsequent writing to the 
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Act being brought in, the Proctor bringing in the same shall 
deliver a copy thereof to the adverse Proctor, and a similar 
assignation shall be made on the adverse Proctor to bring in his 
reply thereto. And when both Proctors decline to write further 
to the act, a Conclusion (form of which is hereunto annexed, 
marked B), shall be brought in signed by both the Proctors, and, 
on the proofs being given in, the cause shall be assigned for 
hearing. . 

IV. In the event of a Proctor not complying with the assignation 
made upon him to bring in his act on petition within the time 
specified for such purpose, the Court may dismiss the cause. 
And if after the act on petition shall have been given in, either 
Proctor shall fail to comply with any assignation made upon him 
to bring in any subsequent writing to the act, the Court may con- 
clude the act, and assign the Proctors to bring in their proofs 
within a time to be then fixed, in order that the cause may be set 
down for hearing. 

V. In proceedings by plea and proof upon a libel or allegation 
being given in, an assignation shall be made upon the adverse 
Proctor to bring in his allegation responsive thereto on some day 
to be then fixed by the Judge or Surrogate, and the libel or allega- 
tion so given in as aforesaid shall stand admitted, unless the 
adverse Proctor shall within four days from the giving in of 
the same declare in Acts of Court that he opposes the admissibility 
thereof. 

VI. No witness shall be examined on any plea until after 
the pleadings in the cause have been concluded except with the 
permission of the Court, and upon good cause shown. 

VII. The witnesses may be examined in one or other of the 
following methods :— 

1. Viva voce in open Court. 

2. By the Registrar or an Examiner of the Court in Chambers. 

$8. By a Commissioner speciall appointed by virtue of a com- 
mission to be issued under seal of the Court, form of which is 
hereto annexed, marked C. 

VIII. When the witnesses are to be examined in open Court 
a list of the witnesses to be examined by each party is to be given 
to the adverse Proctor forty-eight hours before the time appointed 
for their examination, provided that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the immediate examination of the witnesses, if both parties 
in the cause consent thereto, and the Court shall think fit to 
order it. 

JX. It shall be competent to the Court to summon and examine 
before it any witnesses, whether the proceedings shall have been 
by act on petition or by plea and proof, and whether the witnesses 
shall or shall not have previously made affidavits or given evidence 
in the cause. 

X. In any examination hy the Registrar or an Exammer, or a 

Q 
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Commissioner specially appointed, the Proctors in the cause, or 
their substitutes, may, unless the Judge shall order to the contrary, 
be present; but the evidence, as well in chief as upon interroga- 
tories, shall be taken down in writing by the Registrar, Examiner, 
or Commissioner, as the case may be. The witnesses may be 
cross-examined upon interrogatories either prepared beforehand 
or framed and put in writing at the time of the examination, and 
after cross-examination they may in the same manner be _ rc- 
examined alsu upon written interrogatories ; but the questions shall 
in all cases be put, and the interrogatories be administered, by the 
Registrar, Examiner, or Commissioner. 

XI. No party in a cause, except by special leave of the Judge, 
shall be allowed to be present at such examination by the Regis- 
trar, Examiner, or Commissioner, unless he shall be conducting 
the proceedings in person. And no party, Proctor, or substitute 
shall be permitted to take any part in such examination, cross- 
examination, or re-examination, or in any manner to interfere with 
or object to the conduct or proceedings of the Registrar, Examiner, 
or Commissioner, except to design the witnesses to the several 
articles of the pleas, and to tender written interrogatories to the 
Registrar, Examiner, or Commissioner, for the purpose of their 
being administered to the witnesses. 

XII. It shall not be necessary to repeat to a witness his deposi- 
tion, either in chief or on interrogatories; but the Registrar, 
Examiner, or Commissioner who shall have taken the evidence 
shall certify at the foot of the deposition that the same has heen 
read over audibly and distinctly to the witness, and that the 
witness has acknowledged the same to be true. 

XUTI. If the witness refuse to sign his deposition, the Registrar, 
Examiner, or Commissioner who shall have taken the evidence 
shall certify at the foot of the deposition that the witness has so 
refused, and that the deposition is in accordance with the evidence 
given by such witness, and the deposition of such witness may 
thereupon be read and referred to at the hearing of the cause. 

XIV. It shall be competent to the Court, whether the examina- 
tions take place in open Court, or before the Registrar, Examiner, 
or Commissioner, to direct the evidence of the witnesses to be 
taken down by a shorthand writer or reporter, who shall have been 
previously sworn faithfully to report the evidence, and a transcript 
of the shorthand writer’s or reporter’s notes, certified by him to be 
correct, and approved by the Judge, or the Registrar, Examiner, 
or Commissioner, as the case may be, shall be admitted to prove 
the oral evidence of the witnesses, and be taken down and used as 
evidence in the cause. 

XV. Witnesses may be produced for exami:ation before the 
Registrar in any reference made to him either alone or with the 
assistance of merchants, after they shall have been duly sworn to 
speak the truth; and the evidence shall, if either party in the cause 
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require it, be taken down by a shorthand writer or reporter 
appointed by the Court, who shall be previously sworn faithfully 
to report the evidence, and a transcript of the shorthand writer’s 
or reporter's notes, certified by him to be correct, and approved by 
the Registrar, shall be admitted to prove the oral evidence of the 
witnesses, and be taken and used as evidence in any objection that 
may be taken to the Registrar’s report on such reference. 

XVI. All the pleadings and proofs in a cause may, if the Judge 
shall so direct, be printed prior to the hearing, and such printing 
shall be in such manner and form, and under such regulations in 
regard to the cost and mode of printing the same, as the Judge of 
the Court shall from time to time direct.

PROCEEDINGS AND PRACTICE OF VICE-ADMIRALTY COURTS 
ABROAD WITH REFERENCE TO CAPTURED VESSELS SENT FOR 
ADJUDICATION, 


Whereas by an Act passed in the 2nd year of the reign of His 
late Majesty King William IV, intituled “An Act to regulate 
“the Practice and Fees in the Vice-Admiralty Courts abroad, 
“and to obviate doubts as to their jurisdiction,” it is amongst 
other things enacted, “that it shall be lawful for His Majesty, with 
“ the advice of His Privy Council, from time to time to make and 
** ordain such rules and regulations as shall be deemed expedient 
“touching the practice to be observed in suits and proceedings 
“in the several Courts of Vice-Admiralty at present or hereafter 
“to be established in any of His Majesty’s possessions abroad, 
** and also from time to time, as shall be found expedient, to alter 
“any such rules and regulations and to make any new regula- 
“ tions :” a 

And whereas by an Act passed in the 17th year of Your Majesty’s 
reign, intituled the “ Navy Pay and Prize Act, 1854,” it is fur- 
ther enacted that “the Lords of the Admiralty may from time to 
“time make such rules, orders, and regulations as may to them 
“ appear expedient for distributing the proceeds of any prize or 
“any bounty, salvage, or other monies, and for keeping the ac- 
*‘ counts and expenses in relation thereto; provided always that 
“such rules, orders, and regulations shall not have any force or 
“ effect until they have been previously approved by Her Majesty 
“in Council: ” 

And whereas it is expedient to make rules and regulations touch- 
ing the practice to be observed in the several Vice-Admiralty Courts 
abroad in proceedings instituted on behalf of Your Majesty’s 
ships and vessels of war, and as to the costs incurred in such pro- 
ceedings and for securing the transfer to the account of Your 
Majesty’s Paymaster-General at the Bank of England, on account 
of Naval Prize of the proceeds of any prizes which may be con- 
demned in the said Vice-Admiralty Courts to any of Your 
Majesty’s ships and vessels of war: 

Now therefore, we, Your Majesty’s Commissioners for executing 
the office of Lord High Admiral of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, do submit for Your Majesty’s approval, and 
do, so far as we may or can, make the following rules, orders, and 
regulations touching and concerning the said matters :— 

1. Whenever any ship, vessel, goods, or merchandize has or 
have been detained or captured by any of Your Majesty’s ships or 
vessels of war, and it has been determined to send the same before 
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some Vice-Admiralty Court for adjudication, the Commanding 
Officer of the capturing ship shall deliver to the officer who may 
be sent in charge of the pee an authority to institute the neces- 
sary: proceedings, and such authority shall be in the terms or to 
the effect contained in the Exhibit hereto annexed, marked No. 1. 

2. The Officer to whom such authority is given shall upon his 
arrival in port, or the Commanding Officer shall himself, if in 
port, deliver the said authority to the Queen’s Proctor in the 
Colony, or in his absence or on his refusal or default, to institute 
proceedings to any other Proctor in the said Colony, and such 
Proctor may thereupon institute the necessary proceedings against 
the said Prize with a view to her condemnation. 

3. At the termination of the proceedings the Proctor who shall 
have conducted the suit on behalf of the Queen’s ship shall submit 
his costs, as also any charges which may have been paid by him, 
and which are properly chargeable against the said prize, including 
the expenses, if any, attending the maintenance and conveyance 
of the prize officer and crew, for taxation, and the Registrar of the 
Court, after having carefully examined them, shall report to the 
Court the amount at which such costs, charges, and expenses ought 
to he allowed. 

4. Should the prize be condemned, then if the proceeds arising 
from the sale thereof are sufficient, the Court may order payment 
of the sum at which the said costs, charges, and expenses have 
been taxed, to be made out of the said proceeds, and the balance 
of such proceeds shall be forthwith paid to the Senior Commis- , 
sariat Officer at the place, in order that the same may be remitted 
to this country in accordance with the provisions of the Act of the 
17th Vict., cap. 19. 

5. But if the proceeds shall be insufficient to pay the amount 
at which the said costs, charges, and expenses have been taxed, 
the Court may order the whole of the said proceeds to be paid in 
part satisfaction thereof, and the said Proctor may then draw on 
the Accountant-General of the Navy a bill at thirty days after 
sight for the balance remaining unpaid, and shall transmit with 
such bill the authority above-mentioned from the Commanding 
Officer of the capturing vessel for instituting proceedings against 
the said prize.

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after the said costs are taxed and before the Proctor has drawn 
upon the Accountant-General of the Navy for the amount which 
may be due to him, transmit the account of the said costs, charges, 
and expenses in original signed by himself and the Judge of-the 
said Court to the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty of 
England, accompanied with a certificate stating the amount at 
which it has been taxed, whether the whole or what part thereof 
has been paid and whether any and what part thereof has been 
paid, and whether any and what part remains due, and for which 
the Proctor may draw upon the Accountant-General of the Navy, 
and if the proceedings have not been conducted by the Queen’s 
Proctor whether that officer has declined or refused to conduct 
them, and on what grounds. 

8. The Accountant-General of the Navy shall, upon any such 
bill as aforesaid being presented to him for payment, forward to 
the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty a statement show- 
ing the amount for which the bill is drawn, the name and descrip- 
tion of the person by whom it is drawn, and the prize in respect 
of which the same is payable, and the Registrar shall thereupon 
inform the Accountant-General whether the amount for which the 
bill is drawn agrees with the account received by him from the 
Registrar of the Vice-Admiralty Court, and whether there is any 
reason why the said bill should not be accepted and paid. 

9. Upon receiving the reply of the Registrar of the High Court 
of Admiralty, the Accountant-General of the Navy may accept 
the said bill in whole or in part to the extent of the amount which 
may appear to be properly due, and shall, if a condemnation has 
taken place, debit such amount against the prize in respect of

10. But if there should be no such bounties or other monies, or

money or pay which may be or become due to him unless the 
Commissioners for executing the office of Lord High Admiral for 
the time being shall think proper to relieve him from the payment 
thereof.

WHEREAS it has been represented to us, that it will be expedient 
to have established at Aden, in Arabia, being part of Your Ma- 
jesty’s dominions beyond the seas, a Vice-Admiralty Court, with 
powers limited to the adjudication of cases arising under the Act 
of Parliament passed in the Parliament held in the 12th and 13th 
years of Your Majesty’s reign, cap. 84: 

We heg leave to represent to Your Majesty that we are em- 
powered by our Commission to constitute Vice-Admirals for such 
places only where Vice-Admirals have been usually appointed by 
Your Majesty’s High Admiral for the time being ; 

We do therefore beg leave to submit to Your Majesty, whether 
it may not be necessary that we should be empowered to appoint 
a Vice-Admiral, and also a Judge, and other proper officers at Aden 
aforesaid, with powers limited to the adjudication of cases arising 
under the aforesaid Act of Parliament. Allof which is nevertheless 
most humbly submitted.

LAGOS—VICE-ADMIRALTY COURT ESTABLISHED AT. 


Wuereas the Duke of Newcastle has signified to us, that Your 
Majesty has been pleased to sanction the establishment of the 
Settlement of Lagos and its dependencies on the Western Coast of 
Africa, and the appointment of Henry Stanhope Freeman, Esq., to 
be Governor and Commander-in-chief in and over the said Settle- 
ment and its dependencies ; and his Grace having requested that 
steps may be taken for establishing a Court of Vice-Admiralty, in 
the aforesaid Settlement of Lagos and its dependencies: We beg 
leave to represent to Your Majesty that we are empowered by our 
Commission to constitute Vice-Admirals for such places only where 
Vice-Admirals have been usually appointed by Your Majesty’s 
High Admiral for the time being. 

We do therefore beg to submit to Your Majesty, whether it nmay 
not be necessary that we should be empowered to appoint a Vice- 
Admiral and also a Judge, and other officers, in the Settlement of 
Lagos and its dependencies; withholding however from the said 
Court the usual authority for the trial of Prize Causes.

FISHERIES IN THE SEAS BETWEEN THE BRITISH ISLANDS AND 
FRANCE: CONVENTION BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND THE 
EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH. 


WuHerREAs by an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in 
the sixth and seventh years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter seventy-nine, intituled “An Act to carry into effect a Con- 
vention between Her Majesty and the King of the French con- 
cerning the Fisheries in the Seas between the British Islands and 
France,” it is enacted by section 4, that it shall be lawful for the 
Lords of the Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy Council appointed 
for Trade and Foreign Plantations, from time to time, as may 
become necessary, to make and ordain such rules and bye-laws as 
to them shall seem expedient for the more effectual performance 
of the said Convention and of the Artlcles set forth in the schedule 
annexed to the said Act, and from time to time to annul or alter 
the same and substitute others instead thereof: Provided always, 
that all such rules and bye-laws shall be approved by Her Majesty, 
with the advice of Her Privy Council. 

And whereas by the said Articles numbered forty-five and forty- 
six respectively it is provided (Art. 45) that oyster fishing sha!l 
open on the Ist of September, and shall close on the 30th of April 
and (Art. 46) that from the Ist of May tothe 3lst of August, 
being what are commonly called the close months, no boat shall 
have on board any dredge or.other implement whatsoever for catch- 
ing oysters. 

And whereas by section 9 of the said Act it is enacted that it 
shall be lawful for such officers and petty officers of Her Majesty’s 
Navy or Revenue Service, and for such officers and men of the 
Coast Guard Stations, as shall be thereunto authorized by the 
Commissioners of Iler Majesty’s Customs, and such persons as 
shall be appointed by the Lords of the said Committee, subject to 
sych directions asthe Lords of the said Committee shall from time 
to time think fit to prescribe, to go on board any British vessel 
employed in fishing, and examine the certificate of registry, and 
nets, instruments, and implements of fishing belonging to or used 
with such vessel, and whether the regulations of this Act have 
been complied with, and whether the master or other persons on 
board such vessel are carrying on the said fishery in the manner 
thereby required, and to seize any nets, instruments, or implements 
of fishing which are illegal, or used contrary to the provisions of 
the said Act. 

And whereas by section 6 of the said Act, with the view not 
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to interfere further than is necessary for giving full effect to the 
said Convention and Articles with the provisions of an Act passed 
in the fifth year of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled 
“An Act to regulate the Irish Fisheries,” it is enacted that it shall 
be lawful for the Lords of the said Committee, by a rule or rules 
to be made by them, from time to time, and approved of by Her 
Majesty in Council, with the advice of Her Privy Council, to 
suspend the operation of the said Act and Articles with respect to 
the fisheries on the coast of Ireland. 

And whereas a rule to that effect was accordingly made and 
duly approved of by Her Majesty in Council on the 23rd day of 
August 1843. 

And whereas by another Act passed in the session of Parliament 
held in the eighteenth and nineteenth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, chapter one hundred and one, intituled “ An Act 
for the more effectual execution of the Convention between Her 
Majesty and the French Government concerning the Fisheries in 
the Seas between the British Islands and France,” and which is 
directed to be read and construed together with the said recited 
Act of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty as one Act, it is enacted by section one that it shall be 
lawful for any officers or petty officers belonging to Her Majesty’s 
Navy or Revenue Service, or such officers and men of the Coast 
Guard Stations as may be thereunto authorized by the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Customs, or such persons as may be 
appointed under the provisions of the said Act by the Lords of the 
Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy Council appointed for Trade 
and Foreign Plantations, when they go on board any British 
vessel employed in fishing to examine whether the regulations of 
the said first-mentioned Act have been complied with, to seize and 
throw overboard or destroy any oysters found on board such vessel 
at any time from the Ist day of May to the 31st day of August in 
any year, as well as to seize and dispose of in manner provided by 
the “Customs Consolidation Act, 1853,” all dredges and other 
implements for catching oysters found on board such vessels, and 
also all dredges and other implements for catching oysters found 
sunk in or floating upon the seas at any such time as aforesaid; 
and by section two it is enacted, that no ovsters taken in the seas 
between the United Kingdom and France shall be imported into 
or landed in any part of the United Kingdom at any time between 
the Ist day of May and the 3lst day of August in any year, and 
that any oysters imported in or landed between such days from 
any vessel employed in fishing in the said seas shall be deemed to 
be oysters taken and imported contrary to the provisions of the 
said Articles and of that Act, unless the contrary be proved; and 
that it shall be lawful for any officer of the Customs, or any 
person who may be appointed under the provisions of the said 
first-recited Act by the Lords of the said Committee of Council, 
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to seize and destroy, or otherwise dispose of, as the Commissioners 
of the Customs or Lords of the said Committee may direct, any 
oysters imported into or landed in any part of the United Kingdom 
contrary to the said last-mentioned provision. 

And whereas the Lords of the said Committee have, in pur- 
suance of the powers vested in them by the said recfted Act of the 
sixth and seventh years of the reign of Her present Majesty, duly 
made and ordained, and have submitted for the approval of Her 
Majesty, the following rules or bye-laws for the more effectual 
observance of the said Convention and Articles and of the said 
recited Acts; that is to say,— 

Rule 1.—The several officers or persons who are or may be 
from time to time authorized by or under the said recited Act 
to seize dredges or other implements used or employed in 
taking or catching oysters in the seas between the British 
Islands and France, or to seize oysters taken or brought into 
the United Kingdom during the said close months, that 1s to 
say, from the lst day of May to the last day of August in 
every ycar, are required to use all diligence in enforcing the 
observance of the prov'’sions of the said Convention and 
Articles and of the said recited Acts, and for that purpose 
during the said close months to make seizure of all such 
dredges and other implements as aforesaid used for taking 
oysters, and of all ovsters, oyster brood, or spat, taken and 
found on board any vessel in contravention of the said 
Convention, Articles, and Acts, and to proceed to the forfeiture 
thereof, and the recovery of such penalties as shall or may 
have been incurred by the parties found using or having in 
their possession such dredges or other implements as aforesaid, 
but so nevertheless as not to interfere with the rights and 
interests of the owners of any private oyster-beds or layings 
on the coasts of Great Britain, or in the bays, estuaries, and 
rivers thereof within the British Fishery limits, so far as 
regards the preservation and propagation of oysters therein, 
and the removal thereof from one bed or laying to another, or 
from one part of such bed or laying to another part of the 
same, under and subject to the following rules. 

Rule 2.—No person shall during the said close months he 
allowed to dredge for or in any manner take oysters, oyster 
brood, or spat, on any part of the said coasts of Great 
Britain, or the bays, estuaries, or rivers thereof within the 
British Fishery limits, nor to use or have on board any 
dredge or implement for that purpose, nor to take or have 
on board any oyster, oyster brood, or spat, except for the 
preservation and propagation of oysters, or the working or 
replenishing of such beds or layings as may require the 
same, or for the removal of oysters, oyster brood, or spat 
to other beds more contiguous to or convenient for the 
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market, nor without a special licence under the hand of the 
Collector, Comptroller, or other principal officer of the 
Customs of the port or place within which such oyster beds 
or layings are situate, nor in any case for any longer time 
than shall be prescribed ly such licence. 7 

Rule 3.—No person shall during the said close months be 
allowed to remove any oysters, oyster brood, or spat from the 
beds or layings in any port or place within the said British 
Fishery limits to any other beds or layings in any other port 
or place without a licence or transire for that purpose, under 
the hand of the Collector, Comptroller, or other principal 
officer of the Customs of the port or place whence the same 
shall be so removed, addressed to the Collector or Comptroller 
or other principal officer of the Customs of the port or place 
where the bed or laying at which the same are to be deposited 
is situate: Provided always, that no such licence or transire 
shall be granted for removal of such oysters, oyster brood, or 
spat under this rule until the person requiring to remove the 
same shall have given bond to Her Majesty for the due 
removal and deposit thereof at the place of destination within 
such time and in such penal sum, not being less that 100/., as 
the Collector, Comptroller, or other such principal officer as 
aforesaid may require. 

Rule 4.—The foregoing rule shall be held to apply to the 
removal to oyster beds or layings on the coasts of Great 
Britain, within the British Fishery limits, of oysters, oyster 
brood, or spat taken or dredged during the said close montlis 
on the coasts of Irelan:l, under the authority of the Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland, by virtue of any Act 
or Acts to regulate the Irish Fisheries. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, doth hereby approve of the foregoing rules or 
bye-laws, and doth hereby order and direct that the same shall 
take effect and come into operation at the end of one week from 
and after the first publication thereof in the “ London Gazette.” 

And the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
and the Commissioners of the Customs, are to give the necessary 
directions herein as to them may respectively appertain.

LETTERING AND NUMBERING BRITISH FISHING BOATS. 


Waereas by an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in 
the 6th and 7th years of Her Majesty’s reign, cap. 79, intituled 
* An Act to carry into effect a Convention between Her Majesty and 
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the King of the French concerning the Fisheries in the Seas be- 
tween the British Islands and France,” it is enacted by section 4, 
that it shall be lawful for the Lords of the Committee of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council appointed for Trade and Foreign Planta- 
tions from time to time, as may become necessary, to make and 
ordain such rules and bye-laws as to them shall seem expedient for 
the more effectual performance of the said Convention and of the 
Articles set forth in the schedule annexed to the said Act, and from 
time to time to annul or alter the same and substitute others in- 
stead thereof: Provided always, that all such rules and bye-laws 
shall be approved by Her Majesty, with the advice of Her Privy 
Council. 

And whereas by certain of the said Articles it is provided 
(Articles VI, VII, and IX) that all British fishing boats shall be 
distinguished by certain letters and numbers as therein specified, 
and (Article VIII) that such letters and numbers shall be placed 
on each bow of the boat, and shall also be painted on each side of 
the mainsail of the boat in black oil colour on white sails, and in 
white oil colour on tanned or black sails; and by Article XV it 
is forbidden to efface, cover, or conceal, in any manner whatsoever, 
the letters and numbers placed on the boats and their sails. 

And whereas by section 6 of the said Act, with the view not to 
interfere further than is necessary for giving full effect to the said 
Convention and Articles with the provisions of an Act passed in 
the 5th year of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act 
to regulate the Irish Fisheries,” it is enacted that it shall be lawful 
for the Lords of the said Committee, by a rule or rules to be made 
by them from time to time, and approved of by Her Majesty in 
Council, with the advice of Her Privy Council, to suspend the 
operation of the said Act and Articles with respect to the fisheries 
on the coast of Ireland. 

And whereas a rule to that effect was accordingly made and duly 
approved of by Her Majesty in Council on the 23rd day of August 
1843, and the same is still in force. 

And whereas for the more effectual observance of the said Con- 
vention and Articles, and of the said recited Act, and with a view to 
the better preventing the concealment of the letters and numbers 
, on the sails of British fishing boats, the Lords of the said Committee 
have, in pursuance of the powers vested in them by the said recited 
Act, duly made and ordained, and have submitted for the approval 
of Her Majesty, the following rule or bye-law ; that is to say,— 

“The letters and numbers which, by the Articles set forth in 
the schedule annexed to the Act 6th and 7th Victoria, cap. 79, 
intituled ‘An Act to carry into effect a Convention between Her 
Majesty and the King of the French concerning the Fisheries in 
the Seas between the British Islands and France,’ are required to 
be (nes on each side of the mainsail of any British fishing boat, 
shall be painted of the dimensions and in the colour in that 
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behalf specified in the said Articles on each side of the cloth forming 
the substance of the mainsail, and not on any cloth or other thing 
sewn or otherwise attached to but not forming part of the substance 
of the mainsail, and shall be placed on each side of the central cloth 
or cloths of the mainsail, clear of and immediately above the 
close-reef, and so as to be at all times conspicuous whether the sail 
be reefed or not.” 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, pursuant to the powers vested in Her by the said 
recited Act, doth hereby approve of the pregoing rule or bye-law, 
and doth hereby order and direct that the same shall take effect 
and come into operation at the end of fourteen days from and 
after the first publication thereof in the “‘ London Gazette.” 

And the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, the 
Lords of the Committee of Council for Trade and Foreign Planta- 
tions, and the Commissioners of the Customs, are to give the neces- 
sary directions herein as to them may respectively appertain.
